Why Major is i 
need of prompting 
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Woman gets top security job 

Secret service 
comes out of 
the shadows

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ANOTHER veil was lifted 
from Britain's espionage com¬ 
munity yesterday when the 
government published details 
of its central intelligence gath¬ 
ering organisation and 
named the woman who will 
run it from the end of year. 

Pauline Neville-Jones, 53. 
will be responsible for co¬ 
ordinating and assessing 
secret material gleaned by 
MI6 and GCHQ when she 
takes over as chairman of the 
cabinet office’s joint intelli¬ 
gence committee. She suc¬ 
ceeds Sir Rodric Braithwaite, 
a former ambassador in Mos¬ 
cow. whose name was also 
made public for the first time 
yesterday. 

The committee is made up 
of offi cials from the intelli¬ 
gence services and key minis¬ 
tries — including die Foreign 
Office, Ministry of Defence 
and Treasury — and its main 
concerns are terrorism, die 
spread of weapons of mass 
destruction and ducats, to 
British territoiy overseas. 

A special booklet outlining 
its work also says that it is 
required to “monitor and give 
early warning of the develop¬ 
ment of direct or indirect 
foreign threats to British in¬ 
terests", ami in 1983. it was 
strongly criticised by the 
Franks report for fo ili ng to 
warn the government about 
Argentinian (dans to invade 
the Falkland Islands the pre¬ 
vious year. 

Qiainnanship of die com¬ 
mittee is a part-time post, and 
Miss Neville-Jones will keep 
her existing job as the 


£70,000-a-year head of the 
Cabinet Office's defence and 
overseas secretariat Sir 
Rodric has coupled the chair¬ 
manship with his work as 
John Major's special foreign 
policy adviser in the Cabinet 
Office, but when he retires, 
his foreign policy post will 
lapse. Cabinet Office sources 
said Mr Major had derided 
that the traditional sources of 
advice from the Foreign Of¬ 
fice. Ministry of Defence and 
Cabinet Office were adequate. 

This is in direct contrast to 
the approach taken by Baron¬ 
ess Thatcher, who was suspi¬ 
cious of Foreign Office advice 
and insisted on having her 
own foreign policy adviser. 
After the Franks report, the 
JIC chairmanship passed 
from the Foreign Office to the 
Cabinet Office. 

One of Miss Neville-Jones’s 
principal roles wifi be to 
provide ministers with a 
weakly summary of intelU- . 
genes information, known as 
die Red Book. Preliminary 
work on raw Intelligence ma¬ 
terial is carried out by an 
assessments staff of 50 and 
nalist sub-committees. 
Sir Rodric and his prede¬ 
cessor, Sir Percy Cradock. 
Miss Neville-Jones has never 
been an intelligence officer. 
But Sir Antony Duff, the first 
Cabinet Office chairman, was 
a former head of M15. 

Miss Neville-Jones is the 
first woman to chair die 
committee, but not the first to 
serve chi it and yesterday she 
shrugged off die significance 
of her joining Stella Riming- 


ton — the head of MI5 — as 
one of two women who have 
reached the top in the intelli¬ 
gence world. “1 don’t think 
this is any different from the 
distribution of women else¬ 
where in the civil service,” she 
told a press conference. 

The other four top jobs in 
British intelligence are held 
by men and they, too, are 
named in the booklet Central 
Intelligence Machinery. They 
are Sir Colin McCoIL “C” 
(chief) of MI6. Sir John Adye, 
director of GCHQ since 1989, 
Air Marshal Sir John Walker. 
Chief of defence intelligence, 
and Gerald Warner, a former 
senior MI6 officer and since 
1991 intelligence coordinator 
in the Cabinet Office. 

Mr Warner who joined the 
Police Complaints Authority 
after retiring from MI6 in 
1990, also appeared at die 
press conference called yester¬ 
day by Wfltiam WaJ degrave, 
the minister For open govern¬ 
ment who said it was “the 
next step in the process of 
opening up some of the things 
mat were previously secret”. 
Mr Wal degrave confirmed 
that the government planned 
to introduce legislation to put 
M16 and GCHQ an a statu¬ 
tory footing. “There wifi be a 
great deal to tell about MI6 
and GCHQ at that time," he 
said. Introducing die booklet, 
he added: “I believe it is 
important to eliminate unnec- 
eswy secrecy where national 
security, the effectiveness of 
the security and intelligent 
services or the safety of their 
staff is not prejudiced.”

UK faces another 
week of torrential 
rain and flooding

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AFTER the coldest September 
for seven years, October in the 
British Isles began soggily 
yesterday with torrential rain, 
hailstorms and flooding. The 
Meteorological Office said 
Britain could only expect more 
of the same, with driving rain 
due to continue at least until 
the end of next week. 

As the country cowered 
under umbrellas, weathermen 
$gjri that such heavy rain was 
not unseasonable. Scotland 
and Cornwall, which both 
suffered from especially heavy 
showers and flooding, might 
have disagreed. 

Barry Parker, the Met Of¬ 
fice spokesman, said: "Con¬ 
trary to public perception, this 
is all very normal weather for 
October and people are sur¬ 
prised by the rain only 
because we were spoilt by the 
long, glorious summers of 
1990 and 1991. Britain is in the 
midst of a depression which 
formed in the Atlantic Ocean 

arid first hit the south-western 

regions, many of which can 
expect further flooding in the 
days to come." 

Racing at Goodwood was 
abandoned, and organisers of 
the Bruno-Lewis world title 
fight at Cardiff Arms Park 
stayed in contact with forecast¬ 
ers for much of the day to 
establish whether the open-air 
contest, scheduled to begin at 
lam, could go ahead. About a 
quarter of an inch of ram feu 
on Cardiff in 24 hou rs. an d a 
tarpaulin cover was stretched 
over the boxing ring. Organ¬ 
isers promised holders of the

Heavy rain failed to wash

ham Palace had opened its 
doors to the public. An esti¬ 
mated 5,000 visitors braved a 
downpour to take the last 
chance to see the Queen’s 
London home before it closes 
for the year. The last ticket 
was sold at 4pm to an Austra¬ 
lian, Sue Hawking. 

Further forecasts of a rain- 
sodden first week brough 
gloom to farmers, struggling 
to bring in the maize and 
potato harvests from water¬ 
logged fields. The Automobile 



Association reported that sur¬ 
face water had slowed down 
traffic and all motorways were 
suffering from congestion. 

Only tomorrow looks like 
being dry. but foggy, with the 
rest of next week experiencing 
heavy showers and even thun¬ 
der storms as the depression 
moves across the coun try.

Thatcher remarks 
threaten to test 
fragile Tory truce

THE attempt by the Tory high 
command to secure a truce 
between the party’s waning 
factions at next week’s confer¬ 
ence will be put to its first 
critical test tomorrow when 
Baroness Thatcher strongly 
crrtirises key aspects of gov¬ 
ernment policy. 

In an interview in The 
Sunday Tunes. Lady Thatcher 
will couple personal backing 
Cor John Major with trenchant 
criticism of his policies in 
areas such as Europe. Bosnia 
and taxation and spending. 

Although the former prime 
minis ter will make plain that 
she wants Mr Major to lead 
the party into the next election, 
her remarks run the risk of 
triggering a new bout of 
infighting. Her friends said 
yesterday that she had been 
supportive of Mr Major per¬ 
sonally and wanted him to 
stay at the hdm because she 
believed he had the best 
chance of defeating Labour. 
But she recognised that 
"people would make mischief 
over her polity criticisms. 

Lady Thatcher wifi appear 
on the platform on Thursday 
during a debate on the econo¬ 
my when representatives wifi 
voice grassroots anger over a 
VAT levy, opposed by 92 per 
cent of the population accord¬ 
ing to a MORI poll this week 
for The Times. Her appear¬ 
ance is part of a stage-man¬ 
aged move by Tory chiefs to 
present a united front and 
prevent the week in Blackpool 
being dominated by damag¬ 
ing speculation about Mr 
Major’s future. 

As pan of the rapproche¬ 
ment. Lady Thatcher has 
agreed to help reduce die 
party's £19 million deficit by

Stench of death 
marks the town 
that vanished 



As the Indian earthquake toll 
rises, Christopher Thomas 
visits the town of Khilari 
where thousands still tie 
buried under the rubble 


THERE is nothing left of 
Khilari. Until 356am on 
Thursday it was a town of 
22.000, growing grapes and 
sugar cane. Now it is a 
mountain of rocks. It is the 
same in a dozen other small 
towns in south-eastern Maha¬ 
rashtra. The death toll in one 
of India’s worst earthquakes 
could exceed 30,000, with as 
many injured. 

Thousands are still buried 
in rubble, some could be alive. 
Rescue efforts are pitiful At 
dawn yesterday policemen 
and soldiers shuffled about 
awaiting orders. There was a 
sickly smell of death. The 
dead were scattered on the 
ground where relatives had 
placed them. They were load¬ 
ed on to bullock carts, one on 
another, men and women. 
Hindu and Muslim, Bramin 
and Untouchable 

Smashed furniture was 
piled up for Hindu funeral 
pyres. The crackle of burning 
was met by tbe screams of 
anguished survivors. By late 
afternoon government men 
estimated the death toll here 
at 4.000. 

Sakharan Snrayavanshi, 
45, a barber was asleep when 
his roof of stones and inud fen 
in, -crashing his wife and 
teenage son. followed by the 
the wails. It is dangerous in 
this earthquake zone to build 
homes of loosely bonded 
stone, but it Is cheap and 
Khilari is poor. The rich 
men’s houses of concrete still 
stand. 

Volunteers from Shiv Sena, 
file extremist Hindu organis¬ 
ation. turned up. They dug 
out Muslims as well as Hin¬ 
dus in a rare show of comjws- 
sion for that community. 
Colonel V K Sawani an army 
engineer, said thousands of 
soldiers were on tbe way. 
Eventually a lone earth-mov¬ 


er arrived. The colonel said he 
was afraid to use it in case it 
killed people stiD alive: 

On every piece of ground 
pyres burned. The cries of 
mutilated cattle and buffalo 
were ignored. Ten miles away 
in Sasdur. Muslims were 
digging a mass grave while 
Hindus built a giant pyre. 
Bodies were strewn about the 
village square, some covered 
with white sheets, the colour 
of mourning. 

There has never been reli¬ 
gious strife here; Hindus and 
Muslims embraced each oth¬ 
er yesterday and carried each 
other’s dead to the grave and 
the pyre. Amid mountains of 
rocks a cracked monument to 
tiie Hindu deity Shiva stood 
out amid tbe grey chaos: next 
to it a simple village mosque 
defiantly stood upright 

These structures are practi¬ 
cally all that remain of a town 
of 14,000. "Four thousand are 
dead here," says Pradip 
Kumar PatiL sarpandi (head¬ 
man) of a nearby village, who 
came to cremate four rela¬ 
tives. "It can never be rebuilt 
The farmers are too poor. 
These bouses have been 
handed down for generations; 
now there Is . nothing for 
people to pass on. The people 
have been destroyed.” 

Had the earthquake struck 
at any other time the death 
toll would have been smaller. 
Maharashtra state reveres the 
god Ganesfa and at this time 
of year there are lavish festi¬ 
vals to him. Tbe entire village 
was out celebrating untfl 330 
am. Normally, many of tbe 
people would have been 
sleeping in tbe cool of the 
fields. Instead they were in 
their deathtrap rock bouses. 
The poorest of the poor, living 
in mud dwellings, survived.

Fire union leaders 
suspend strike vote

THE threat of a national fire 
strike all but disappeared 
yesterday when leaders of 
Britain's 48,000 firefighters 
decided to suspend a strike 
ballot due to start on Monday. 

Though leaders of foe Fire 
Brigades Union were publicly 
insistent last night that foe 
ballot was only deferred rath¬ 
er than called off. strike action 
infoefireservke overpay now 
looks extremely unlikely. 

Fire employers and foe 
union will meet again in ten 
days' time for more talks on 
die outcome of foe firefighters’ 
index-linked pay formula. 
While this is not normally 
ready until November, the 
employers agreed to speed up 
foe calculations': while foe 
strike ballot is suspended. 

Official earning figures this 
week suggested that the pay 


formula is likely to produce a 
lower than expected settle¬ 
ment - probably roughly in 
line with the government's 1.5 
per cent public sector pay 
limit Fire employers and the 
FBU faced strong pressure to 
reach a deal yesterday which 
would at least see the strike 
ballot deferred. 

Some employers were press¬ 
ing strongly for a settlement 
because of foe high expected 
cost of paying for emergency 
cover in the event of a fire 
strike. The cost of troops, 
police and the Green Goddess 
emergency fire tenders would 
be much higher than foe cost 
of meeting the pay formula. 

For their part, FBU leaders 
knew privately that the nar¬ 
rowness of foe gap between 
foe govemmenrs pay ceding 
and foe outcome of foe formu¬ 


la made a vote for a strike 
highly questionable, and that 
yesterday was! their last 
chance to defer the ballot 
before foe strike vote papers 
went out on Monday. 

Both foe employers and foe 
union committed themselves 
publicly to the pay formula. 
Ken Cameron, FBU general 
secretary, said foe union was 
acting responsibly towards foe 
public in suspending foe bal¬ 
lot to allow foe process of 
negotiation to be exhausted, 
though he said the dispute was 
“not yet resolved but on hold." 
However, Laurie Cordon, 
chairman of foe employers’ 
side, said he did not believe a 
strike would now take place. “1 
am sure we are heading for a 
real settlement," he said, 
claiming the outcome was a 
victory for oommonsense. 



Tories cuts leave 
deficit at £19m 
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SWEEPING cuts at Conser¬ 
vative Central Office have 
reduced foe party's financial 
loss to £22 million, down 
from £50 million for foe 
previous year, according to 
accounts published yester¬ 
day. The reduced loss for the 
year to the end of March still 
leaves the party with an 
accumulated deficit of £19 
million. 

The improvement in foe 
figures Mows 18 months of 
changes to the organisation 
of the party’s finances in an 
attempt to end a sequence of 
losses dating back to the 
early I9S0s- However* the 
party would have expected 
lower losses anyway, 
because foe previous year 
bore the £11 2 million costs of 
the election campaign. 

Sir Norman Fowler, the 
party chairman, said in his 
statement to the accounts: 
"Tough and at times painful 
action has been taken to get 
our finances on a more 
stable footing." 

The party is budgeting to 
break even in the present 
financial year. 

Last year saw a 51 per cent 
slump in income to £115 
million, with donations to 
foe party falling sharply 
from an election year high of 
£20 million. 

The accounts also detail 
the expenditure cuts under¬ 
taken by Sir Norman and 
his management team since 
his appointment in May last 
year. 

Staff costs have dropped 
by 18 per cent to £7 miition. 


reflecting a programme of 
redundancies that cut the 
number of party employees 
from 348 to 295. 

Sir Norman said that the 
process of change would 
continue after a “difficult” 
political year so that the 
party is “fit and ready to win 
in local, European and par¬ 
liamentary elections”.

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Divorcee ‘begged 
preacher to visit’

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A DIVORCEE obsessed with 
a lay preacher pleaded with 
him to visit her on the night 
she had arranged to murder 
his wife, an Old Bailey jury 
was told yesterday. 

Ancell Marshall. 37, told the 
court he instead went home 
and found his wife Janet 
beaten, strangled and stabbed 
to death at their home in 
Tottenham, north London. 

“When I turned on the light 
I saw her lifeless body and 
realised that something dread¬ 
ful had happened," said Mr 
Marshall “I rushed outside 
and rang the police." 

Mr Marshall was arrested 
for his wife's murder.that 
night but was cleared by an 
Old Bailey judge who ruled 
there was no case to answer. 
After a second police enquiry. 
Rene Sampat, 37, bis former 
driving pupil, and her son Roy 
Aziz. 18, were arrested. Both. 
deny murder. 

Mrs Sampat. also ofTotten- 
ham, north London, is afceged 
to have persuaded her son, 
then 16. to murder Mr Mar¬ 
shall’s wife, a Sunday school 
teacher, after her attempts to 


win the preachers affections 
foiled. 

Mr Marshall told the court 
how Mrs Sampat had rung 
him on the night that his wife 
was killed just as he was 
closing the take-away restau¬ 
rant he ran. “She told me, 
whatever I did I must call 
round before 1 went home. She 
was very insistent That had 
never happened before." 

A week before Mrs Mar¬ 
shall was killed, he said Mrs 
Sampat had tried to kiss and 
embrace him when he visited 
her home to collect food she 
had cooked for his restaurant 
"I used the fray I had picked 
up to push her away. She tried 
again to hold and also loss me 
and said, “What is the matter 
with you?.” He said he pushed 
her away. 

Mr Marshall who moved to 
Britain with his family from 
Jamaica in the 1960s, was 
described as a deeply religious 
man. He, said his wife was a 
“quiet,,, extremely land and 
caring" person. He denied 
that he had ever had any 
feelings for Mrs Sampat

Cook, who is unemployed, has 
moved home and has seen a 
doctor to combat her depres¬ 
sion. She is in touch with a 
victim support group. 

Yesterday her lawyer, 
Douglas Thomson, said he 
was looking at the possibility 
of a private prosecution. 

There have been only two 
private prosecutions in Scot¬ 
tish legal history. The last, in 
1982. also involved a rape 
victim, known as Carol X. who 
had been raped and slashed 
with a razor. 

The Crown’s failure to pros¬ 
ecute that case, because it 
mistakenfy believed the victim 
was not weil enough to testify, 
led to the resignation of Sir 
Nicholas Fairborn as Scot¬ 
land’s Solicitor General The 
successful private prosecution 
which followed made legal 
history. Joseph Sweeney was 
eventually jailed for 12 years 
for tiie crime. 

Mr Thomson said yester¬ 
day: “It is not exactly unchart¬ 
ed waters but we are talkin g 
about fairly arcane areas of 
the law. From what I know so 
for. it appears that she does 
have a case for a private 
prosecution and 1 would hope 
the Crown would not object to 
that.”

Girl’s recovery 
starts call for 
palsy research

TH E transformation of & gni 
brain damaged since hath, 
after four months qf pioneer¬ 
ing therapy, has prompted 
demands for better research 
into alternative treatments 
for children with cerebral 
palsy. 

Katy Tyler, who celebrated 
her fifth birthday this week, 
was ringing along to her 
favourite television pro¬ 
grammes yesterday and play¬ 
ing with building bricks on 
die floor of the family home 
in Owermoigne. Dorset 

Less than six months ago, 
she could hardly speak, 
spending hours rocking bade 
and forth. Her coordination 
was so bad she could not 
masD a cud or Den. 

Robert Hancock, director 
of operations at the Spastics 
Society, said Kaly*s case 
highlighted the need for a 
“change in altitude and ap¬ 
proach" if more such child¬ 
ren were to be helped. 

"Conventional therapy has 
been too quick to disallow 
challenges to it Parents have 
virtually had to go to war to 
get access to alternatives." 

Katy*s parents started her 
on a therapy programme nm 
by the British Institute for 
Brain Injured Children 
(BIBIQ, a charity in 
Bridgwater, Somerset, in 
March after being told by 
doctors her condition was 
unlikely to improve. 

The therapy, adapted from 
an American approach called 
Doman-Delecarto and based 
on intensive sensory stimula¬ 
tion to activate nnriamagf»ri 
parts of the brain that nor¬ 
mally lie dormant has in the 
past come under criticism 
from the medical profession. 
Many paediatric neurolo¬ 
gists say they are doubtful of 
its scientific validity and 


wary of exercises that indude 
hanging the child upside 
down in a specially designed 
harness. They also question 
tiie burden it puts on fam¬ 
ilies. who carry out the pro¬ 
gramme at home. 

Dr Sarah Benton, a paedi¬ 
atric neurologist at the 
London Hospital said; 
“What upsets me is when it 
goes wrong. It is very inten¬ 
sive and d emanding. I have 
come across families for 
whom it has not worked and 
they have come out emotion¬ 
ally exhausted, feeling 
failures." 

She added, however 
“What is needed is a proper 
controlled study into this and 
other treatments. This has 
never been done and we need 
to sit down together and see 
which technique can help 
which child." 

In recent years, a pioneer¬ 
ing technique developed by 
the Peto Institute in Hungary 
has attracted much attention 
and £5 million of British 
government money, though a 
recent report by psycholo¬ 
gists at Bi rmingham Univer¬ 
sity suggested it too “failed to 
fulfil tiie high expectations 
which have come to be asso¬ 
ciated with it". 

Val Atkinson, a former 
primary school teacher, is in 
no doubt that the BIBIC 
system, which she started six 
years ago, helped her son 
Paul now 13. whom she 
described as having been a 
characteristic spastic. 

Now. according to Mrs 
Atkinson, he “looks like any 
other boy". He has the men¬ 
tal ability of a child of seven, 
can read, write and count 
“Yesterday he swam 25 
lengths in an hour.” But the 
programme, she added, was 
not for the faint-hearted.

Customs 
trawler

CUSTOMS officers netted 
cannabis with a street value of 
about £9 milli on yesterday 
after-trawling the seabed off 
Milford Haven, Dyfed. 

The drugs came to light 
during a week-long operation 
codenamed Potnn Potnn, fol¬ 
lowing finds by three French 
trawler crews fishing off the 
southwest Wales coast The 
fishermen had dredged up 14 
sacks of cannabis worth 
£900,000. 

French skippers had been 
using the phrase “poum 
poum" when discussing the 
find in case they were 
overheard. 

Customs officers, who char¬ 
tered a French trawler for tiie 
operation, said the cannabis 
was found in 300ft of water, 
winch meant that smugglers 
would have to use specialist 
diving equipment to recover 
the drag. 

Two months ago. customs 
officers chartered the 
Milbrook Surveyor, fitted 
with underwater cameras, 
but they were unsuccessful in 
locating tiie drug. 

Philip Radford, a spokes¬ 
man for Customs and Exrise, 
said last night: “We are abso¬ 
lutely delighted with tbe suc¬ 
cess of this operation. This 
was a huge consignment and 
we believe tiie smugglers 
must have been spooked in 
some way when they were 
trying to land it and dumped 
the cannabis overboard."

Suicide woman ‘fobbed off by doctors’ 


A WOMAN killed herself after doctors 
refused to believe that she was suffering 
from a rare disease, her husband claim ed 
yesterday. HUaiy Skinner, 43, from 
Pontdand. Northumberland, gassed her¬ 
self in her car because she was depressed 
at her failing health, an inquest was tol± 
After the verdict that she took her own 
life, her husband Mark, said:. The 
National Health Service let her down.” 


The inquest was told that Mrs Skinner 
contracted Lyme disease, a rare but not 
fatal condition spread fay deer ticks, while 
living in Canada in 1986. When she 
returned to Britain for treatment, doctors 
refused to take her seriously, her husband 
said after the hearing. 

She suspected she was suffering from 
die disease, which attacks the nervous 
system, after carrying out research. Mr 


Skinner, a publishing executive, said: 
“She told any number of doctors what she 
thought but still they wouldn't believe her 
and fobbed her off." His wife, a former 
teacher, left a suicide note which read: “I 
can’t live without my health." 

Leonard Coyle, the coroner, said: “It 
seems dear from tiie evidence that she 
was suffering from Lyme disease, which 
causes depression, from 1986."

British turn blind eye to Canova’s greater glories

WHILE art experts argue over 
the export of Canova’s The 
Three Graces, ten other exam¬ 
ples of the Italian sculptor’s 
work on show in Britain are 
being largely ignored. 

The Victoria and Albert 
Museum in London, which 
leads the campaign to stop 
The Three Graces being sold 


to the J. Paul Getty Museum 
in California, has three and a 
bust of Helen of Troy after a 
model by Canova. 

The noble Theseus and the 
Minotaur is considered the 
finest created in 1782 in Rome 
when the sculptor was 24. A 
Sleeping Nymph was ac¬ 
quired in 1930 and the third 
example is a 1786 portrait 
relief of an unknown man. 

The best place to see Cano¬ 


va. however, is at Chatsworth 
House in Derbyshire. Four 
works, bought by the 6th 
Duke of Devonshire m the 
19th century, stand in the 
sculpture gallery, with the 
sleeping Endymion taking 
pride of place. A case of 
Canova’s tods and letters 
from him are also on show. 

But do the public appreciate 
the gallery? Michael Pear- 
man. Chatsworth librarian, 


said: “Most people are tired of 
going around the house by the 
time they get there, and tend to 
trot round at quite a pace. If 
they on|y paused they could 
see what a fine and beautiful 
collection it is.” 

Similar sentiments were ex¬ 
pressed at Anglesey Abbey in 
Cambridge, which has Apollo 
with a bow and quiver. Chris 
Wherlock, house steward, said 
the Italians were the most 


enthusiastic. “Certainly the 
English are not so struck.” 

Canova’s lift nude of Napo¬ 
leon is at Apsley House in 
London. It was commissioned 
by the emperor in 1802 but he 
rejected the finished product 
because it was “too athletic”. It 
was stored in the Louvre until 
the British government res¬ 
cued it in 1816. Canova’s Venus 
is on show at Leeds City Art 
Gallery.

Howard to curb 
disclosure of 
Crown evidence

THE home secretary will 
hand the police their most 
sought-after legal reform next 
week when he announces 
proposals to restrict the 
amount of material the prose¬ 
cution must disclose to the 
defence. 

The measure, recommend¬ 
ed by the Royal Commission 
on Criminal Justice, is part of 
a package that wfl] require the 
defence to disclose its case, 
ending a defendant's right to 
silence before trial. 

Police chiefs and Barbara 
Mills QC, the Director of 
Public Prosecutions, have con¬ 
sistently claimed that police 
and prosecuting authorities 
are hampered by having to 
hand over vast quantities of 
what they say is often irrele¬ 
vant material. They^are also 
concerned that prosecutions 
are being dropped because 
police are unwilling to put 
informants at risk by disclos¬ 
ing to the defence the source of 
their material. 

The measures will be out¬ 
lined as part of the govern¬ 
ment’s response to the royal 
commission, which reported 
in July. Michael Howard, the 
home secretary, is anxious to 
be seen to be tackling failings 
in the criminal justice system. 

Those failings will be top of 
the agenda today when more 


than 300 barristers meet in 
London for the annual confer¬ 
ence of the Bar. John 
Hoddlnott. vice-chairman of 
the Association of Chief Police 
Officers, will address the con¬ 
ference and is expected to 
make a strong plea to the 
home secretary to stop the 
waste of resources involved in 
the present disclosure require¬ 
ments. which follow judg¬ 
ments in the Judith Ward and 
Guinness trials. The rules 
allow defence lawyers access 
to all material unearthed in a 
police investigation. 

Next week, Mr Howard is 
expected to outline a two-tier 
system in which only material i 
considered relevant to the 
prosecution is disclosed. Then 
the,defence will be required to 
disclose its case, writhe basis of 
which the prosecution will 
make further disclosures of 
relevant evidence. 

It is likely that the prosecu¬ 
tion will be able to appeal to a 
judge if it considers defence 
demands unreasonable. The 
defence would be able to 
appeal if it thought the prose- 
cdtian was being obstructive. 

The government is likely to 
endorse other royal commis¬ 
sion proposals, such as the 
need for an independent re¬ 
view authority to look at 
alleged miscarriages of justice.

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Growth drug found 
in supermarket pate

THE performance-boosting 
drug clenbuterol. used illegal¬ 
ly by some athletes, has been 
found in a meat pdcfi on sale in 
a Somerset supermarket 

The drug has been used by 
fanners to boost the growth of 
their animals. Doctors say the 
fact that it has entered the food 
chain has serious health im¬ 
plications. It could pose a 
danger to patients on beta- 
blocker heart drugs because it 
interferes with their effective¬ 
ness. The discovery also 
means that some athletes 
might unwittingly take the 
drug through food and give 
positive drug tests. 

Some samples of the pate, 
containing pork liver and 
pheasant and imported from 
Belgium, were found to con¬ 
tain 40 per cent more than the 
European Community limit 
for clenbuterol. The drug has 
legitimate uses to counter 
respiratory problems in ani¬ 
mals during labour, for which 
it is licensed in some EC 
countries, including Britain. 
It is not an anabolic steroid 
but operates in the same way. 

During the Barcelona

Olympics in 1992, two British 
weigh differs were sent home 
after testing positive for 
denbuterol but were cleared 
after claiming that they bad 
taken it for chest conditions. 

This is not die first time that 
clenbuterol has bean found in 
meat in British shops. Scien¬ 
tists from the agriculture min¬ 
istry found the drug in two 
samples of ox liver tested in 
1991. but were unable to 
establish the origin of the 
meat in one sample, 
clenbuterol levels readied 33 
milligrams per kilogram, 
more than six times the EC 
limit of 03 mg/kg. 

Last year, a report to the 
European Commission al¬ 
leged the misuse of the drug in 
Britain and other EC coun¬ 
tries. This was denied by 
Nicholas Soames. the food 
minister. No meat at British 
slaughterhouses had tested 
positive for denbuterol, he 
said. There have been several 
cases in Ireland in which 


fanners have been charged 
with misusing the drug. 

7he pate samples were test¬ 
ed using a method developed 
tty Somerset's county scientific 
adviser. Dr George Stephen¬ 
son. Clenbuterol was detected 
in many samples of Belgian 
pate bought at an unnamed 
supermarket in Taunton, but 
most did not exceed the limit 
However, several were above 
the limit 

John Fryer, county trading 
standards officer, said: 
“Clenbuterol is illegal and it 
shouldn't be there. We are con¬ 
cerned for people who ex¬ 
perience prolonged exposure 
and for the cocktail effect on 
people on other medication." 

The importers of the pate 
would have been sued, he 
said, but for the fact that the 
Somerset laboratory was not 
recognised by the Ministry of 
Agriculture. The ministry said 
that die traces of clenbuterol 
found in the p&te posed no 
threat to human h<

ITN said: “TTN and Zeinab 
Badawi have obtained an 
injunction restraining Ronald 
Ellis from harassing, pester¬ 
ing. molesting or communi¬ 
cating with Zeinab Badawi. 
“Our action follows advice 
from the police following a 
number of incidents where 
Mr Ellis arrived at 200 
Gray’s Inn Road. He has not 
got past ITN security at the 
reception desk and he has 


never met Zeinab." It is 
believed the injunction was 
obtained last Friday. 

In an interview with The 
Sun . Mr Ellis, who is married 
with a baby son. said he had 
been ordered by beings from 
outer space to marry the 
newsreader. 

His wife Maureen accepted 
the situation, Mr Ellis said. 

Ms Badawi joined Chan¬ 
nel 4 News in December 1989, 
and had previously presented 
rrN's night-time bulletins.

PRISON authorities In Scot¬ 
land yesterday released (0 per 
cent of the country’s prison 
population. 

(n what had been called the 
great escape, about 670 pris¬ 
oners were freed in accor¬ 
dance with new rules on 
parole which came info effect 
this month. The move was 
also designed to ease over¬ 
crowding in prisons and en¬ 
courage rehab Qitiation. 

Scottish prisons release 
about 50 inmates a day. on 
Fridays the number rises to 
about 150, as it includes 
prisoners whose release dates 
fall over the weekend. 

Yesterday's mass release 
came under the Prisoners and 
Criminal Proceedings (Scot¬ 
land) Act which was passed 
in March and which makes 
prisoners serving four years 
or less eligible for parole after 
serving half their sentence. 
The act brings Scotland into 
tine with England. 

Prisons had been preparing 
for months, working with 
sodal services and the police. 
There was concern that the 
newly paroled prisoners 
would overload housing lists 
and prisoner rehabilitation 
agencies. 

Bill Davidson, governor of 
Low Moss in northeast Glas¬ 
gow, said his prison started 
planning for die release of 120 
prisoners on July 1. They were 
all released without incident 
before 8am yesterday. 

Mr Davidson saidTWe 
planned it veiy. veiy carefully. 
It was a big operation. Last 
week, we moved all the pris¬ 
oners to be released on to one 
side of the prison and checked 
their travel warrants. 

“The families of 47 prison¬ 
ers came to collect them. The 
rest went in two buses and 
were released at strategic 
points in the centre of Glas¬ 
gow. such as bus stations, 
train stations and soda! sec¬ 
urity offices. We're on a bit of 
a high as it all went so well.”

Hunt wins test case 
to silence saboteur

ONE of Britain's oldest hums 
won a court injunction yester¬ 
day to silence a horn blower 
who fried to outfox its hounds. 

The silencing of Steven 
Cracknel!. 24. is being seen as 
a test case in the running 
battle between huntsmen and 
saboteurs. The unemployed 
Former trainee accountant 
used his horn to distract 
hounds from the scent of a fox 
during meets of the lSth- 
century Fitzwilliam hunt in 
Cambridgeshire. 

But a judge sitting at Peter¬ 
borough County Court decid¬ 
ed that his horn blowing 
constituted a trespass and 
must cease. Judge Bray said 
that Mr Cracknell. an ami- 
bloods port activist from Peter¬ 
borough. was "a dedicated 
user of sound" to try and take 
control of the hounds. 

‘Whether he does it bi- 
ghetto blaster or blowing the 
born doesn't make a great deal 
of difference," he said. 

After the case. Mr 
Cracknell said he would con- 
stder appealing. “I don’t know 
what I will da but i 


will 


continue to protest some¬ 
where," he said. 

Brian Toom. Masier of the 
Fox Hounds Association and 
spokesman for the Fitzwif- 
liam, said: “The court has 
given us just about everything 
we wanted. W'e are very 
pleased. The hunt under- 
stands that people have every 
right to disagree with what we 
do. and everyone who wanes to 
protest has a right to protest. 
But this case has shown that 
blowing hunting horns and 
hollering is not acceptable." 

O In a separate case at 
Knightsbridge Crown Court 
yesterday, a hunt saboteur 
described how supporters of 
the Essex Farmers’ Union 
hum had attacked him. 

The violent clashes, in April 
1992, were captured on film by 
a group of schoolgirls who 
had gone to record the “inter¬ 
action" between hunters and 
saboteurs as part of their 
sociology course. 

Three Essex men face 
charges of assault and of 
causing violent disorder and 
affray. The trial continues.

The first thought 
that she heard Christ talking 
to her from the back of her car. 
instructing her to resign from 
her job and lo work for Him. 
She sought advice from her 
priest, who was initially scep¬ 
tical but eventually advised 
her to follow the instructions.

She still hears the voice, and is 
now a full-time counsellor to 
the clergy. 

The second woman also 
claimed to hear Christ telling 
her to leave her job. Her vicar 
told her it was nonsense and 
said that she should see a 
psychiatrist. Twelve years of 
treatment ensued. 

Dr Jackson said that a 
sceptical response from the 
clergy was “something we are 
quite familiar with". He 
surveyed 240 people by ques¬ 
tionnaire and interviewed 20. 



Half had been diagnosed as 
schizophrenic or manic de¬ 
pressive and had recovered. 
The other half had never been 
diagnosed as having psychiat¬ 
ric problems but would almost 
certainly have received such a 
diagnosis if they had told a 
psychiatrist of their beliefs- 
The most extreme example 
was Simon, a successful sur¬ 
geon with a Baptist back¬ 
ground who was engaged in a 
legal fight with his partners. 
He had a religious experience 
which convinced him that he 


was captain of the guard of 
Israel, a direct descendant of 
ishmael and Joseph and an 
agent of the apocalypse. 

He kept this from his col¬ 
leagues and shared it only' 
with his minister and his 
"seer". But the experience gave 
him the confidence to fight his 
colleagues in court. He be¬ 
lieves u enabled him to win. 

Dr Jackson said: "This was 
a functional belief. It worked 
well for him. The second time I 
saw him, he had made a lot of 
money. His practice was going 
well and he had been doing 
some good altruistic work. 
But if he had lost his court 
action and become bankrupt, 
it might have turned into a 
real psychosis." 

Dr David Enoch, consultant 


psychiatrist and author of 
Healing the Hurt Mind, a 
book about the Christian faith 
and clinical psychiatry, said 
that such a man might be mad 
and dangerous. "As a clini¬ 
cian. I would be worried about 
him. One way of looking at it 
would be that this was some¬ 
one who was mad and had not 
been pidted up." 

Dr Enoch described the case 
as an example of monosymp- 
tomatic delusion, where a 
person suffers one central 
delusion but otherwise re¬ 
mains normal He said: .“They 
are dangerous. Sometimes 
when they have been missed, 
they go on to kill"

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Dissent sustains 
universal church

W hen a papal encyc¬ 
lical makes the 
headlines, it usual¬ 
ly spells trouble, and 
Veritatis Splendor is no 
exception. In it the Holy 
Father, it would seem, both 
courageously tackles the 
most sensitive sexual issues 
of the day and reiterates the 
traditional solutions fa¬ 
voured by the Vatican. The 
newshounds of the media 
have responded with inter¬ 
est They smell the intoxicat¬ 
ing scent of the conflict that 
the Pope's statement will 
undoubtedly generate. 

An encyclical is nor an 
infallible statement Howev¬ 
er, promulgated by the head 
of the church, it carries great 
personal authority. And. 
whatever disagreements Ro¬ 
man Catholics may have on 
specific ethical issues, the 
Pope's overall endeavour to 
awaken die moral con¬ 
science of the West will have 
their wholehearted support 
Theologians wifi be tempted 
to mute any opposition and 
keep criticism to the private 
domain. But can such si¬ 
lence be justified? 

Theology, by definition, 
implies critical reflection, 
and the credibility of the 
gospel must depend on 
recognisable love and truth. 
All the faithful "enjoy a 
lawful freedom of enquiry 
and thought”, in the words 
of Vatican II. "And they 
possess the freedom to ex¬ 
press their minds humbly 
and courageously about 
those matters in which they 
enjoy competence” ( Gaud- 
ium etSpes, no 62j|- If moral 
views expressed in the en¬ 
cyclical rested on faulty ar¬ 
guments. theologians and 
pastoral leaders would be 
obliged in conscience to 
point out the mistakes. 

What is more, they would 
need to do so in the public 
forum. For. also in the 


church, reflection comes 
about by a process of public 
searching and public aware¬ 
ness. in which the voicing of 
arguments and counter-ar¬ 
guments is unavoidable. 1 
stress the word "public” 
because traditionalists 
sometimes pretend that lis¬ 
tening to the signs of the 
times and changing the 
church's perception could 
come about by backstage 
discussion alone. It is not so. 

Documents implementing 
Vatican II acknowledge that 
the church needs “public 
opinion in order to sustain a 
giving and taking between 
her members. Without this 
she cannot advance in 
thought and action” 
(Communio et Progressio. 
no Ilf). With a ground swell 
of opinion opposed to the 
traditional stand, dissent 
seems inevitable. And dis¬ 
sent means news. 

T he first reactions in 
the media suggest 
that many reporters 
are gleefully preparing 
themselves for a feast like 
hyenas sighting a kill With 
rare exceptions, they will 
orchestrate the entertaining 
spectacle of pitting one Cath¬ 
olic against another. Per¬ 
haps such behaviour is in 
the nature of the beast Or is 
it? - 

If the media serve the 
truth, they wifi also point out 
that the Catholic Church is 
not an unthinking monolith. 
Rather, tolerating as it does 
bold papal statements and. 
as occasion demands, wit¬ 
nessing their subsequent re¬ 
tractions, the church re¬ 
mains the largest voluntary 
body on earth. It can only do 
so. as history proves, by its 
continued passionate quest 
for what is right 
njohn Wijngaards is a 
Catholic theologian and di¬ 
rector of a Christian re¬ 
source centre in London.

Recovery in 
property 
prices stalls

HOUSE prices fell in Septem¬ 
ber, the first drop for six 
months, the Nationwide 
building society wifi report on 
Monday. The fall coincides 
with a pre-Budget warning 
from house builders to the 
Chancellor that the bousing 
recovery is slowing down. 

September's reversal fol¬ 
lowed a more buoyant Au¬ 
gust. which had bucked the 
seasonal trend of a quiet 
holiday month. The true 
patchiness of the recovery is 
reflected in the Nationwide’s 
figures, which show a fall in 
prices of more than 1 percent 
after six months of increases. 

A delegation from the 
House Builders Federation 
told Kenneth Clarke at a pre- 
Budget meeting that confi¬ 
dence had been damaged in 
the market in the last few 
months by speculation about 
the Budget, all of it "largely 
horrible”, according to Roger 
Humber, president of the 
federation. 

Strong political leadership 
was needed to boost confi¬ 
dence in the market, “and of 
course we would like to see 
farther interest rate cuts". Mr 
Humber added that private 
sales of new homes, excluding 
sales to housing associations, 
would total less than 110.000 
by die end of the year, little 
higher than in 1992. The 
house builders 1 say that 
another 40,000 private sales 
are needed-

Success of high-risk

A BUOYANT John Smith 
predicted yesterday that 
Labour’s conference at Brigh¬ 
ton would be die launch pad 
for a general election victory 
by the party. 

The Labour leader rounded 
off a successful week in which 
his authority has been 
strengthened by declaring that 
he had achieved “mission 
impossible” in pushing 
through his union reforms. 

In a series of interviews, Mr 
Smith acknowledged the risk 
he had taken in elevating the 
vote on a complicated rule- 
change into a test of his 
leadership. 

He said: “We faced a big 
challenge in making our inter¬ 
nal changes. Three months 
ago, people told me it was 
mission impossible, that the 
votes were stacked up against 
me and that my colleagues 
and I who wanted to make the 
changes couldn't carry them 
through. But at the end of the 
day we did." 

He added'. “We are going to 
win the next election." 

But before leaving Brighton. 
Mr Smith was given a remind¬ 
er that he can never be certain • 
of getting his own way. In his 
only serious reverse of the 
week, the conference defied 
him on defence, comfortably 
■ carrying a motion demanding 
the scrapping of the Trident 
missile programme. 

Party managers swiftly 
made plain that it would be 
ignored, pointing out that a 
rival motion reaffirming 
Labour's multilateralist policy 
had also been earned. 

Yet that vote, and a later one 
reaffirming Labours age-okl 
commitment to Clause 4 on 
public ownership, handed am¬ 
munition to the Conservatives 
as they prepared for a difficult 
week in Blackpool at their 


conference. Mr Smith also 
tried to kill speculation that 
Margaret Beckett, his deputy. 
is likely to be challenged next 
year. He backed her fully and 
said there was no vacancy for 
her job. 

“We have just rejected 
both myself, and Margaret as 
deputy leader, at the confer¬ 
ence. There is no vacancy for 
either of these posts." he said. 

Mrs Beckett met the issue 
head-on in her conference 
speech yesterday, making 
plain that she had no intention

of being hounded out of her 
job. Delegates and die leader¬ 
ship staged a warm display of 
support for her. 

After die traditional singing 
of The Red Flag. John Prescott, 
mentioned as a rival for her 
job, posed for photographs 
with her. Delegates left the 
conference in good heart 
Most of them realise, howev¬ 
er, that before Mr Smith’s 
bold forecast can be realised 
Labour will have to make 
greater advances in the South.

Mr. Smith received a further 
boost as the conference ended

A PLEDGE to hold a referen¬ 
dum on proportional repre¬ 
sentation early in the lifetime 
of a next Labour government 
was narrowly backed yester¬ 
day. giving John Smith 
another significant victory. 

PR campaigners had their 
hopes dashed, however, when 
delegates made dear that their 
preference was to retain the 
first past the post system of 
electing MPS. The decisions 
reflect Mr Smith’s own pos¬ 
ition. He is not a PR enthusi¬ 
ast but the referendum pledge 
eases the way for a pact with 
file Liberal Democrats should 
the next general election result 
in a hung parliament- 
conference voted by 45 5 per 
cent to 42 per cent to commit a 
Labour government to hold¬ 
ing a plebiscite on electoral 
reform when it enters office. 
Conference voted by 44.6 per 
cent to 35.2 per cent for a 
resolution ui]ging the party to 
keep the existing system of 
electing MPs. 


The Labour leader opted to 
support a referendum last 
May to tty to unite a party 
sharply divided over changing 
the present system. His move 
was seen as a tacit admission 
that Labour was unlikely to 
win outright at the next 
election. 

While PR campaigners were 
disappointed by the hardened 
line on first past the post, they 
hailed foe referendum deci¬ 
sion as a breakthrough. 

Jeff Rooker. chairman of 
Labour’s campaign for elector¬ 
al reform and MP for Bir¬ 
mingham Perry Barr, said: 
“’Hiis is a gigantic step from 
four years ago and follows the 
courage of foe party leader¬ 
ship in allowing the debate to 
begin.' 

Ben Lucas, chairman of foe 
Labour coordinating commit¬ 
tee. claimed the decision to 
back foe existing system was 
“the last gasp of Labours 
constitutional conservatives' 
He said that the Transport 


and General Workers’ Union 
only rejected electoral reform 
by 19 votes at its July confer¬ 
ence and was likely to support 
change next time. 

At the end of a lukewarm 
debate, delegates also backed 
the national executive’s recom¬ 
mendation for PR for foe 
European parliament and for 
a reformed House of Lords. 

While some delegates were 
concerned that PR would open 
foe door to fascist and racist 
groups such as foe British 
National Party, others put 
forward a convincing case for 
change. John McAllion, MP 
for Dundee East said that foe 
first past the post system 
“legitimises a Tory minority 
imposing its will an foe major¬ 
ity in Britain". 

Last April a three-year en¬ 
quiry into electoral reform, 
chaired by Lord Plant, recom¬ 
mended moving to a limited 
form of PR for foe Commons. 
Mr Smith had declined to 
support Lord Plant's conclu¬ 
sion. saying that he had yet to 
be convinced of the need for 
change.

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Battle for Dresden’s soul poses test of German identity 
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From Roger Boyes 

IN DRESDEN 


AN ORDERLY heap of black¬ 
ened bricks lies in the centre 
of Dresden: the remains of the 
Frauenkirche, a baroque 
Protestant church destroyed 
in the British and American 
bombing raids 48 years ago. 

Now die church is to be 
rebuilt “It is like a great 
jigsaw puzzle," Dr Dieter 
Rosenkranz, the architect, 
says. Ten thousand bricks 
still stand but another 50.000 
sandstone blocks, ail carefully 
c halke d up. have to be added. 
It is relatively easy to spot 
whether a brick came from 
the facade. The restorers art 
is to determine exactly where 
it was positioned. 

For German romantics this 
intricate rebuilding, using ev¬ 
ery bit of rubble, has become 
a metaphor for German unifi¬ 
cation and the search far its' 
new identity. The communists 
deliberately left the church, 
and the nearby palace of the 
Saxon electors, as a ruin. It 
was to be a memorial of die 
“Anglo-American bombing 
terror" as well as Nazism. 

It was also, of course, a 
church, and so there was no 
rush to find money to put it 
together again. The new

Germany no longer wants to 
see itself as a loser of the war, 
but rather as a victor of the 
Cold war. That means think¬ 
ing again about its history, 
and rescuing cultural icons 
such as baroque and neo- 
Renaissance monuments. 

“Dresden is the bleeding 
wound of German culture — 
it must be healed," says 
Joachim Menzhausen, art di¬ 
rector of the city once known 
as the Florence of Germany, 
ft seems a straightforward 
task, and a simple enough 
metaphor — rebuild Dresden 
and you pull Germany to- 
gether. But Dresden is a 
jagged, awkward place and it 
does not easily accept symbol¬ 
ic roles. 

Twenty-five years after the 
war the communists had suc¬ 
ceeded only in throwing up 
housing estates and convert¬ 
ing the once elegant boule¬ 
vard of Prague Street into a 
sodalist-brutalist area, in¬ 
cluding a parade ground for 
workers, a crop of instantly 


aging office blocks and East 
Germany's lo ng est building. 
Then in the 197% the commu¬ 
nists came up with a 
masterplan far the city which 
was not much different from 
Albert Speers plans for Nazi 
Berlin.

The dissident movement in 
Dresden was not large but 
there were many non-con¬ 
formists who drew dose to the 
church or who set up private 
discussion groups.

maian survivors 
turn their wrath 
on politicians

SURVIVORS' grief turned ro 


anger with Indian politicians 
over their tardy response lo 
the earthquake when thev 
arrived m western Maharash¬ 
tra state yesterday. 

Krishnan Advani. leader of 
the opposition Bharatiya 
Janata Party (BJP). was heck¬ 
led as his motorcade pulled up 
near a pile of bodies in the 
village of Sastur. barely three 
miles from the earthquake’s 
epicentre. 

“To hell with this govern¬ 
ment that cant take care of the 
dead. These politicians make a 
living out of our misery," one 
villager yelled as Mr Advani 
stepped out of a car flying the 
banner of the BJP. 

In the neighbouring village 
of Khilari, a wailing woman 
vented her anger at Shankar- 
rao Chav an, the interior min¬ 
ister. for “hovering over our 
heads in a helicopter without 
bothering to see the dead and 
the dying". 

One villager sobbed: “I am 
not asking the minister for 
charity, but only some help to 
make a pyre for my 18-year-old 
daughter ” As the villagers 
spoke the army was bulldoz¬ 
ing bruised and battered bod¬ 
ies into position for cremation. 

The death toll could reach 
30.000 when all the bodies are 
pulled out of the rubble, 
goverment sources said. Res¬ 
cue operations were ham¬ 
pered by incessant rain and 
thunder storms last night as 
thousands of refugees crowd¬ 
ed the roads. 

The Indian army southern 
command sent in 5.000 sol¬ 
diers plus an engineers regi¬ 
ment yesterday to help die 
relief operations. Three field 
ambulances and 18.000 tents 
have been dispatched, while 
medical supplies were flown 
in from around die country. 



“The biggest task is the crema¬ 
tions to prevent the spread of 
epidemics," said Pravtn 
Pardeshi, chief administrator 
of Latur district, near the 
epicentre, about 280 miles east 
of Bombay. 

Grieving women used tim¬ 
ber retrieved from the remains 
of their tin-roofed houses to 
cremate in batches of five or 
six the bodies of their relatives. 

Shankarrao Chavan, the 
home minister, who returned 
to Delhi from the area, refused 
to estimate die final death toll. 
He also declined to say wheth¬ 
er India would accept offers of 
expert help from Britain and 
other countries, which United 
Nations sources said could be 
on the spot within 12 hours. 
He said that India was grate¬ 
ful, but added: “We have yet to 
consider and assess ail this." 

Robert Souria. chief of die 
United Nations Department 
of Humanitarian Affairs’ re¬ 
lief co-ordination branch, 
said: “India has an enormous 
experience in this type of 
catastrophe and is organising 



Unsafe buildings 
cost many lives

many of the people who 
died in the Indian earthquake 
could have been saved by the 
application of a few simple 
buff ding principles, according 
to a British engineer. 

Richard Hughes, a special¬ 
ist in die analysis of vernacu¬ 
lar structures ■— ordinary 
buildings like those inhabited 
by people in most earthquake 
zones — said: “The dassic 
principles of good building 
are often forgotten.” 

“Buildings are weakened 
by alterations, and mainte¬ 
nance is neglected,” he said- 
“You have to treat eartn- 
miakes as if they are intelli¬ 
gent They look for the weak 
points first." 

Mr Hughes, a consultant to

The answer is to lay timber 
along the walls in the form of 
wall plates, nailed at the 
corners, perhaps with brack¬ 
ets made from old tin cans. 

“Binding codes of conduct 
in Turkey have specified tim¬ 
ber strapping for thousands 
of years. The same is true in 
Iran, where they import tim¬ 
ber not to make their houses 
beautiful but to make them 
strong.” 

Roofs often kill. The joists 
supporting them usually run 
not from the front wall of the 
house, which is well main¬ 
tained. but from the party 
walls which are hidden and 
frequently neglected. The 
joists should be tied securely 
to walls, and the roof made to 
behave as a rigid slab. 

In India, roofs often consist 
of timber covered by soil a 
metre thick. It makes for good 
insulation, but if it falls, the 
dust kills by suffocation. 
“This was a major cause of 
death in the Yemen earth¬ 
quake of 1981.” he said. 

The lintels over doorways 
should run well into the walls 
at either side, to provide a 
strong opening. Often they do 
not and relief workers are 
warned never to open a dosed 
door in a wall that is stDI 
standing: it may be the only 
tiling holding it up.

E very 20 years or so since 
1894. the city of New York 
las conducted an internal 
investigation into its police force, a 
ritual self-flagellation designed to 
show just how impressively crimi¬ 
nal New York's Finest can become. 

In 1971 a cop called Frank 
Seipioo blew the lid off New York 
police corruption, and earned the 
undying hatred of every pobceman 
in the city. His allegations were 
turned into a book and a fibn, and 
Mr Serpico himself turned into an 
advocate for homoeopathic meth¬ 
ane. He spends a lot of his time in 
a hermit's cabin, not going out 
much. 

Last week the Mollm Commis¬ 
sion. a panel set up by Mayor 
Dinkins to investigate police mal¬ 
feasance, listened to three days of 
testimony from the latest parade of 
bent cops and informers, whose 
lurid admissions and charges 
make die British detective arrested 
in the wake of corruption allega¬ 


tions on BBC's Panorama seem 
like Dixon of Dock Green. 

Here, based on the hearings so 
far. is a brief guide to understand¬ 
ing. and surviving. New York 
police methods. 

Avoid being a person in general.

Cawley, known to colleagues as 
“the Mechanic" and a Bronx 
native with the grace and demean¬ 
our of a depressed gorilla, 
described bow be earned bis 
nickname.

Do not tty to bribe a crooked 
policeman unless you are very 
rich. Michael Dowd, a former 
officer (with choirboy looks) of the 
75th precinct related how. at the 
height of his criminal career cm the 
force, he was earning $8,000 a 

drugs^d^S^dup^^^a day 
smashing his way into drug 
houses (a technique known as 



“doin’ doors”} and stealing the 
money and narcotics therein. 
Sometimes he forgot to pick up his 
regular $400-a-week pay packet 
Mr Dowd bought four houses 
on Long Island and came to work 


in designer suits and a red 
Corvette worth $35,000. His supe¬ 
riors did not consider this in any 
way peculiar, and Mr Dowd was 
recommended as “a role model" 
with “excellent street knowledge”. 

Do not carry valuables, particu¬ 
larly when dead. The commission 
heard bow a posse of officers 
would raid premises belonging to 
suspected criminals and steal any¬ 
thing they could find. If any dead 
bodies happened to be lying 
around, they would take their 
watches, wallets and jewellery. 

Do not disturb a policeman in a 


parked squad car. he is probably 
busv with criminal work. Mr 
Dowd liked ro sniff lines of cocaine 
from the dashboard of his police 
car every morning. His partner, 
who was not involved in Mr 
Dowd's other nefarious activities, 
did not object when the dnig* 
medicinal qualities were explained 
to him. “He knew I’d get in a better 
mood.” said Mr Dowd. 

A calming word and a good 
bedside manner sail make a 
difference. Mr Cawley graphically 
recounted a jolly get-together with 
two other policemoi one Fourth of 
July. Having got drunk on duty, 
the trio raided a brothel in the 
Bronx, chased out the paying 
customers and then each selected a 
prostitute and retired for rhe night 

They were real scared- But 1 
said ‘Don’t worry, we’re police. It’s 
OK.’ ...we calmed the ladies 
down.” explained Mr Cawley. 

It is all the fault of the system.

New Y ork police are impeccably 
logical. When asked if he ever 
feared being caught and punished. 
Mr Cawley proudly. replied; 
“Who’s going to catch us? We're 
the police. We're in charge.”

Psychological 
wall still splits 
the Germans 


Three years after unification 


easterners feel like foreigners in 
their own land, Roger Boyes says 


A n uplifting banner is strung 
underneath the passport 
booths in what used to be 
East Berlin airport. "We are all 
foreigners somewhere!” reads the 
slogan, presumably dreamt up by 
the government after yet another 
neo-Nazi outrage. For eastern Ger¬ 
mans the message is poignant and 
has little to do with racism; three 
years after unification they feel tike 
foreigners in the new Germany. 

Unification, formally declared on 
October 3.1990, was nothing of the 
kind. Rather, it was a colonial 
occupation of the east by the west 
Of course, it was a benign takeover 
and tiie hallmarks of enligh tened 
colonial rule are everywhere: roads 
are being bunt, new telephone 
cables laid, the school syllabus is 
being aligned with that of the west. 
TTie colonial governors mean well 
too—seasoned western politicians, 
such as Kurt Biedenkqpf in Saxony, 
have been imported because the 
local political talent was too thin or 
too deeply compromised by the 
communist past, in the industrial 
wasteland outside Leipzig a huge

been slapped up — 

50 boutiques, five 
full-scale depart¬ 
ment stores. Out¬ 
side. new BMWs 
and Opels are 
parked in a lot de¬ 
signed for (L500 ve¬ 
hicles.

inhabitants in 1989 to 53 last year. 
The young generation is drifting 
towards the cities of tiie west It 
pays better to be unemployed there 
than to serve an apprenticeship in 
the east A poll in tiie Hamburg 
weekly Die Zeit suggests that 25 
per cent of eastern Germans con¬ 
sider themselves “losers” in tiie 
merger, about 15 per cent are so 
frustrated they want tiie commu¬ 
nists back. 

One of the cardinal errors of 
unification was tiie 1:1 exchange of 
the east German currency for west 
German marks. This decision — 
made fay Chancellor Kohl in 1990 
against the advice of tiie 
Bundesbank — fuelled eastern 
German expectations and convert¬ 
ed them overnight into western 
consumers. Since the east German 
economy was a wreck, the move 
played havoc with the German 
currency. Hans Tietmeyer. who 
yesterday took over the 
Bundesbank presidency, will have 
to carry on picking up the pieces 
from that decision. He must be 
hoping Herr Kohl will not reseat to

vote next year. 

Chancellor Kohl 
is urging a quick 
move of the govern¬ 
ment from Bonn to 
Berlin and sponsor¬ 
ing a conservative 
east German theo¬ 
logian as candidate 
for German presi¬ 
dent He has also 
tried to revive a 
sense of tradition— 


in the east talks on and on about 
cars; buying them, selling them, 
finding the right sunroof or appro¬ 
priate shade of blue. All the new 
choices that have seemed to dribble 
away over the past three years, are 
still mystically attributed to the car. 

In west Germany, the car is a 
measure of personal economic mir¬ 
acles. Touch a western German’s 
car, scratch it a little, and he looks 
at you as if you have interfered with 
his daughter. The eastern Germans 
put an altogether different value on 
the car. Throughout this strange, 
wet summer, eastern Germans 
have been taking their new cars — 
Porsches and souped-up Trabants 
and Mercedes trucks—to the small 
Brandenburg villages outside Ber¬ 
lin. There, every Sunday, they held 
frenzied, illegal races through the 
town centres, crashing against each 
other at 80 or 90 mph, while 
onlookers applauded. The police 
could do little to stop this rowdy 
rebellion against colonial rule. 

Germany has perhaps never 
been really unified; certainly not 
under Bismarck when Prussian 
hegemony was never quite accept¬ 
ed by the Bavarians. The Weimar 
republic of the 1920s was about as 
unified as a dog's home. Under 
Hitler, unity meant expansion and 
systematic “ethnic cleansing”. Now 
the postwar division of Germany 
has been replaced by a psychologi¬ 
cal one, the wail in the head. One 
cabaret artist has dubbed the new 
German “Schnofritz". A wealthy 
state whose national identity was 
almost completely absorbed in the 
European Community and Nato 
has to come to terms with a far 
poorer state that developed a 
deeper but distorted sense of Ger- 
man-ness. Little wonder that 
Schizofritz is oonfused. 

Should Germany abandon, or at 
least slowly shed its westward- 
looking European-ness? Do the 
roots of the.German identity lie in 
the east — "in Berlin, in the great 
wheatfidds of the Prussian 
junkers, in Goethe's study in 
Weimar — or has the question of 
identity become far more complex? 

The east is bring de¬ 
industrialised- Since 1989, 2.4 mil¬ 
lion out of 33 million factory jobs 
have disappeared. It is also bring 
depopulated; the birth rate has 
collapsed from 12 births per 1.000 


of family virtues, hard work and 
professional pride — that is Ger¬ 
man rather than Prussian. Rhine¬ 
land or Bavarian. Yet in a world of 
disintegrating families, under¬ 
staffed police forces and closed 
kindergartens, the message does 
not wholly convince. Herr Kohl, the 
great architect of unification, may 
well lose the east for his Christian 
Democratic party at tiie 1994 
elections — and that could be 
enough to topple him. 

Since 1990. he has failed to 
address the central questions about 
German identity. The result has 
been a drift to the right and a sense 
in the east of cynical neglect by 
Bonn. For the eastern German 
farmers, the Galt accord is almost 
as poisonous as for their French 
counterparts. For ordinary eastern 
Germans, the EC means preferring 
foreign interests to their own. An 
"open" Germany means little more 
than allowing in more and more 
Turks, Kurdis and Bosnians who 
compete for funds, housing and 
sympathy. Listen carefully ui the 
east and you will hear the sound of 
doors slamming shut 


T here has been some growing 
together, but for the most 
part it has been a fusion of 
resentment Workers in tiie west 
to show more soli- 


are 


darity with their eastern counter¬ 
parts. When theatres are closed in 
the east for lack of funding, actors 
on both sides protest about the 
blow to German culture. 

It was, of course, a Frenchman 
who said that he so liked Germany 
that he wished for two of tiiem. 
There are in fact many Germanics 
— the generous Germany whose 
development aid outstrips most of 
Europe; the sentimental Germany 
capable of sending hundreds of 
thousands of food parcels to Russia 
for a famine that never happened; 
the assertive Germany that Sexes 
its muscles an monetary policy; the 
sophisticated, metropolitan 
Germany and the rural Germany 
whose attitude to foreigners has 
barely changed since die 1940s. 

The east-west gap may eventual¬ 
ly dose. But Germany wSl remain 
a divided, even muddled country in 
the centre of Europe: its power a 
source of fascination, its purpose a 
source of nagging anxiety. 


Good government is not served by the trend to reveal all in political autobiography

Memoirs of revenge 


T his is the killer memoir. 
The tiddlers have fled A 
few trout lurk in the pools. 
But a menacing shape is 
gliding upstream, its dorsal swirl¬ 
ing tiie surface. Spectators watch 
aghast The beast's navigation is 
deranged. Death awaits it in the 
shallows, fait in these cramped 
waters its every move is still lethaL 
I do not know whether Margaret 
Thatcher’s book will be self-regard¬ 
ing tedium or “the whole dirt”. 
John Major is already mentioned 
as its most prominent victim. If so, I 
find it incredible that a leader so 
discomfited by her own predeces¬ 
sor could now savage her succes¬ 
sor. Bui hype is hype. A cabinet is 
but a cabinet, a book is the precious 
lifeblood of a master spirit It must 
be sold, at whatever cost to the 
conduct of Her Majesty* 
government. 

I am not interested in Lady 
Thatcher* view of Mr Major. I am 
interested in her own story. I have 
perused most of the memoirs of her 
contemporaries and they are dire. 
The was — Fym. Prim. Gilmour, 
Carrington, Whitelaw — are too 
boringly genteel. More recent 
books have been exclusively from 
Thatcher admirers — Tebbit, Par¬ 
kinson, Young, Ridley. Fowler. 
Baker. These are even worse, 
hagiographies of both her and 
themselves. None need fear a nip 
from the Iron Lady. 

Just two ministerial memoirswifl 
stand the test of time. One is the 
below-th e-stairs diary of Alan 
Clark, a poignant, sometimes hilar¬ 
ious record of an ageing courtier 
still on the make. This is one of the 


few books I have read which suffers 
from befog too short Mr -Clark 
grapples fearlessly with Mrs 
Thatcher's sexuality. She need take 
no exception. He loved her. 

The second is Nigd Lawson* 
The View from No II. poorly 
reviewed because of his hype- 
obsessed publishers’ refusal to 
release advance copies. (Similar 
hype will also blight Lady Thatch¬ 
er* reviews.) Lard Lawson* boric 
is not short on self-regard and tops 
the vanity charts with a numbing 
38 pictures of himself But it is 
much the most thorough and 
intelligent guide yet puhfisbed to 
the governments of the 1980s. Lord 
Lawson naturally thinks he did a 
good job, but he is confident 
enough to give space to those who 
thought otherwise. 

Yet his principal message is 
dear that for all the credit due to 
tiie lantern carrier of Thatcherism, 
she was not a true defender of the 
faith. She was the backslider, the 
often rambling, exhausted, disloyal 
leader erf her followers. She weak¬ 
ened on the dock strike, on pension 
reform, on education, on health, on 
railway privatisation. She dithered 
on civil service pay, on poll fax, on 
Europe, on interest rates. Her 
image was wholly at variance with 
her behaviour. 

Lord Lawson was Chancellor for 
most of this time, seemingly im¬ 
mune to the political pressures 
tormenting his boss. His book is a 
tale of power largely shorn of 
responsibility. Scsnetimes in alli¬ 
ance with Norman Tebbit and 
Geoffrey Howe, often alone. Lord 
Lawson presents himself as the

She 
was. in a nutshell, a closet wet 
What do you say to that. Lady 
Thatcher? The charge is that you 
wilfully misrepresented 13 years of 
British history, that you were not 
what you seemed. The Howe- 
Lawson axis was devoted to the 
cause, but you rejected it Why? 
Who cares what Michael Heseltine 
really said as he stormed from the 
cabinet room? The publishers say 
the punters want “the dirr. At least 
give us quality dirt 
We snail see. But does dignity 
count for nothing? Political mem¬ 
oirs used to be the reflections of 
tranquillity . Today* instant mem¬ 
oir is no journey down Swann* 
Way. no search for times past, no 
quick record of a fast fading 
memory. It is an act of revenge, an 
extension of cabinet conflict It is a 
minister* release from the bondage 
of office, a surging licence to tie. 
The Raddiffe rules, handed to 


administration”. Mrs Thatcher 
used to be keen on these rules. But 
now? Her cabinet has killed them. 

Combative memoirs are vastly 
amusing. Cattiness, triviality, men¬ 
tal torture, matirious gossip, all the 
components of domestic life are 
revealed in the highest counsels of 
the land. Soon I assume that civil 
servants will break ranks and join 
in. Such memoirs are frightening 
but fascinating. Here is a glimpse 
of life on the bridge, as we mortals 
queue for the lifeboats below. 

This revelatory stream is now 
remorseless. Is any amount of it 
good for democracy? We deride 
those who banned the early reports 
from the Commons, who felt that 
men might not speak openly if their 
remarks were known to patrons 
and constituents. This argument 
seems reasonable in retrospect. The 
Commons is defunct as a debating 
chamber. Will somebody now de¬ 
mand reporters and cameras in the 
cabinet room tea and dismiss as 
undemocratic any who oppose it? 
And if the cabinet is to be televised, 
why not Downing Street? Does not 
all revelation unblock the well- 
springs of democracy? 

■ I think not. It is one tiling for 
journalists to try to induce politi¬ 
cians to reveal the processes of 


derision, another for government to 
yidd to such pressure. The collapse 
of cabinet confidentiality must pol¬ 
lute its debates and turn them, tike 
Parliament into a mere melange of 
interests. The cabinet is democrati¬ 
cally accountable, but that account 
is formally rendered through other 
institutions. Publicity, whether 
through leaks, broadcasting or 
instant memoir, does not mean a 
fuller debate ora purer democracy 
—just a stage-managed one 


I n this sense, Mrs Thatcher* 
government followed Harold 
Wilson's in devaluing the 
cabinet as the highest debat¬ 
ing forum of the land. If all 
ministers cannot be trusted to keep 
their mouths shut, now and in the 
immediate future, only those who 
can will be invited to the Inner club. 
This is the route to kitchen cabinets, 
cabals and conspiracies. When 
President Reagan could no longer 
trust the “open government" CIA, 
he did not abandon Iran-Contra. 
He invented his own secret CIA 
under Colonel North. 

Secrecy can corrupt government. 
Properly ordered it can also liberate 
it. It can free ministers from the 
need to appease every pressure 
group listening at the door, from 
the need to deny and distort 
difficult choices for fear of prema¬ 
ture leak and reaction. Secrecy 
rules can reassure those under 
pressure that colleagues obey the 
same discipline. 1 think the Rad- 
cliff e rules are sensible. 

I doubt if a single person will 
agree with me this week as the 
Great White breaks surface. 


It all adds up 


IF SIX health service staff take 20 
minutes to replace one hospital 
tight bulb and if the European 
Community spends £840 million 
on a new parliament building to be 
used for just ten days a year, how 
many loyal subjects will have to 
troop through Buckingham Palace 
to pay for Windsor Castle? 

Yes. it* been that sort of week. 
Linear, quadratic, even block vote 
the equations have been arriving 
thick, fast and difficult John Smith 
has not been alone in having to 
depend on an agility with mental 
arithmetic 

And like the man who leads her 
Opposition, die Queen is one who 
has been getting just the answers 
she needs — but with rather more 
to spare. For if 390,000 people 
spend £8 each an visiting one* 
place in London, two months is 
more than enough to raise the £1.75 
million needed to repair one’s 
place down the M4. Indeed, if one 
can only think of a way of sorting 
out shortages in the souvenir shop, 
one could think about a lick of 
paint for one* places in Norfolk 
and Scotland. Modem “just in 
time" delivery systems have been 


considered but rejected in favour of 
the more effective “one wants it 
now or there goes your warrant". 

Back in the health service. Sir 
David Cooksey, the Audit Commis¬ 
sion chairman, was running into a 
surprise reaction to some of his 
equations- True, his six staff and 
one light bulb had produced the 
expected result — howls of indig¬ 
nant outrage. But something very 
different awaited the one about ten 
staff taking 127 minutes to do one X- 
ray — a long queue of national 
health fracture patients. 

The government* faltering steps 
towards tiie privatisation of British 
Rail produced another long queue 
— of puzzled passengers. This 
formed quickly after BR an¬ 
nounced that it would cost £8.60 to 
travel by express for the 30-minute 
journey from London to Gatwick 
Airport, but only £7.50 by a train 
that takes 5 minutes longer. Tiie 
arithmetically agile worked out 
that passengers prepared for a 
journey taking 39 minutes longer 
would traveller nothing. BRsays it 
has already had an application to 
run such a service — from Hoover. 

That would certainly stifle the 



fiscal ambitions of Kenneth Clarke, 
whose latest scheme is said to be 
VAT on rail fares. With opinion 
polls indicating that 92 per cent of 
the electorate are opposed lo the 
imposition of VAT on heating fuel 
ana about three-quarters opposed 
to VAT on books and newspapers, 
the Chancellor is running out of 
alternatives. Bui one of tne Trea¬ 
sury boffins has hit on a simple 
equation that cuts out at least half 
the opposition at tiie strike of a 
match — put VAT on books and 
newspapers and burn them. Sup¬ 
porters of the Fahrenheit 451 
option, however, should bear one 
tiling in mind. Reading a gallon of 
heating oil on the way to work just 
wont be the same.

Yeltsin needs organisation as much as courage

iVtr Yeltsin needs to deprive the diehards 
of that crown. Most ordinary Russians, 
heartily sick of the Moscow Punch and Judy 
show, have little sympathy with the dep¬ 
uties’attempted defence of a rotten status 
quo; but the local bosses of Russia's 88 
regions and republics have yet to be 
persuaded that this “constitutional" stand¬ 
off is an irrelevance not worth a battle. 
Siberian leaders have threatened to set up 
their own republic unless he revokes his 
decree. Members of more than 60 regional 
bodies have echoed the demand for a return 
to “legality” and threatened to form a new 
body to supplant the federal council which, 
under Mr Yeltsin’s new constitution, would 
form the upper house of the new federal 
assembly after December's elections. 

This does not mean that the paralysing 
“war of laws" in Moscow is about to be 
repeated between Moscow and the regions. 
The more plausible interpretation is that the 
regions will use the added leverage Mr 
Yeltsin’s decision gives them — and his need 
of their co-operation in organising the vote 
in December’s parliamentary elections — to 
settle longstanding arguments with Moscow 
over the delegation of more powers and a 
larger share of tax revenues. 

But the dispatch of eight of Mr Yeltsin’s 
key ministers to outlying parts of the country 
suggests that the government takes the 
rumblings of regional dissent more sen-

ously than its official statements suggest In 
dealing with the local political Elites Mr 
Yeltsin holds important cards. Not the least 
of these is their awareness that in last Aprils 
referendum, 67 per cent of those who voted 
favoured the dissolution of Russia's par¬ 
liament and fresh elections. Most of them 
also know that the current phase, when 
Russia could be said to have two rival 
presidents, two incompatible draft constitu¬ 
tions and two governments, suggests im¬ 
minent chaos to ordinary Russians. They 
will not forgive politicians who prolong 
uncertainty. 

Mr Yeltsin's strongest asset is that there is 
change from below in Russia. Private 
citizens have been quicker to pick up new 
ways than their masters. A fifth of industrial 
workers are now in the private sector, 35 
million hold shares and millions more seek 
to own their farms. Mr Yeltsin, who 
followed the dramas of August 1991 and his 
referendum victories in April with weeks of 
inactivity, seems to recognise that this time, 
he must be seen to be whipping on the tiger 
he has mounted. 

Having cited the Russian parliament’s 
sabotage of economic reform as one reason 
for acting, he has moved with unaccustomed 
decisiveness on that front Decrees came into 
force yesterday to cut subsidies to agri¬ 
culture and industry, free bread prices and 
usher in what could be tenfold increases in 
rents. His calculation is that even harsh 
reforms (cushioned by wage rises for some 
public sector workers) will be accepted 
provided they have the stamp of strong 
government after months of paralysis. Next 
he needs to finalise a new constitution and 
draw up dear groundrules for the elections; 
there is already precious tittle time for 
Russia’s hundreds of parties to organise and 
for constituency boundaries to be set Mr 
Yeltsin is proving resolute. But completing 
the Russian revolution will hinge as much 
on efficient organisation as on courage. 


GRIEVOUS BODILY POLITICS 

Tony Blair has parked his tanks on Michael Howard’s lawn 


When a toddler was abducted and murdered 
earlier this year, with suspidon falling on 
two other boys, the killing inspired a moral 
panic across Britain: John Major announced 
a "crusade against crime'’, and the numbers 
who told MORI they were worried about 
law and order doubled within a month. 
Sensing an electoral opportunity, both 
parties revamped their message. The public 
has yet to be reassured. 

Labour^ policy switch has been the most 
dramatic. Soon after the Jamie Bulger kil¬ 
ling, Tony Blair, shadow home secretary, 
made a speech condemning the use of social 
conditions as an excuse for criminality. Later 
he uttered words on which most of his recent 
predecessors would have choked: “If we do 
not learn and then teach the value of what is 
right and what is wrong, then the result is 
simply moral chaos which engulfs us all." 

His slogan “tough on crime, tough on the 
causes of crime" has already entered the 
political lexicon. This week in Brighton, he 
discovered that his words earned a res¬ 
onance even with a progressive, activist 
audience. When he cheekily proclaimed that 
Labour was now the party of law and order 
he .won healthy applause; and, using 
language more often heard at a Tory party 
conference, he declared that “hooligans”, 
“muggers”, “perverted" rapists and “racist 
thugs” should be kept out of society “until 
they learn to behave like human beings". 

In the old days, at party conference time, 
home secretaries and their shadows ap¬ 
peared to be talking about quite different 
departments of state. The Labour man 
would rail against miscarriages of justice, 
berate the government about unemploy¬ 
ment, and attack the police for using 
violence against strikers. Die Conservative 


would play on his audience's tear of crime 
and promise tougher sentences for villains. 
Thus has Mr Blair: with his promise to put 
the victim at the heart of the criminal justice 
system, parked his tanks on Michael 
Howard’s lawn. 

The Tory leadership is keen to take 
pressure off the question of Mr Major’s 
leadership next week, and is hoping that Mr 
Howard’s law and order speech will help in 
that deflection. The home secretary himself 
needs a successful speech for the opposite 
reason: he wants to set out his credentials as 
a possible right-wing challenger for the 
leadership. The speech has bear moved to 
prime time on Wednesday morning, and Mr 
Howard now has the unenviable job of 
giving activists the rush of blood that they 
usually receive from Michael Heseltine. 

If Mr Howard does not possess the orator¬ 
ical skills of his fiery cabinet colleague, he 
can at least offer some new policies. He is 
expected to announce big reforms to the 
criminal justice system, including the aboli¬ 
tion of the right to silence for defendants and 
tougher bail conditions to prevent people 
reoffending while on bail. He will also 
probably reiterate his predecessor’s commit¬ 
ment to lock up more young offenders. 

This may succeed in producing a day’s 
positive headlines in a week in which the 
Tory leadership would rather the conference 
were not even taking place. But will it imp¬ 
ress the voters? Last Saturday, a MORI poll 
for The Times found that the Tories’ lead 
over Labour on law and order had narrowed 
from 14 points to two between March 1992 
and now. The biggest rise was in the number 
of people saying no party had the best policy. 
In the race to gamer these votes, Mr How¬ 
ard will find Mr Blair snapping at his heels.

Already evidence, including an 
NCH survey last year of 350 low- 
income families across the UK, has 
shown that, at current price levels, 
most of the country's poorest families 
are getting into debt to pay for basic 
everyday necessities. 

Most disturbing of alL two thirds of 
these families were unable to buy the 
food that they needed and parents had 
missed meals in order to feed their 
children. One mother, questioned in 
our survey said she had sot bam able 
to buy her four-year-old daughter any 
clothes for about two years. 

Any attempt to reduce me £50 
billion deficit by taxing consumer 
spending makes me assumption that 
this will increase me cost of buying 
luxury items. The grave reality is that 
millions of families will be unable to 
pay for basic necessities. 

Without adequate increases to bene¬ 
fits in me next budget, to help cover 
me higher prices for fuel and possibly 
food and children's clothing, more 
families and children wifi be going 
hungry and having to live in unheated 
homes this winter.

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Paul Pi brides, a leading 
and controversial art 
dealer, associated with 
artists of the Ecole de 
Paris, died in Paris on 
August 2 aged 92. it was 

learned this week. He was 

born in Paphos. Cyprus, 
in 1901. 

PAUL PETRIDES knew both 
fame and scandal during his 
Jong career at the centre of the 
Pans art world. He represent¬ 
ed great artists of the Ecole de 
Pans, notably Utrillo. Vla¬ 
minck and Fujita and for long 
his gallery on the rue Fabourg 
St Honors near the Elys*e 
Palace, was on the itinerary of 
major international collectors. 
His final years, however, were 
clouded in scandal and by 3 
prosecution for handling sto¬ 
len paintings. His wartime 
role was also called into 
account. 

Fetrides. whose name was 
closely linked with that of 
Maurice Utrillo, the painter of

Montmartre street scenes, 
came from very humble ori¬ 
gins in Cyprus. He recounted 
later in his book. Ma chance 
et ma reussite (My luck and 
my success) how he had saved 
a pound to buy a third-class 
passage on a ship to Port Said. 

It was the beginning of a 
remarkable story that saw 
him reach the peak of the 
Paris art world. From Egypt, 
where he worked as a tailor, 
he made his way to Fiance in 
1920. A year later, he was 
hired as a cutter by a Paris 
tailor who was also an admir¬ 
er of up-and-coming artists to 
the extent of converting one of 
his fitting rooms into an art 
gallery. 

Pftrides met Vlaminck, 
Fujita. Utrillo and .others 
whose work hung on the 
tailor’s walls. When he opened 
his own shop in Montpar¬ 
nasse. the artistic hub of Paris, 
his sign read: “Special prices 
for artists.” Painters entered 


Mortimer Brandt 

MORTIMER Brandt, interna¬ 
tional art dealer, died in 
Baltimore on September 6 
aged 88 . He was bom in New 
York on July 26,1905. 

Well-known in the art 
world, haring had a gallery in 
57th Street in Manhattan for 
thirty years, he specialised in 
Old Master paintings and 
drawings. 

He spent many months 


into a barter arrangement. 
Fujita exchanged a painting 
for five suits, while Utrillo, 
already well-known, left a 
gouache as payment for an 

overcoat. 

Perridis's marriage in 1929 
ro Odene Bose, an art dealer, 
broadened his circle of artistic 
acquaintances to include De¬ 
rain, Friez. Gen Paul and 
Dufy. He acquired a consider¬ 
able number of works by 
anists later to obtain world 
renown. He sold a few and. as 
he said later, discovered that a 
Fujita, acquired for five suits, 
brought him a sum equivalent 
to thirty suits. When Strides 
opened his own gallery Utrillo 
gave him exclusive rights and. 
despite his dissolute way of 
fife, the Montmartre artist 
delivered a large body of 
work. P£trid£s became the 
recognised world expert on 
Utrillo, controlling the market 
in the artist's work and even 
organising the public burning 
of fakes. 

Fetridfcs career during the 
Occupation was suspect, if 
only because the Vichy gov¬ 
ernment allowed him to ex¬ 
change his British passport for 
French nationality. In addi¬ 
tion. his Parisian gallery re¬ 
mained opened. 

Postwar. P 6 trid£s made a 
fortune selling the work of 
artists of the Ecole de Paris to 
American and Japanese buy¬ 
ers. At one time he dealt in 
Modiglianis which were soar¬ 
ing in value. One estimate put 
his fortune at more than £20 
million. Certainly, he spent 
more time on the golf course. 

It was there, he said, that he | 
met people who offered him 
paintings that he bought in 
good faith not knowing they 
were stolen. 

However, in 1971 Utrillo's 
stolen La Caserne de Com¬ 
plete was discovered at his 
gallery. Later, he was charged 
with receiving 15 works 
(among them a Renoir, Dufy 
and Utrillo) stolen by an 
armed gang in a raid on the 
home of a millionaire busi¬ 
nessman. He was sentenced to 
three years imprisonment in 
1979. but did not go to jail 
because of his age. 

It was around this time that 
fresh accusations were made 
alleging that he bought plun¬ 
dered masterpieces, including 
works by Picasso. Matisse, 
and Braque, from die Nazis. It 
was claimed that he sweetened 
the Americans at the libera¬ 
tion loaning works for their 
apartments. The scandals 
forced P 6 tridfts into a reclusive 
life, bur his gallery remained 
open in the hands of his one 
surviving son. 


every year in London and on 
the Continent and. after his 
retirement in 1969, resided 
half the year in London. He 
was the founding president of 
New York’s Cancer Care and 
served as president for five 
years until 1957. He was also a 
member and founding trustee 
of the Association for the 
Advancemnt of American Art 
He is survived by his wife of 
56 years, Hilda, and two 
daughters. 


Brian Garraway, chairman of the 
Lloyd's Regulatory Board and 
former depu V chairman of BAT 
Industries, died aged 61 on 
September 24. He was born on 
October 23,1931. 

BRIAN GARRAWAY was one of the 
main architects of the modem BAT 
Industries, one of the world's biggest 
tobacco groups, during the time when it 
was diversifying into retailing and insur¬ 
ance in. an attempt to reduce its depen¬ 
dence on its traditional business. 

He was at the heart of BATs affairs 
when the entrepreneur Sir James Gold¬ 
smith led a consortium which made a 
hostile £13 billion takeover bid for the 
company. Garraway masterminded the 
ultimately successful defence tactics and 
maintained morale when the future of 

BAT was imperilled. He retired from BAT 

last year at the age of 60, and in January 
threw himself into disentangling the 
(tauntingly complex problems of Lloyd's 
of London, the insurance market. 

Garraway became the first head of its 
new regulatory body and helped to 
prepare a plan which, among other 
things, proposed the revolutionary idea 
that Lloyd's should admit corporate 
members. Although Garraway did not 
live to see that take effect it is due to go 
ahead and will be a lasting memorial to 
the impact he had in only nine months. 

Brian Patti son Garraway was bom in 
the Midlands, the son of a middie 
manager in the Post Office. A deformity at 
birth meant he had to wear an artificial 
leg from the age of 16. While this 
restricted his physical scope, it increased 
his determination to succeed. 

He attended Xing Edward's School, 
Birmingham, and qualified as a char¬ 
tered accountant before joining the Brit- 
ish-American Tobacco Company, as it 
was then called, as a travelling auditor in 
1955. 

He spent most of his career in the 
finance department He became finance 
director of the tobacco division in 1975, 
and four years later was promoted to 
finance director of the whole group. 

BAT’S first major diversification was 
into retailing, buying Argos and Interna¬ 
tional Stores in Britain and later expand- 









mg into the United States with Saks Fifth 
Avenue and Marshall Field. 

Garraway was a director of BAT 
Stores, and he was instrumental in 
turning the groups attention to financial 
services. 

In 1983 it took over Eagle Star and 
considered bidding for the Royal Bank of 
Scotland before going on to acquire Allied 
Dunbar. Garraway became chairman of 
Eagle and Allied. In 1989 it won a 
takeover battle for Farmers Group, a 
Californian insurance company, in the 
face of a lengthy and biner rearguard 
action by the American management 
Garraway did much to smooth ruffled 
feathers after the deal was confirmed. 

If Sir James Goldsmith's bid had 
succeeded, his plan was to sell BATs 
constituent parts — or unbundle it as he 
put it—for more than he intended to pay. 
So, as part of its defence. BAT sold its 
retailing operations and Wiggins Teape, 
the paper maker, to make itself less 
attractive. But the American regulators, 
who had been such a thorn in BATs side 
when it was bidding for Farmers, blocked 
Goldsmith after behind-the-scenes lobby¬ 
ing from Garraway. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL FRANK WELDON 


Lieutenant-Colonel 
Frank Weldon. MVO, 
MBE, MC Olympic 
equestrian gold medallist 
and former director of 
die Badminton horse 
trials, died on September 
21 aged 80. He was born 
on August 21913. 

MUCH of die success enjoyed 
by British riders in three-day 
eventing since the war has 
been credited to the skill and 
ingenuity of Frank Weldon. 
He made his early contribu¬ 
tion through example, leading 
the national team to a gold 
medal at the 1956 Olympics 
and winning the individual 
bronze medal for himself. The 
young Mark Phillips was 
among those whom he in¬ 
spired and helped to train. 

But he left his most lasting 
impression at Badminton, 
where he first reconstructed 
the course, and then directed 
the three-day eventing for 22 
years. It became the most 
celebrated venue of its kind in 
the world. 

Had he not achieved early 
prominence as a horseman, 
Weldon might well have 


reached high rank in the 
Army. Bom in Bombay, the 
son of a barrister, he went to 
Wellington College, then to the 
Royal Military Academy 
Woolwich. Commissioned 
into the Royal Artillery, he 
won the Military Cross in 1940 
during the retreat to St Vaifery. 
He was captured shortly after¬ 
wards, however, and spent the 
next five years in German 
prison camps, from which be 
escaped three times. 

He never got outside 
Germany, however, and was 
finally thrown into Colditz. 
There he was once more 
involved in attempted break¬ 
outs and was later awarded 
his military MBE for return¬ 
ing to help a fellow escapee 
trapped in a tunnel. 

Weldon was based at a 
number of locations after the 
war. At one point he was 
trained as a paratrooper, prior 
to being dropped behind en¬ 
emy lines in Korea. But the 
plan which would have in¬ 
volved him was abandoned. 

From 1949 until 1954, he 
commanded the King's Troop 
Royal Horse Artillery and 
played a leading role in the

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funerals of King Georve VI 
and Queen Mary as well as in 
the present Queen’s 
coronation. 

He had already won his 
spurs as a steeplechaser—and 
was later to cany off the RA 
Gold Cup at Sandown in 1956 
and 1967. In 1951. however, he 
was also persuaded to apply 
his skills to three-day evemmg 
— then still in its early days in 
Britain — and he rode a horse 
called Liza Mandy that year at 
Badminton for die first time. 

It was on die bay gelding 
Kilbarry. however, that 
Weldon was to achieve inter¬ 
national stardom. In 1953, the 
dynamic duo helped Britain 
win the European champion¬ 
ship at Badminton, one of four 
consecutive victories in the 
team event. In 1955 he was also 
the individual European 
champion- Then in 1956 came 
the equestrian Olympics held 
at Stoddiolm- 

But sport and a military 
career do not always mix well. 
While stationed at Shomcliffe, 
Weldon fell foul of his local 
brigade commander who in¬ 
sisted on his taking part in a 
brigade exercise, despite 
Weldon’s plea that he had a 
more pressing appointment A 
letter from Buckingham Pal¬ 
ace readied the hapless briga¬ 
dier next day. supporting 
Colonel Weldon’s request to be 
excused. “He is riding our 
horse at Badminton that day” 
it politely explained — and 
was personally signed by the 
Queen Mother. 


Not only did Weldon’s 
down-to-earth no-nonsense 
manner appeal to those who 
served under him in the Army, 
but he was also a skilled 
professional gunner officer. 
His contemporaries still 
thought he was destined for 
high places. 

But the fences were growing 
steeper all the time. Appointed 
next to command one of the 
three component colleges at 
Sandhurst, he commented 
happily that it would give him 
more time to devote to his 
riding. An aggrieved com¬ 
mandant smartly pointed out 
to him, however, that that was 
for from bring the way in 
which he saw it So Frimk 
Weldon derided on a life 
outside the Army from there 
on. 

From his point of view die 
decision turned out to be a 
wise one. although he foiled to 
repeat his 1956 successes at the 
I960 and 1964 Olympics, fn 
1964, die Duke of Beaufort 
invited him to redesign the 
course at Badminton. Weldon 
set about making the going 
significantly tougher and by 
so doing raised tire standards 
not only of Badminton but of 
those British riders who com¬ 
peted there. 

Two years later he took over 
as director of the annual trials 
and held the job for the next 22 
years, continually refining the 
course and changing the i 
jumps. At the same time he , 
made the sport more commer- 
rially successful, with vast 
crowds flocking to Gloucester- j 
shire each year. I 

Frank Weldon, who also 
became equestrian corres¬ 
pondent of 77ie Sunday Tele¬ 
graph. was a familiar sight 
with his trilby pulled down 
distinctively over his eyes. He 
could often sound gruff and 
acerbic, not least when ex¬ 
pressing his opinions on sexu¬ 
al egalitarianism. Eventing, 
he said, was for men. while a 
women’s place was more 
probably in the home. But he 
said it with a twinkle in his 
eye. throwing down the chall¬ 
enge. 

Frank Weldon is survived 
by his wife and two sons. 


BRIGADIER DAME 
MARGOT TURNER 


In 1988 Garraway became the first 
British industrialist to join the board of 
the Association for the Monetary Union of 
Europe. Three years later he began to 
pave the way for his retirement from BAT 
by becoming a non-executive director of 
Burton Group, the menswear retailer. 

In January this year he became 
chairman of BPCC. the printing com¬ 
pany, but most of his energies were 
absorbed by the task of remoulding 
Lloyd’s. 

Although his colleagues knew him as 
an abrasive and often difficult man who 
expected others to drive themselves as 
hard as he did himself, he was known to 
administer carpetings with a twinkle in 
his eye. 

He kept his business and family life 
separate. He was fond of caravanning, 
and eventually bought a caravan park m 
Devon. His widow. Jean, comes from 
Chile, and he enjoyed travelling regularly 
to South America. 

He was a cricket fanatic who liked 
making model boats, reading and listen¬ 
ing to a wide range of music. Garraway 
leaves his widow, three daughters and a 
son. 


Brigadier Dame 
Margot Turner, DBE, 
RRC, former matron-in- 
drief and director of 
Army Nursing Services, 
died on September 24 

aged 83. She was born on 
May 10.1910. 

AS THE Japanese invaded 
Singapore. Margot Turner 
scrambled aboard a crowded 
ship and sailed away from the 
blazing city harbour, no doubt 
thinking that she had narrow¬ 
ly escaped. In [aether troubles 
were only just beginning. She 
never reached her unknown 
destination, for nexi day en¬ 
emy bombers sank the ship on 
which she was a passenger. 

After sheltering on a small 
island for three days the 
young army nurse who until 
then had been working in 
Malaya, was picked up by 
another cargo vessel — which 
was promptly sunk that same 
night in a Japanese raid. Of 14 
who got away from the strick¬ 
en slop. Margot Turner was 
the only one to survive. 

In 77ie Will to Live, the 
biography of her written by 
Sir John Smyth 13 years ago. 
she movingly described how 
she found herself at one stage 
sharing a small raft with 
another woman. They sat 
back-to-back, feebly paddling 
through the strong currents 
with two chunks of driftwood, 
until her exhausted compan¬ 
ion slipped away. First she let 
go her improvised oar. then 
plunged in after it — never to 
be seen again. 

“I became acutely conscious 
of the will to live,” Margot 
Tinner recalled. “I was deter¬ 
mined to bold on to life for as 
long as possible and tried to 
think of my fondly and home 
and of all the happy times in 
my life.” 

She ate seaweed she plucked 
from the sea and collected 
rainwater in the lid of her 
powder compact, trying to 
soak up as much as she could 
from die tropical rainstorms 
at night After four full days at 
sea, she was eventually picked 
up by a Japanese battleship— 
only to spend the next three- 
and-a-half years as a Prisoner 
of War, most of it in a tiny cefl 
in Sumatra. 

But Margot Turner sur¬ 
vived, as she had intended she 
would, to become a legendary 
figure in the Queen Alexan¬ 
dra's Royal Army Nursing 
Corps (QARANQ and one of 
the most celebrated former 
prisoners of the second world 
war. 

Despite all that she had 
originally become an army 
nurse because she was attract¬ 
ed by the uniform—especially 
by their red capes. One of four 
children, Margot Turner had 
been bom in Finchley, north 
London. Her father, who 
worked in a solicitors office, 
died when she was only 13. But 
her mother remarried success¬ 


fully and her second husband 
ensured that Margot and her 
three brothers grew up 
against a happy family back¬ 
ground. 

A all. strong girl, keen on 
sport and an outdoor life, she 
was always interested in nurs¬ 
ing as a career, although she 
did not start training at St 
Bartholemew’s Hospital. 
London, until she was 21. She 
qualified as a state registered 
nurse in 1935 and two years 
later joined the Queen Alexan¬ 
dra's Imperial Mflitaty Nurs¬ 
ing Service — which did not 
switch to its present name 
until 1949. 

Apart from the Far East 
during the war, Margot 
Turner served in India, Hong 
Kong, Bermuda, Germany 
and the Near East during her 
31 years as an army nurse. She 
reached the top appointment 
as maxron-in-chief and direc¬ 
tor of the Army Nursing 
Services in 1964 and held it for 
four years before retiring aged 
58. She was made a dame in 
1965. 

She continued her dose 
links with the Corps during 



her retirement She held the 
honorary position of Colonel 
Commandant between 1969 
and 1974 and was active in the 
QARANC Association and as 
a senior trustee of its museum. 

She talked little about her 
experiences in the war. In 
January 1978 she was the 
reluctant subject of This is 
Your Life — but only at the 
second time of asking. The 
first time she found out about 
it in advance and immediately 
stopped it 

In the 1980s a television 
crew which was making an 
educational documentary 
coaxed her back to the Far 
East where she revisited her 
old cramped cell in Sumatra. 
A strong swimmer and tennis 
player in her younger days, 
she was more recently 
plagued by failing eyesight 
This forced her to loosen her 
ties with the QARANC early 
last year and to move into a St 
Dunstan’S Home in Brighton, 
where she died. 

Dame Margot Turner is 
survived by one of her broth¬ 
ers. 


FREDERICK STEWARD 


Frederick Campion 
Steward, a British-born 
botanist whose work 
revolutionised plant 

physMogy, died at his 
home in Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, on September 
14 aged 89. He was born 
in London on June 16, 
1904. 

IT WAS Frederick Steward's 
1958 discovety that the in divid¬ 
ual cells of plan is contained all 
the necessary information to 
regulate the entire plant or¬ 
ganism that opened the new 
field of plant molecular biolo¬ 
gy. Prior to that time, plant 
mutations and hybrids could 
Only be created by the long 
and cumbersome process erf 
taking and cultivating cut¬ 
tings. But once Steward had 
demonstrated that plants 
could be totally regenerated 
from a single cell it became 
possible for the work to be 
done speedily in the 
laboratory. 

Steward received his PhD in 


botany at the age erf 20 from 
the University of Leeds in 1924 
and went to the United States 
on a Rockefeller Foundation 
fellowship, working first at 
Cornell University and then at 
the University of California at 
Berkeley. 

He returned to Britain dur¬ 
ing the second world war. 
serving in the Ministry of 
Aircraft Production, then held 
appointments at the universi¬ 
ties of Chicago and Rochester 
before finally settling at Cor¬ 
nell in 1950. He established a 
reputation as a spell-binding 
lecturer on advanced plant 
physiology, frequently in¬ 
veighing against the over¬ 
specialisation and frag¬ 
mentation of scientific 
research. His classroom be¬ 
came a kind of international 
salon for visiting scientists 
from across the world 

Steward was elected to the 
American Academy of Arts 
and Sciences in 1956, and to 
the Royal Society in 1957. He is 
survived by his wife and son.

The fire bells rang from several 
churches, but nothing would appease the 
tumult Lord Bateman, at the head of die 
Hertfordshire Militia, were then called in. the 
drums beat id arms; they fanned their lines, 
and were obliged to fire, for many people had 
bon greatly hurt, and two of die Corporation 
had their heads broke, and die Mayor lost 
both hat and wig. and narrowly escaped 
being wounded.”

Camelot joins £2bn 

race for UK lottery

CAMELOT Group, a five- 
m ember consortium of inter¬ 
national companies, has 
emerged as a principal con¬ 
tender to secure the poten¬ 
tially lucrative franchise to 
operate the UK’s National 
Lotteiy. 

Projected to attract a mini¬ 
mum of £2 billion during its 
first year, the lottery could 
eventually achieve an annual 
turnover of nearer £4 billion. 

The consortium comprises 
GTECH, the lottery specialist 
based in America: Racai Elec¬ 
tronics: De La Rue. the sec¬ 
urity printer, and Cadbury 
Schweppes, the confectionery 
and soft drinks combine, 
whose interest was revealed in 
77ie Times this week. 

All four companies ho/d 225 
per cent stakes. ICL, the 
computer specialist, will take a 
10 per cent interest 

Sir Ron Dearing, chairman 
of the Financial Reporting 
Council and a former chair¬ 
man of the Post Office, has 
agreed to take up the chair of 
Camelot Holdings — the hold¬ 
ing company created by the 
five-member consortium. 

Sir Ron said yesterday: The 
succsss of this lottery is an 
issue of national importance. 
The greater the success we can 
achieve, the greater the benefit 
we can bring to so many 
causes across the country 
which we all want to support" 

Tim Holley, a director of 
Racai and chief executive of 
Camelot Group, the operating 
company, added: The lottery 
will be a complex project With 
our pedigree of lottery experi¬ 
ence worldwide, combined 
with tiie detailed planning 
already undertaken, we are 
confident that Camelot is well 
placed to ensure the successful 
launch and operation of the 
UK National Lottery.”

Rival consortiums will sub¬ 
mit bids early next year and a 
licence to operate the lottery, 
on behalf of tiie government, is 
expected to be awarded next 


spring, a year before the 
anticipated launch date.

Homes Assured pair 
are jailed for fraud 


THE high-living head of a 
company set up to help council 
house tenants buy their homes 
was jailed for 5^ years for 
fraudulent trading and lying 
to investors. A fellow director, 
also convicted of helping the 
venture to trade while insol¬ 
vent. was given 4Vz years. Both 
were visibly shocked at the 
length of their sentences. 

Anthony Dohson. 60, the 
founder and head of Homes 
Assured Corporation, which 
failed four years ago owing 
£10.7 million, ana Keith 
Woodward, 57. a fellow board 
member, left thousands of 
bitter would-be homeowners 
in their wake. 

Some were hundreds of 
pounds out of pocket, their 
dreams of climbing on to the 
property ladder shattered, 
Southwark Crown Court had 
beard. Banks and insurance 
companies were still owed 
huge amounts. 

Judge John Rogers said 
Dobson and Woodward had 
broken the trust placed in 
them by both business people 
and members of the public. 
Many council bouse tenants . 
whose money they had put a t 
risk had largely been reim- 
■bursed by professional bodies. 
But he had no option other 
than to jail the pair, bearing in 
mind the “public mischief" 
they had perpetrated 

The judge said the sentences 
were not as long as they could 
have been, because of the ages 
and past achievements of 
Dobson and Woodward and 
the impari of the case on their 
families.

ADT investors to vote on $5.5m for Ashcroft 



Ashcroft: incentive plan

MICHAEL Ashcroft, chairman and 
chief executive of ADT. the Bermuda' 
based Anglo-American security and 
car auction business, could earn up to 
$5.5 million a year under the terms of a 
new remuneration plan. 

Mr Ashcroft could also receive share 
options with a market value, as of 
August 24, of $39 million if sharehold¬ 
ers approve a “long-term incentive 
plan” drawn up by ADT*s remunera¬ 
tion committee. 

Details of both the new salary and 
the options package have been sent to 
shareholders ahead of the group's 
annual meeting, which is to be held 
this month in Bermuda. 

The new pay agreement, which was 
entered into in May. lasts until March 
31. 1998- This flies in the face of 
recommendations by the Cadbury 


Committee on Corporate Governance, 
which voiced opposition to five-year 
contracts. Although Mr Ashcroft's 
base salary has been reduced from $2.6 
million to $1 million, he is now eligible 
for annual bonus payments of up to $4 
million, based on earnings per share 
targets. 

ADT will continue to make annual 
payments of at least $450,000 in lieu of 
providing Mr Ashcroft with retirement 
and death benefits. 

The option scheme proposed by the 
remuneration committee recommends 
that Mr Ashcroft be granted 4 million 
shares under two separate schemes, 
which become exercisable within the 
next ten years. 

Hie circular to shareholders says the 
schemes are “designed to promote the 
interests of die company and its 
shareholders" through “performance- 
related incentives to achieve longer- 


range performance goals”. No one 
from ADT. including Mr Ashcroft, was 
available for comment last night 

If passed, the new pay package 
would make Mr Ashcroft one of the 
highest-paid executive directors in the 
British stock market He was paid 
more than £2 million in 1992 and 1991, 
and £12 million in 1990. 

Over the same period, ADT has had 
a somewhat turbulent record. Mr 
Ashcroft who built the group up from 
a small office service company into a 
leading security and car auctions 
business during the late eighties, fell 
sharply out of favour in 1991 as the City 
struggled to keep up with a string of 
non-core investments and complicated 
inter-company deals. 

ADTs low point came in April 1991 
when Laidiaw of Canada, its largest 
shareholder, filed a lawsuit claiming 
that the group had produced “an 


illusory profit stream" and had failed 
to supply shareholders with sufficient 
information. Laidiaw eventually 
agreed to drop the suit in exchange for 
greater representation on the board. 

The group has struggled under a 
heavy debt mountain and last June 
was forced to undergo a $1-3 billion 
refinancing to allow payment of $435 
million to preference shareholders who 
are entitled to exercise put options next 
year. 

The refinancing package, which 
includes a $500 million new credit 
facility. $f>00 million public debt 
offering, and $150 million share issue, 
has also extended the group’s repay¬ 
ment schedule for $750 million of debt 
through 1995- 

Last year, the group made it back 
into the blade with net income of $ 109.1 
million, against losses of $514.3 million 
in 1991.

Boardroom strife, soaring 
defats and financial scandaJs have 
( r8§ ed .the game.

r rewriting the script The man 
responsible is Martin Edwards its 
chief executive. 

While Alex Ferguson, the manag¬ 
er. is acknowledged as having built 
a championship-winning team of 
artistry and sinew, it is Edwards 
who has addressed more prosaic 
City concerns such as reliability of 
earnings and coherency of business 
strategy.

Edwards, a tall, shy, self-con¬ 
tained 48-year-old, said there was 
no dramatic volte-face in City 
perceptions. “We always felt we 
needed to get some reasonable 
trading results under our belt and 
we would be all right” he said. 
Next Wednesday, the company 
announces its third set of prelimi¬ 
nary results since flotation. There

have been no shocks so far. The 
share price this week was 513p and 
-5 institutions hold 40 per cent of 
the company; there were 16 institu¬ 
tional shareholders at flotation 
(and ten soon afterwards). 

Edwards, who became a director 
of the club in 1970 and took over 
from his father. “Champagne" 
Louis Edwards, as chairman on the 
latter’s death in 1980. comes across 
as an articulate but not voluble 
man. Bob Scott, chairman of the 
failed Manchester 2000 Olympics 
bid, in which Edwards was in¬ 
volved. said: "He’s cagey. He keeps 
a lot back, and can certainly keep a 
secret. Martin was the quiet man 
on our committee. 1 feel he can keep 
a lot to himself and then surprise 
people." 

This undemonstrative demean¬ 
our may have helped to improve 
City sentiment. One leisure analyst 
said: “Edwards has a very quiet 
manner, his presentations could be

proach to City scepticism has been 
two-fold: soothe the worries stop¬ 
ping football dubs being accepted 
as common-or-garden leisure 
stocks, while stressing the more 
durable earnings. 

Worries have tended to focus on 
the volatility of both players' form 
and money-spinning cup runs, 
players’ wages perceived as astro¬ 
nomical and the additional wild 
card of how big transfers will affect 
earnings. Edwards has tried to 
persuade investors that players are 
unlikely all to lose form simulta¬ 
neously; and in budget projections, 
he says. United assumes only

normal league games and the first 
round of any cup competition. He 
also handles negotiations on play¬ 
ers' wages, and the word is that at 
least one big-name player has not 
joined the chib because of Ed¬ 
wards'S determination to avoid 
dressing-room envy over an extrav- 
agant pay deal. 

However, he believes the City 
should adopt a longer perspective 
to signings and stressed: “We don't 
put players on the balance shea but 
no doubt they have a value. They 
are our assets and working stock." 
A cornerstone of his efforts to 


alleviate analysts' concerns about 
dividends being buffeted by trans¬ 
fer dealings has been to set up a 
special transfer fund. This softens 
the effect on earnings when an 
expensive star joins the Old 
Trafford firmament At file interim 
stage, there was £2.25 million in the 
kitty. 

Edwards has also, dearly, reas¬ 
sured tiie City that United will not 
follow the siren voices counselling 
diversification into unknown terri¬ 
tory. He foels that was a cardinal 
error of Spurs and Millwall, dubs 
floated at either end of the boom- 


and-bust eighties. Spurs moved 
into dothing and computer systems 
and Millwall into pubs. It did not 
work. Edwards said: “There is 
room for expansion, provided it is 
into related areas.” Ideas that have 
been rejected indude running ho¬ 
tels in Cheshire, a country park, 
and a pub near Old Trafford. 

Historically, more than half of 
United's turnover has come from 
the gate; with an average crowd of 
43,000, it is Britain’s best-followed 
team. Another 14 per cent comes 
from sponsorship, royalties and 
advertising, 13 per cent from its 


shop and mail order business, and 
9 per cent apiece from television 
and catering and conference facili¬ 
ties. Two thousand meals are 
served on match days at about £30 
a head, and 150 executive boxes at 
the completely renovated s tadium 
bring in between £6.400 and 
£18.750 a year each. 

Edwards is rightly proud of the 
renovation of Old Trafford, which 
is probably unrivalled in Britain 
fix-layout and facilities. Of the £16-5 
million raised at flotation. E6.7 
million went towards the £10 
miHfon-ptus cost of turning die 


Stretford End terrace into an all¬ 
seat area. 

An extremely fit man, Edwards 
takes you on a tour of the ground at 
a brisk dip. He is still a very 
proficient tennis player and is 
centre forward for the staff football 
side. When younger, he won an 
amateur football medal and was 
keen on Rugby Union until being 
“invalided our at 26 after three bad 
concussions. He and his wife of 25 
years. Sue, have two grown-up 
children, and he is an enthusiastic 
traveller, having visited “at least 50 
countries” 

It is plain that he is not overawed 
by the United post, as he describes 
his many years of managerial 
experience with his father's meat 
company, source of the family 
wealth, which he joined straight 
from schooL The company later 
became Argyll Foods, where Ed¬ 
wards served as the retail division’s 
executive director. 

Professor Sir Roland Smith, that 
doyen of Britain's boardrooms and 
chairman of Manchester- United, 
said: “Martin is not one for five- 
year plans but he has a definite 
vision about how to protect and 
develop the Manchester United 
brand name, one of the company’s 
greatest assets. He is also a team 
player in die boardroom, who gets 
the best out of people. He is not 
combative.” 

For years, he has withstood 
barracking by a section of the 
crowd who fed he was just the 
privileged son of a millionaire 
father, who inherited the foot¬ 
balling jewel, a reward unrelated to 
persona] achievement. To com¬ 
pound matters, be picked up sev¬ 
eral million pounds by reducing his 
stake from more than 50 percent to 
28 per cent at flotation. 

TTie truth is that he inherited 16 
per cent of the dub and took out 
hundreds of thousands of pounds 
in overdrafts to build up the stake. 
“You get to the stage where you 
decide you wili not be dictated to by 
the masses.” he said. 

Edwards is at his most animated 
when discussing United players 
past and present but the City will 
not care if he appears more 
concerned with cash flow than 
footballing romance. His achieve¬ 
ment is that die publicly quoted 
Manchester United, though it may 
not have hit its stride, does seem to 
have found its feet.

Airline settles copier dispute

Neil Greatrex lobbied the great and the good for the UDM 


HE’S a canny lad, is Neil 
Greatrex. for aH die tattoos on 
his knuckles. Earnest, articu¬ 
late. intelligent And when 
Baroness Thatcher, the min¬ 
ers’ hate figure of old, heard 
the youthful leader of the 
Union of Democratic Mine- 
workers urge faster privatisa¬ 
tion, she warmed to him. 

The meeting, in April, was 
part of a UDM campaign to 
air frustration at the outcome 
of the government’s coal re¬ 
view. Mr Greatrex could see 
as dearly as Arthur Scargill, 
his rival at the left-of-centre 
National Union of Minework- 
ers, that the government’s fail¬ 
ure to block tiie forces squeez¬ 
ing coal's market threatened 
more pit closures and 
redundancies. 

But while Mr Scargill 
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nailed his colours to the mast 
of protectionism, Mr Greatrex 
sought salvation in the private 
sector. If coal was to be privat¬ 
ised, he reasoned, then UDM 
miners, who had given so 
much to the industry, should 
take a stake in their destiny. 

It was not a novel view. Roy 
Lynk, his predecessor at the 
head of the UDM, held the 
same vision. But Mr Greatrex 
knew that the shortaomings of 
the white paper had given 
privatisation a new urgency. 

In a round of Jobby brief¬ 
ings, he met John Major, Sir 
Edward Heath and every in¬ 
fluential politician he could 
persuade to give him a hear¬ 
ing. It was Lady Thatcher, 
however, who took his con¬ 
cerns to heart. The commit¬ 
ment of the UDM to work 
through the 1984 coal strike 
was a key factor in the govern¬ 
ment’s victory over the miners. 
The other was die huge stock 
of coal built up at power 
stations before the strike. 

When the former Tory lead¬ 
er realised the government 
planned both to run down coal 
stocks and to cold-shoulder its 
one-time allies, she was ap¬ 
palled. In the words of one 
insider: “These were the men 
who, at the start of the 1984 
miners strike, were denied a 
ballot by the National Union 
of Mineworkeis. They stood 
up for democracy. 

“In her canon of excellence 
they stand second only to the 
Falkland Islanders.” Loyalty 
to one’s friends was always a 
key virtue to Lady Thatcher. 
To hear that UDM enthusi¬ 
asm for privatisation was 


being balked by her own 
former ministers aroused both 
her passion and her ire. 

Demonstrating unsuspect¬ 
ed grasp of the issues, she 
fired off a letter to Thn Eggar, 
the energy minister, demand¬ 
ing action in four specific 
areas to speed and facilitate 
privatisation of the maximum 
possible number of pits. 

She pressed him to clarity 
the terms on which surplus 
pits would be offered to pri¬ 
vate operators. She called on 
him to lift the restriction on 
more than 150 men working a 
private mine, to stop British 
Coal taking equipment from 
dosed pits and to adopt tiie 
recommendation of the trade 
and industry select committee 
that-minimum power station 
coal stocks be set at 20 million 
tonnes. 

Mr Eggar responded polite¬ 
ly, and plodded on regardless. 
In his reply, despatched in 
June, he said the government 
was “looking very carefully" at 
stock levels. So far as we 
know, it is stiD looking: 

The process of privatisation 
is edging forward. Announce¬ 
ment of a paving bill for pri¬ 
vatisation is expected next 
month. The UDM consortium 
has been joined fay Kleinwort 
Benson, adviser to the govern¬ 
ment on innumerable privati¬ 
sation projects and Jim Walter 
Resources, a highly efiitient 
American coat-mining group 
run by Bill Carr, a former 
British Coal manager. 

But even with Lady 
Thatcher for an ally, Mr 
Greatrex still seems a long 
way from his goal 


AMERICAN Airlines and 
Southern Business Group, tiie 
quoted photocopiers com¬ 
pany. have settled a dispute 
out of court that was set to go 
to costly litigation.

The dispute centred on SBG 
forecasts of how many photo¬ 
copies the airline would need 
each month at its offices 
throughout England. It is 
understood American felt it 
was an overestimate and that 
the airline had, therefore, paid 
for up to 100,000 copies a 


month it was not using. Nei¬ 
ther party would comment on 
the details of the settlement 
but it is understood that the 
airline laying for far fewer 
photocopies was an essential 
element 

The legal wrangle took 
place against the backdrop of 
a continuing investigation by 
the Office of Fair Trading into 
tiie hiring and leasing of office 
equipment OFT sources say 
tiie report on the industry 
should be made public in 
about a month.

Die 
venture is tiie first fossil fuel 
station for BNFL. which oper¬ 
ates two Magnox nuclear pow¬ 
er stations elsewhere.

Fee schools and 
parents feel pinch 


T eachers may be up in 
anns at plans by 
Kenneth Clarke, the 
Chancellor, to attack 
pay rises, but parents strug¬ 
gling to meet school fees bills 
may back him ail the way. 
According to die Independent 
Schools Information Service 
(Isis), teachers' pay accounts 
for up to 80 per cent of fees 
charged by day schools, and 
up to 60 per cent of boarding 
school fees. 

Although independent 
school teachers tend to earn 
rather more than their state 
school counterparts, annual 
percentage rises are normally 
similar in both sectors. Mr 
Clarke's plans have therefore 
sparked hopes that school fees 
will remain static next year. 
Some commentators have 
even predicted that some of the 
less-favoured establishments 
could cut their rates in an 
attempt to boost numbers. 

The recession has taken its 
toll on independent schools’ 
rolls. In the past two years, the 
number of pupils attending 
boarding schools has fallen by 
10 per cent The sector has 
suffered a steady contraction 
in attendances for a number of 
years now. but the decline 
during the recession has been 
markedly steeper. Actual 
numbers of day school pupils 
have held steady, but because 
some of their support is likely 
to come from boarding school 
parents "trading down", die 
underlying trend also looks to 
be lower in this sector.

A clampdown on state pay may indirectly ease 
pressure on independent schools* budgets at a time 
when pupil numbers are falling. Liz Dolan reports 


appear to be having to settle 
for state schools instead. 

At the other end of the scale, 
there have been signs of a 
“flight to quality". Eton, for 
instance, reports higher appli¬ 
cation rates in each of the past 
13 years, with the sharpest rise 
over the past three. 

Cutting fees is unlikely to be 
used as a solution to falling 
numbers, according to Dick 
Davison, of Isis. Even if 
across-the-board pay rises are 
reduced to zero, schools will 
still have to finance automatic 
increments built into foe pay 
structure, Mr Davison says. 

Also, although teachers' pay 
accounts for the lion's share of 
overheads, other costs are still 
rising, and many schools are 
still having to pay for improve¬ 
ments set in train in the glory 
days of the 1980s. In addition, 
repairs and non-essential ex¬ 
penses, delayed when the re* 
cession began to bite, are 
becoming more pressing, and 
outgoings will soon have to 
rise accordingly. “There has 
been a slackening in capital 
investment that cannot contin¬ 
ue for ever." Mr Davison said. 

For these reasons. Mr 
Davison predicts that average 
fees will continue to rise, albeit 
by less than in the recent past 
This trend is already evident 
Fees for the academic year just 
starting are estimated to have 


increased by an average 4 or 5 
per cent virtually half the 
previous year’s S3 per cent 
Ian Small, headmaster of 
Bootham School. York and 
vice-chairman of the Boarding 
Schools Association, said: 
“Most schools have had to 
hold back increases this year. 
No school wishes to price itself 
out of the market" 

Even this reduced rate of 
increase is likely be felt by 
struggling parents. Twice as 
many pupils now receive some 
form of financial assistance as 
10 years ago. The number 
being withdrawn altogether 
because of .inability to pay the 
fees has also doubled over the 
same period. Most schools will 
try to support pupils coming 
up to GCSE and A-Ievel 
exams, but that is often where 
assistance ends. Those with 
larger than average bursaries 
may try to do more, but there 
will always be a limit 
In an attempt to prevent 
problems reaching this stage, 
a growing majority of schools 
are seeking ways of easing 
annual payments. Most now 
offer alternative methods of 
paying. A variety of direct 
debit schemes are in opera¬ 
tion. often on a monthly basis. 
However. Mr Davison says, 
schools have to watch their 
own cash flow. “The room for 
manoeuvre is more limited 


than some parents realise." 

An increasing number of 
schools offer insurance 
schemes that pay out on 
redundancy, critidaJ illness, 
death or other problems that 
may affect parents’ ability to 
pay. Premiums are normally 
added to fees. Some schemes 
are compulsory, others allow 
individuals to opt out. 

Just over 30.000 children 
have their fees paid under the 
government’s assisted places 
scheme. Over the next two 
years, this number is expected 
to rise to 35,000. 


P articipating schools 
tend to be former dir¬ 
ect grant institutions 
that traditionally 
funded a proportion of places 
with money from the 
government 

As attendances fall and com¬ 
petition to attract more pupils 
hots up, the modem headmas¬ 
ter of an independent school 
has to be out there in the 
market place drumming up 
business with Thatcherite 
fervour. 

Bootham School, where at¬ 
tendances have once again 
fallen this year, has just taken 
on a full-time development 
manager, whose role is to 
promote the name of the 
school “Forthcoming research 
will show that boarders actu¬ 
ally enjoy the experience enor¬ 
mously. We want to get that 
message over to parents," Mr 
Small said. 

A year after appointing a 
new headmaster. Ampleforth 
has become another of the few 
boarding schools to increase 
its rolL Peter Bryan, who in 
other schools would be called a 
bursar, but. at Ampleforth, 
has the more businesslike title 
of financial controller, says: 
"Hie increase is only margin¬ 
al but I’m willing to bet there 
are very few other schools in 
our position." The most likely 
reason for the rise in atten¬ 
dances was the much greater 
attention the school now pays 
to marketing, he says — 
“something we have tradition¬ 
ally not bon involved in". 

This has included employ¬ 
ment of a press relations 
consultancy and a series of 
open days for potential clients. 
There has also been a drive to 
attract more day pupils, 
another area that, until recent¬ 
ly. was not part of the 
Ampleforth tradition.

Point of interest 

M ortgage customers have every 
reason to feel confused when 
they actually get round to 
talking about the cost of a home loan. 
The headline figure on advertisements 
for fixed-rate loans can be a long way 
adrift from the annual percentage rate 
also quoted. 

Customers have tended to be wary of 
these offerings but may not have given 
such a wide berth to loans where low flat 
rates and annual percentage rates were 
similar. The latter were not any cheaper, 
but the lenders have worked out the 
APR assuming that the mortgage re¬ 
mained at the fixed rate for the whole.of 
the loan period instead of the first few 
years. 

The straightforward approach is to 
calculate the 25 years using the cheaper 
rate for the first few fixed years and the 
lenders variable and higher rate for the 
rest This was what trading standards 
officers thought But when a case was 
taken against Abbey National and Nat¬ 
ional Westminster the court ruled that 
the banks were acting properly. 

The APR is meant to help borrowers 
make a comparison between rates, but 
with this ruling they are bound to be 
confused ty other less reputable lenders.

TIME was that everyone who 
was anyone put the names of 
their children down for a 
decent public school at the 
first opportunity. This was 
supposed to guarantee the 
mewling and puking infant a 
reasonable start in life. 

Early registration is now 
less common. Those parents 
that still bother may be sur¬ 
prised to learn that paying the 

£25 to £100 registration fee 

usually guarantees little more 
than foe arrival in the post of 
the odd school newsletter 
while foe child is growing up. 

“Although schools would 
prefer people to register, they 
don't normally insist" said 
Dick Davison of Isis. Aca¬ 
demically selective schools, 
which means most of foe good 
ones, are still seeking bnght 
pupils right up to foe day of 
the entrance exam. The gov¬ 
ernment's new exam perfor¬ 
mance can only exacerbate 
this trend. 

Eric Anderson, headmaster 
of Eton College, said that, 
although many of his pupils 
continue to be registered at 
birth, “this is quite unneces¬ 
sary as we only ask that 
people be registered by ten 
and a half*. This deadline is 
final for all but scholarship 
applicants. 

Pupils registered with 
Bootham School in York are 
given priority in strict order of 
registration. However, Ian 
Small. Bootham’s headmas¬ 
ter. said: “We find that a lot of 
parents now wait until the last 
year at primary school or the 
last two years at prep school" 

“Nowadays, parents are be¬ 
coming more i mme diate in 
their decision making," 
agrees Peter Bryan of 
Ampleforth.

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Lack of funding may hit 
Goode pension shake-up

AT FIRST sight, proposals in 
the Goode report on company 
pensions, published this week, 
j to give more money and power 
; to the pensions ombudsman 
, and Occupational Pensions 
Advisory Service (Opas) are 
good news for scheme 
members. 

Both services are under¬ 
staffed and badly underfund¬ 
ed. Powers are limited. The 
ombudsman has never made 
any secret of the fact that he is 
permanently snowed under 
with work and is always 
behind. 

However, as with much of 
the rest of the report, the 
proposals depend on the gov¬ 
ernment agreeing to provide a 
lot more money. So long as the 
current government remains 
in power, this looks unlikely. 

Opas was set up to help 
members understand their 
rights and benefits. If they are 
not getting their legal entitle¬ 
ments, the association helps 
them to do so. but it has no 
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Goode: resources needed 


statutory powers. The on> 
budsman handles only com¬ 
plaints with which Opas is 
unable to deal. 

Unlike Opas. his determina¬ 
tions are binding, but he is still 
unable to enforce derisions. If 
administrators refuse to com¬ 
ply, scheme members have to 
pursue them through the 


county courts. Goode pro¬ 
poses that the ombudsman be 
given mote resources. 

He should have the power to 
enforce his derisions directly 
and to direct that compensa¬ 
tion payments include a rea¬ 
sonable sum to reflect distress, 
delay and inconvenience 
caused, the report says. The 
ombudsman's jurisdiction 
should also be extended to 
include disputes between em¬ 
ployer and trustees, and be¬ 
tween trustees themselves. 

Among the most important 
of the report's recommenda¬ 
tions is that a (aw be passed 
that, for the first time, spells 
out how schemes should oper¬ 
ate.

Pru fares badly with unit-linked pensions

P rudential, the biggest 
personal pension pro¬ 
vider in the country, 
was one of the worst ten unit- 
linked performers over the 
past five years, according to a 
survey published this week. 

The survey of unit-linked 
pensions, produced by Money 
Marketing magazine in asso¬ 
ciation with Clay & Partners, 
the actuary, shows that a 60 
year old man investing a 
single premium of £1.000 in 
the Prudential’s managed 
fund in July 1988 would 
receive a payout of E1.255. 
This is less than two thirds of 
the return produced by Bri¬ 
tannic Assurance, the top¬ 
performing company. 

The survey compares unit- 
linked returns paid out on 
March 1. 1993. with those 
offered by with-profits poli¬ 
cies. the traditional alterna¬ 
tive- The performance of unit- 
linked investments is directly 
related to the performance of 
the underlying funds invested 


in shares and other assets. 
With-profits investments rely 
on actuarial discretion to pro¬ 
vide a smoother return. The 
survey shows that despite 
strong stock market perfor¬ 
mances at the end of foe five 
year period, with-profits poli¬ 
cies out-performed unh- 
linked policies. 

The Prudential does not 
fare much better in foe regu¬ 
lar premium table, ranking 
46th out of 58 companies over 
five years. If the 60-year-old 
man had invested £50 a 
month (£3,000 in total) in the 
same hind since July 19S8, he 


would receive a payout of 
£1136]. Prudential's unit- 
linked personal pension busi¬ 
ness only comprises 10 per 
cent of total personal pension 
funds under management 

Tony Kempster, sales and 
marketing director for Pru¬ 
dential Financial Services, 
said changes were made to 
improve performance in 1990, 
but these do not yet show up 
in five-year tables. 

The survey's figures, which 
assume a common investment 
return of 9 per cent, show foe 
alarming effect that high 
charges can have on payouts. 


A 60 year old man who 
started investing £50 a month 
last July towards his retire¬ 
ment in 1998 would receive 
£4,237 if there were such a 
thing as a pension policy with 
no charges. Rothschild Asset 
Management comes closest to 
this, with £3.924. a 7 per cem 
reduction in payout Capitol

Richard Pugh, chair man of

D espite QVCs moves 
up market, the large 
catalogue companies 
selling a very wide range of 
goods are more likely to be 
a fferf pH by it than the special¬ 
ist dothing mail order firms.

It seems unlikely 
that large numbers of people 
are going to spend a consider¬ 
able amount of time just 
watching advertising on 
television.” 

Nick Hawkins, a retail ana¬ 
lyst at Klein wort Benson, 
says: T would be surprised if 


any catalogue company is 
shaking its shoes at the mo¬ 
ment Grattan tried it on the 
old BSB, in conjunction with 
some Irish company. It obvi¬ 
ously didn't work, but that 
could have been because of 
the dearth of viewers.” 

Much more interesting for 
catalogue companies would 
be the launch of an interactive 
teleshopping service, “but 
that’s years away”. Mr Haw¬ 
kins said. Teleshopping cus¬ 
tomers dial up specific 
product ranges whenever they 
choose. “If I wanted, say, a 
new pair of trousers, I would 
dial up “trousers” and view 
everything they had in a 
specific price range.”

Annoying bank 
account change

Sir, Yesterday I received a 
f^andard letter from ray local 
branch of UoydBank, where 
my wife and I have had our 
accounts for many years, in¬ 
forming me that in less than 
two weeks my account would 
be administered from another 
branch ten miles away and my 
account number will be 
changed. My new account 
number has yet to be dis¬ 
closed. These changes would 
be effe c te d with as little incon¬ 
venience as possible to the 
customer! 

An enclosed printed form 
(which indicates that this re¬ 
organisation is to be wide¬ 
spread among bank brandies) 
informs die customer that he 
or she will have to notify 
employers, and every other 
source of regular income or 
payments, of the change of 
account number. In my case, I 
am now burdened with die 
duty of informing four sources

of pension payments, but 1 
cannot do so until after the 
change has been made. Since I 
receive my pensions monthly, 
these sources need at least one 
month’s notice of change, al¬ 
though tiie bank has given me 
less than two weeks’ notice. 

The changes will also mean 
that all customers will have to 
be issued with new bank 


cards, new cheque books and 
new paying-in books with the 
new account numbers primed 
on them. No explanation is 
offered for making these 
changes, which are certain to 
cause great inconvenience and 
annoyance to customers.

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Newmarket trainer has Prixide l’Arc de Triomphe in his sights 

Stoute seeks to climb highest peak

MICHAEL Stoute’s first taste 

of raring came at the age of six. 

when he entered Garrison 
Savannah racecourse in his 
native Barbados by scaling a 
rickety ladder leaning against 
the perimeter walL 

He has not stopped ascend¬ 
ing racing’s equally risky lad¬ 
der since, and tomorrow he 
attempts to gain a footing on 
one of its highest rungs by 
winning the Ciga Prix de I'Arc 
de Triomphe with Opera 
House or EraoudL 

Stoute, 47. has 17 dassic 
victories to his name, headed 
~by the triumphs of the ill-fated 
Shergar. Yet offered the choice 
between further domestic 
success in the Derby, the 
Oaks, and the Guineas or 
securing Europe’s middtedis- 
tance jewel, he has no doubts. 
**l would love to win the Arc. 
more than any other race in 
Europe.-he says. 

The desire to conquer new 
peaks has contributed to 
Stoute being champion trainer 
three times and a permanent 
fixture near the top of die 
trainers’ table since 1979. It is, 
however, an ambition tem¬ 
pered by realism. 

This spring, he was invited 
to talk to the London Raring 
Club and was asked if he had 
a 2,000 Guineas colt Was 
there a Derby horse in the 
yard? Did he have something 
lined up for die Oaks? “I said 
■no. no. no’ and one person 
said I must be disappointed. I 
said ‘no. the bigger disap¬ 
pointment would be to kid 
yourself you have got this 
calibre of horse and then 
discover you havenT."* 


Stoute was under no illu¬ 
sions in March that 1993 
would not be easy. The deri¬ 
sion by the Aga Khan two 
years earlier to pull out of 
British raring hit Stoute hard¬ 
est Worse followed last winter 
when Shaikh Mohammed re¬ 
duced substantially die year¬ 
ling intake to both Stoute and 
Henry Cedi; a strange move 
given that they are the only 
British trainers to have given 
him domestic dassic winners.

BLACK, the colour of Wasps' shirts, 
will help focus the players from todays 
Courage Clubs Championship match 
at Leicester as they troop south for the 
first national squad training of the 
season.

Harlequins 
are using all their resources and have 
taken toe opportunity to rest Moore,

await him and other established 
England players later this season. 

Only four specialist lock forwards 
were in the original 46 and of those, 
Martin Bayfield of Northampton, is 
forced to rest by a recurring neck 
injury. “We are slightly concerned 
about Martin, but his long-term wel¬ 
fare is toe main thing.” Geoff Cooke, 
the England team manager. sakL 

Bayneld capped 12 times, is doubtful 
for toe start of the divisional champ¬ 
ionship in a fortnight, games that 
Cooke regards as vital to toe construc¬ 
tion of the national side. “I dont 
foresee a situation in which we can do 
without the championship,” Cooke 
said “irs another filtering process 
which is particularly important for 
England because we have so many 
players. And naturally enough we see 
toe national priority as paramount We 
don’t want to get into a situation like 
football where the dubs dominate at 
toe expense of the national team.” 

Even so, Cooke would enjoy toe sight 
of greater quality in todays round of 
Courage matches: “Most teams have 
got off to a slow start." Tony Russ, 
Leicester's director of rugby, said His 
dub ended last season in third place. 


one behind Wasps, and developed a 
momentum that carried them to suc¬ 
cess in the PiUtington Cup but which 
they have yet to recover this season. 

Indeed Russ has pondered toe value 
of pre-season tours after his dub’s visit 
to South Africa in August and to 
Canada two years ago failed to 
translate into instant authority when 
toe domestic season started “It takes 
people time to move into top gear and 
in previous seasons we would just be 
starting toe comp e ti tive programme,"

The champions, Bath, will miss their 
playmaker. Stuart Barnes, for the 
derby match with Gloucester, who are 
unchanged Barnes has a severely 


bruised knee and Mike Catt, who 
thought he was replacing Tony Swift 
on the wing, moves up to his natural 
position at stand-off half at toe 
Recreation Ground. Adedayo 
Adebayo, the England A player, fills 
the vacancy on the wing. 

Barnes, Catt and Adebayo are 
among toe 14 Bath players due to train 
tomorrow with England, as is Jona¬ 
than Caliard who is rapidly making 
ground in pursuit of Jonathan Webb's 
England full bade place. Caliard. who 
will sport a headguard after a wound 
requiring 15 stitches sustained last

McGeechan’s 
mantle sits 
easily on his 
replacement 


Alan Lorimer meets the new Scotland rugby 
union coach whose eminent predecessor 
was renowned both as thinker and strategist 


A t a time when Scottish 
football is facing ago¬ 
nising decisions about 
who should succeed Andy 
Roxburgh, rugby union in 
Scotland is about to go 
through a much less turbulent 
hand-over. Rugby's well-oiled 
system has ensured that a 
successor to Ian McGeechan 
was always in place and it was 
no surprise when Douglas 
Morgan was chosen as the 
new Scotland coach. 

Emulating McGeechan — 
universally regarded as one of 
the great thinkers in the game 
— might seem a daunting task 
for Morgan but he has suffi¬ 
ciently strong credentials to 
establish himself in his own 
right It is with respect rather 
than awe that Morgan re¬ 
gards his predecessor whom, 
he acknowledges, was "by far 
the best prepared coach". 

As a player, Morgan won 21 
Scotland caps and twice repre¬ 
sented the British Isles, play¬ 
ing alongside McGeechan in 
both teams. His most memo¬ 
rable game was the fourth 
international against New 
Zealand in 1977 in which be 
scored all the lions' points 
with a by. a penalty goal and 
a conversion. He will be 
remembered as a player who 
could not only pester the life 
out of opposing scrum halves 
but as one who could be 
wonderfully creative as weD, 
particularly so in the sevens 
game where he enjoyed enor¬ 
mous success with his dub, 
Stewart’s-Melville Former 
Pupils. 

Morgan started his senior 
playing career with MdviDe 
College FP and quickly be¬ 
came a dominant inftupnne- a 
role that did not diminish 
when his dub amalgamated 
with Daniel Stewart’s FP to 
become Stewart’s-MelviHe 
FP. At Inverieith, Morgan 


was both orchestra leader and 
conductor. The call to coach 
the Edinburgh side came in 
1981, toe year he retired from 
playing. 

By 1983, along with Derrick 
Grant Morgan was involved 
in preparing the Scotland B 
team. By 1989. after a string of 
successes with his dub, Mor¬ 
gan was brought into the full 
coaching team to be groomed 
for further tasks ahead. 

It would be surprising if 
Morgan's thinking about toe 
Scottish game was vastly dif¬ 
ferent from that of his prede¬ 
cessor. After all the two men 
developed in parallel and 
hold a mutual regard for one 
another. “We have become toe 
best of friends through rugby 
and have practically lived in 
one another's pockets,” Mor¬ 
gan said. He sees “the low 
number of rugby players in 
Scotland relative to other 
countries as a perennial diffi¬ 
culty feeing any Scottish 
coach." 

Morgan. 46, is one of those 
who would like to see an 
improvement in the standard 
of play among toe leading 
dubs. “We must have our top 
players performing at a high¬ 
er level if we are to continue to 
compete successfully on the 
international stage,” be 
asserted. 

“This season we have made 
a start by setting up an inter- 
district championship with 
toe Irish provinces and be¬ 
tween November 6 and 20 
November we have four 
matches against New Zealand 
and three against Auckland. 
My only hope is that we have 
not bitten off more than we 
can chew." 

One factor in Morgan’s 
favour is the legacy of relative 
success fay Scotland in recent 
seasons, a success fuelled 
perhaps by a constant opti-

mism even when the prophets 
of doom were in full cry. “Few 
people gave os much of a 
chance last season and yet we 
finished second in toe five 
nations* championship," he 
pointed out te mperin g his 
obvious sense of pleasure at 
confounding the pundits with 
a sense of realism. 

“The game against toe 


French in Paris was disap¬ 
pointing. We had a lot of 
pressure but did not have the 
mental hardness to finish." he 
said. “A southern hemisphere 
side would have the hunger, 
desire and sheer mental 
toughness to turn pressure 
into points.” 

This season Morgan is for¬ 
tunate to have inherited al¬ 


most the same set of Scotland 
players. The one notable ab¬ 
sentee will be Gary Arm¬ 
strong, who has decided to 
stand down for the time being. 
But despite this loss Morgan 
feels there are a number of 
pluses. 

“The players who went cm 
the Lions’ tour should all be 
wiser," he said, no doubt 


privately recalling that in toe 
seasons following each of the 
past two Dons’ tours, Scot¬ 
land achieved grand slams. 

Achiropodist by profession. 
Morgan had neat footwork as 
a player, but it will be mental 
agility that will be toe prime 
requisite if he is to keep 
Scotland in toe top flight of 
world rugby. 


Injuries forcing Llanelli 
to test depth of squad 


McLauchlan chosen to handle

A YEAR ago Llanelli had 
romped away from toe field in 
the first division of the 
Heineken League. They aver¬ 
aged 46 points a match in toe 
opening month, despite their 
come-uppance against Swan¬ 
sea,- now toe league champi¬ 
ons are on a relative pittance 
of 26 a match, they have lost to 
Swansea again and today play 
Cardiff, who have adopted 
their high-scoring role, at toe 
Arms Park. 

In five games thus far 
Cardiff are averaging 47 
points a match though, until 
today, they have- played only 
Pontypridd of die top five 
dubs. But they catch Llanelli 
on toe hop. unable to confirm 
a team because of a string of 
injuries which has removed 
three prime backs and three 
forwards from contention, 
while fitness teste today will 
confirm whether four others 
may also be sidelined. 

Rupert Moon. Llanelli’S 
captain, phlegmatically ac¬ 
knowledges that his players 
are required by everybody: in 
toe last week by Wales A and 


West Wales, so that dub 
training has gone by toe 
board. “That’s the challenge 
success brings,” he said and 
suggested that some of toe 
young Scarlets who played for 
the club’s under-21 side in the 
Boston tournament in August 
might find themselves sud¬ 
denly elevated. 

Cardiff, though Trussing toe 
injured Cotin Lair/, hope that 
Michael HaU. their captain, 
has recovered from Alness to 
help to sustain their unbeaten 
league record. “It will be more 
than just another game,” Alex 
Evans, their Australian coach, 
said. “But we are treating it as 
the next fixture of a long 
season that will be another test 
of our squad." 

Compared with toe hoopla 
in the main stadium next door 
during the night, Cardiff’s 
game may appear low key. 
Down toe coast however, 
those two near-neighbours. 
Aberavon and Neath, wall be 
at it hammer and tongs. 
Aberavon. under toe guidance 
of Clive Rowlands, have ac¬ 
quired a dogged resilience this 


season and Neath, having 
changed half their pack from 
that which chastised Swansea 
last weekend, will have to 
work hard to maintain their 
pursuit of Cardiff. 

Meanwhile, the Japanese, 
provided they have not been 
washed away in West Wales, 
play Dunvant in the second 
game of their tout. This was 
originally scheduled as toe 
opening match but was subse¬ 
quently switched, which gave 
toe Japanese toe dubious priv¬ 
ilege of feeing Wales A at 
Llanelli last Wednesday and a 
61-5 hammering which left 
even their disciplined group 
downcast 

Six of that side retain their 
places, including Tupo 
Faamasino. the Western Sa¬ 
moan centre who left the field 
injured. Bruce Ferguson, toe 
Fijian lock, plays his first 
game alongside Yoshihiko 
Sakuraba who. at 6ft 3in and 
16$t 71b. is the biggest native- 
born player in the squad. That 
alone suggests the size of 
Japan’S problem during their 
six matches. 


IAN McLauchlan, who cap¬ 
tained the Scotland rugby 
team 19 times during toe 
1970s, was yesterday appoint¬ 
ed to handle the off-tne-field 
earnings of players in the 
Scottish squad McLauchlan ^ 
Edinburgh-based company 
will organise players’ appear¬ 
ances and be responsible for 
generating money. 

Gavin Hastings, the Scot¬ 
land captain, said yesterday: 
“Our job is to play winning 
rugby and this will help our 
commercial activities. It is up 
to lan to maximise un¬ 
success." 

Success was a familiar part¬ 
ner to McLauchlan during his 
playing career. He was 
capped 43 times for Scotland 
and made eight international 
appearances for the British 
Isles during toe 1971 and 1974 
tours of New Zealand and 
Smith Africa. 

McLauchlan is already 
heavily involved in rugby 
sponsorship. He acted as the 
broker between toe Scottish 
Rugby Union and McEwan’S, 
sponsor of the national league 
and district championship. 


This weekend, meanwhile.

Townsend Scotland’s top 
standoff halves, will be spec¬ 
tators to their dubs’ matches 
in the McEwan’S champion¬ 
ship today.

Today, they face 
another stiff test, this time 
against Stirling County, the 
championship leaders. 

The match at the Green¬ 
yards today will provide 
further opportunities for sev¬ 
eral players to advance their 
case for selection in either the 
national, A or development 
sides to play against toe New 
Zealanders. The loss of Chal¬ 
mers and Townsend will 
make it important that Gra¬ 
ham Shid is seen to perform

Shiel won his 
first cap in that position dur¬ 
ing the 1991 World Cup, when 
he came on as replacement for 
Chalmers against Ireland. 

There will be close scrutiny, 
too, of [an Jardine. toe Stirling 
centre, whose tackling must 
make him a candidate for the 
Scotland team.

Lustre fades from leading lights 


T he door to the cabinet 
containing the leading 
prizes in women's ten¬ 
nis is opening. Prised open 
first with a knife, which was 
plunged into die bade of 
Monica Seles in April h has 
creaked further ajar this 
week. 

Martina Navratilova has 
acknowledged that she is 
running out of time and Steffi 
Graf has admitted that she 
has run out of motivation. 
The triumvirate, since Chris 
EverfS swansong in Paris 
seven years ago, nave among 
them collected all but two of 
the last 27 grand slam titles. 

The contribution of Navra¬ 
tilova. the most prolific cham¬ 
pion in the history of die 
women's game, has dwindled 
to nought since Wimbledon 
in 1990. Three weeks short of 
her 37th birthday, she an¬ 
nounced that she would retire 
from singles competition 
after the US Open next year. 

Less than four months after 
her 24th birthday, Graf has 
revealed that her appetite has 
waned. “I have won every¬ 
thing, achieved all that I 
wanted," she says in Bild 
Zeitung, a German news¬ 
paper. “I have no more goals, 
no targets, in tennis any 
more." 

Unbeaten in the enforced 
absence of Seles, she is on the 
verge of winning four 
successive grand slam tides 
(in 1988 she achieved an 
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unprecedented golden slam 
by winning the Olympic 
tournament). 

But the constant pursuit of 
trophies is evidently wearing. 
rThis year was too much.” 
she complained. "I won’t do 

that again." 

A professional for a decade, 
she intends to dedicate more 
time lo her private Ufa Her 
consuming interests are 
Michael Bartels, a 25-year-old 
motor racing driver, decorat¬ 
ing her new apartment in 
New York City, photography 
and especially fashion. De¬ 
signing (shehas already pro¬ 
duced one collection of tennis 
outfits) is, she says, “a job for 
the future". 

Seles’s future remains less 
sure. The doctor tre ating her 
in Vafl. Colorado, has con¬ 
firmed that tire mental dam¬ 
age sustained by the shocking 
assault in Hamburg is deeper 
than the physical wound. 
The internal healing process 
is a long one," Richard 
Steadman said. It promises to 
take at least nine months. 

Seles, the winner of the 
Australian Open for the last 
three years, is still not certain 


to be able to defend tire title in 
Melbourne in January. Spec¬ 
ulation that her career might 
be over is misplaced but 
when she does come back, 
she is likely, particularly ini¬ 
tially, to be less than 
formidable. 

Such was her record before 
she was stabbed that even her 
only competitive rival was 
accustomed to finishing sec¬ 
ond. Seles, who has yet to 
turn 20, has lost only one of 
her last 56 grand slam match¬ 
es — against Graf in-the 1992 
Wimbledon final. ‘

N obody has chal¬ 
lenged their omnipo¬ 
tence .since Gabriela 
Sabatini for once fulfilled her 
potential at Flushing Mead¬ 
ow three years ago. Jana 
Narotna is the most talented 
but ’ as she demonstrated 
before crumpling tearfully 
onto the shoulder of the 
Duchess of Kent after this 
year's Wimbledon final she 
lacks the necessary fortitude. 

The nerves of the two most 
promising youngsters could 
be similarly ruptured in such 
circumstances. Mary Pierce, 


for example; was expected to 
stretch Graf at the US Open 
last month, instead she won 
only one game. So far she is 
known more for the misbe¬ 
haviour of her notorious 
father than for her own 
triumphs. 

Jennifer Capriati reached 
the semi- final of the French 
Open two months after turn¬ 
ing professional at the age of 
14. Three years later, without 
ever going beyond a grand 
slam semi-final she is 
described cruelly in her own 
American homeland as “a 
has-been before she’s ever 
been”. 

Magdalena Maleeva, the 
youngest of the three Bulgari¬ 
an sisters, is improving rapidr 
jy but the principal threats lie 
in more precocious youths. 
They are led by Iva Majoli. 
tiie 15-year-old Croatian who 
dosely resembles Seles in, 
background, looks and style 
as wdl as the infamous grunt 

Martina Hingis, a 12-year- 
old Swiss and the youngest to 
hold a grand slam junior title, 
Anna Kourikova, a Musco¬ 
vite of the same age, and 
Venus Williams, a 13-year-old 
American, are all considered 
to be future champions.

Dynasty foundering 

on uncompromising 
passion for success 


A s a player, Graeme Souness 
laced touches of velvet with 
spite. He could put his 
forwards in for a winning goal in 
any setting, or with equal disdain 
put an opponent out erf the game. 

He could control the rhythm 
and flow of football beyond other 
men's imagination. Yet there was 
also foreboding in the way he took 
to extremes the Liverpool maxim: 
"fight for the right to play". 

■ Now, as be tries to reincarnate a 
Liverpool team in his own image, 
the blood pressure rises alarming¬ 
ly. At 40, he has a vulnerable heart 
condition; he is a compulsive 
winner, and now his foam which 
cost millions of pounds has failed 
to score a goal, failed to register a 
point, and failed to stay within the 
bounds of legitimate hardness 
throughout the month of 
September. 

Arsenal, who visit Anfield this 
afternoon, are driven by a similar¬ 
ly driven Scot, though George 
Graham is not as bothered as 
Souness with style. The Gunners 
will take victory any way it comes, 
and have won on three of their last 
five visits. 

The feeling, with the Kop on its 
last tegs, is that trust between fans 
and manager has disappeared. 
The Koppites fear, as by now do 
some members of the board, that 
the Souness period could irrepara¬ 
bly damage Liverpool's finances. 

How can this be? Graeme 
Souness wants nothing more than 
to win. He pursues it with such a 
consuming passion that he has 
destroyed nis marriage. 

The word uncompromising fits 
Souness like an Armani suit He 
says, and he means, that if ever he 
had to sacrifice "proper football" 
for the long-ball game, he could 
have nothing to do with football. 
Liverpool fans, spoiled on success, 
are with him there. Yet they in 
their droves are not prepared to 
pay hard-earned cash, or even 
cash from the dole, to watch the 
Ruddocks, the Dicks, the Stewarts 
clog their way through despicable 
fouls. 

It is a betrayal of Liverpool's 
adage of playing hard but fair. 
Maybe it was not always fair — 
Souness himself. Tommy Smith, 


Jimmy Case and Steve McMahon 
always had a mean streak; but it 
was as controlled as it was 
intimidatory. In three European 
games since Souness took over, 
three of the team received red 
cards and he himself was banned 
from the touchline and the dress¬ 
ing-room; in 21 years before 
Souness. just two Liverpool play¬ 
ers, Kenny Dalglish and Maris. 
Lawrenson, were sent off 
Souness argued last weds that 
Neil Ruddock and Julian Dicks 
are good footballers, which indeed 
they aze. Bur his contention that if 
ever they stepped beyond die 
acceptable line of aggression, be 
would be the first to jump on them, 
raises speculation whether the 
Souness line is the same that 
everyone else follows. And when 
he says he will jump cm them.

hopefully he does not mean 
literally. 

There were times in his past 
when h happened. The Roma¬ 
nians. particularly, seemed to rile 
him. One, Lica Movfla, had his 
jaw broken in two places with 
what Souness called "the best right 
hook I ever threw". 

And yet the man has both a 
conscience and compassion. One 
of his greatest regrets was being 
sent off in his first match for 
Rangers after a tackle that resulted 
in nine stitches in the knee of 
George McChiskey. 

The match was on the ground of 
'Hibernian in Edinburgh, a stone’s 
throw from the back street where 
Souness was raised “I’d let my 
father down, humiliated him in his 
own street," reflected Souness. 
TToal was my lowest moment in 
soccer." 

And compassion? He had. in his 
early years at Rangers, whom he 


lifted from antiquity to a European 
force, a yoUng player called lan 
Durrani. When Durrani's career 
was ruined by a lunge from NeD 
Simpson, Souness. the tough guy. 
had almost a tear in his eye. “Why 
couldn't it be me in that hospital, 
not a kid who is starting out, a ltid 
who never hurt anybody in his 
lifer he asked 

There are Scots who will be 
eternally grateful that he came to 
shake up their game, and Scots 
more grateful still that Liverpool 
beckoned him south. David Mur¬ 
ray, the millionaire who rebuilt 
Rangers with Souness. made this 
withering observation; “Graeme, 
with his abrasive character, was 
needed by Rangers at five time. But 
the timing of his going was also 
right for Rangers. Wmi no disre¬ 
spect to Graeme, we needed a 
players' man, a professional foot¬ 
ball manager, and that's what 
Walter Smith is." 

What he inherited at Liverpool 
was the Shankly legacy, but also a 
team, a club, in tunnoiL The shock 
of Hillsborough still affected 
Liverpool the defection of 
Dalglish hurt them mare, and 
Souness, it has to be said, had to 
rebuild from an ageing squad and 
to trawl through quite unprece¬ 
dented injuries to first team play¬ 
ers. But Liverpool in the past in 
his past, did not have excuses; they 
had trophies. 

They also had a working tradi¬ 
tion. a dynasty which they felt to be 
indestructible. Bob Paisley, almost 
a pensioner when he assumed 
command, was careful with his 
inheritance, and cared for it 

"Ive done it here wily because 1 
can go from top to bottom of this 
club and get knowledge and 
comfort from people," Paisley said. 
“This is the essence of Liverpool 
the sharing at every level from the 
boot room to the chairman to foe 
tea lady." 

Souness. and to a degree 
Dalglish before him. dismantled 
some of that sharing, that trust 
They made for themselves a 
loneliness within the great dub. 
True, things were already (hang¬ 
ing from within. Sir John Smith, 
with a lifetime'of Liverpool admin¬ 
istration. stepped down from the 


chair. Peter Robinson, though still 
the chief executive, has never been 
quite as dynamic and sure in his 
control since the Hillsborough 
tragedy. And the new chairman, 
David Moores, despite bringing 
some of the Littiewoods fortune, 
still resembles a fen in awe of 
Souness. Moores appears neither 
strong nor experienced enough to 
guide or channel the manager's 
passions and his excesses.

GRAHAM Taylor waits and 
ponders which players will be 
fit after the weekend's games 
for the most crucial selection 
of his England management 
As be does so, the feeling is 
that he will stay as dose to the 
squad as he can for the match 
in Holland on October 13. 

Given the fighting display 
which destroyed Poland 34 
last month. Taylor might con¬ 
template only three changes: 
Lee Dixon for Rob Jones at 
right back, possibly Alan 
Shearer for Les Ferdinand, if 
the latter is still suffering from 
hamstring problems, and 
someone to replace the sus¬ 
pended Paul Gascoigne. 

There lies the crux. Eng¬ 
land possesses no Gascoigne 
replica in the Taylor squad. 
There are players, such as 
Andy Sinton. who can come 
in and make midfield a com¬ 
pact unit Bat against Hol¬ 
land. whose defence is as 
vulnerable as its attack is 
threatening, surely the better 
option would be to find a 
pfaymaker. to attack, or at 
least counter-attack, them? 

Who would this playmaker 
be?. Nigel Clough is not inci¬ 
sive enough. Matt Le Ussier 
has not been tried. Yet re¬ 
membering that when Gas¬ 
coigne was in harness 
England led the Dutch 24 at 
Wembley, and when be was 
absent they drew 2-2. it seems 
imperative to find someone of 
invention, sharpness and ex¬ 
perience. There are three such 
players performing in the 
Premiership. All of them have 
played abroad, ail are what 
might be considered “over 
age". 

I refer to Glenn Hoddle. 
Ray Wilkins and Gordon 
Cowans. In their mid-thirties. 
you 1 may think them venera¬ 
ble and vulnerable. Yet there 
is a precedent, at the highest 
level in the game, that sug¬ 
gests otherwise. 

A player called wafried 
Van Moer, at the age of 3S a 
small balding, Max Wall of a 
figure, stepped into Belgium’s 
team for die 1980 European 
championship and cajoled, 
stroked and guided his nation 
past England. Italy. Spain 
and Portugal to meet 
Germany In the final. 

Van Moer had been per¬ 
suaded out of semi-retire¬ 
ment. asked to leave the 
nuining of his bar, to become 


the midfield general that his 
manager. Guy Ttays. knew 
they could not function with¬ 
out. Sometimes he lasted 
barely an hour, but in that 
time his technical ability, his 
eye and accuracy in releasing 
the forwards, was largely 
responsible for taking a most¬ 
ly pragmatic team to within 
half-an-hourof the prize. 

Van Moo* did not have the 
physical conditioning with 
which Wilkins, wbo passed 37 
last month, continues to domi¬ 
nate midfield. The Belgian 
certainly could not be com¬ 
pared to Hoddle, 36 this 
month, for the sheer genius of 
his passing range, though 
Hoddle, it must be said, has 
chosen to return to the Pre¬ 
miership as a libero and not a 
midfield creator. 

Both Wilkins and Hoddle. 
with S4 and S3 international 
caps respectively, know the 
international scene and might 
inadvertently threaten Taylor. 
They are, after all candidates 
to succeed him whenever that 
time comes. 

Cowans, by contrast has 
already been selected for Eng¬ 
land by Taylor. You may 
remember that it was not a 
raging success when the man¬ 
ager preferred him to Gas¬ 
coigne for the match in 
Dublin two years ago. That 
however, was a different con¬ 
test no one would compare 
the game played by the ma¬ 
rauding Irish to the more

rhythmic and slower tempo of 
tiie Dutch. 

The form of Cowans has 
lately been impressive. He 
looked particularly adept, 
both technically and physical¬ 
ly, against Slovan Bratislava 
in the Uefa Cup. Small slight 
and despite his foil head of 
hair not dissimilar in many 
ways to the nimble Van Moer. 
Cowans is a mere stripling, 
who will not pass his 35th 
birthday until me end of this 
month. A relatively quiet 
man. he would not attract the 
same publicity that dither 
Wilkins or Hoddle might, and 
in Tayioris squad he would 
know his place. 

“My game is u> pass and 
put people in." he said recent¬ 
ly. “With all the pace we've got 
up front you need someone to 
spring the trap." Playing his 
27th European game for Villa 
last Wednesday, he did more 
than spring the trap.

Ferguson 
shuffles 
to bring 
in Keane

HONVED are behind them 
and Hillsborough beckons 
today for the multi-national, 
multi-talented millionaires 
of Manchester United. A 
change of competition will 
be met by an altered cast, but 
it is hard to foresee Alex 
Ferguson's team stumbling 
over their lines. 

Should United do what is 
expected of them and beat 
Sheffield Wednesday, and 
should Arsenal lose at 
Anfield, the champions will 
be six points clear in the FA 
Carling Premiership. With a 
quarter of the season almost 
gone, it would represent a 
sizeable gap. 

Wednesday, with War- 
hurst depaned and Hirst 
hurt have won only once in 
ten starts and may not have 
the firepower to unduly wor¬ 
ry the best defence in the 
land. United, having omitted 
Keane in midweek, will 
hardly be weaker for his 
inclusion — guaranteed by 
Ferguson yesterday — and 
even if ince fails to recover 
from a groin strain they have 
Robson in reserve. Somehow 
it hardly seems fair. 

Arsenal also make a 
change, this one enforced. 
Keown, who has a damaged 
hamstring, will be replaced 
by Unighan against a Liver¬ 
pool side seeking to avoid a 
fifth successive league defeat 
and without a Premiership 
goal since August 

Aston Villa, unbeaten in 
eight matches, entertain a 
Newcastle United team that 
will pose much less of a 
threat should Andy Cole, 
scorer of 22 goals in 21 
games, be ruled out by a leg 
injury. Victory for Villa, 
though, would not alter Ron 
Atkinson's view that Kevin 
Keegan should be the next 
manager of England. 

"If ever Graham Taylor 
derides to call it a day. 
Keegan appears to be his 
natural successor," the Villa 
manager said yesterday. 
"His stature in the game is 
just right for the job. He has 
had as dramatic an effect cm 
Newcastle as a manager as 
he did as a player." 


From ever-present to outsider 


LAST season, as Manchester 
United swept to the champ¬ 
ionship, Brian McCIair was 
ever-present This week, while 
the rest of the championship 
winners prepared for their 
European Cup second leg 
match with Honved. he was 
training with the reserves. 

Even by football's stan¬ 
dards, it is a strikingly sudden 
descent McCIair, like Andrei 
Kanchdskis. was a victim of 
the restrictions on tbe number 
of “foreigners" allowed to 
play in European competi¬ 
tions. but even that cannot 
disguise the fact that at the 
moment he is on the outside 
looking in. 

He is included in a 16-man 
squad for the match today at 
Hillsborough, where he 
scored twice on Boxing Day. 
but the only game he has 
started this season was a 
Coca-Cola Cup match at 
Stoke, where Ferguson’s 
changes left the league dis¬ 
cussing charging United for 
fielding a weakened team. 

“I don't regard bringing me

You 
can see his point Ferguson's 
second signing for United. 
McCIair has been regarded 
by many as almost the first 
name the manager wrote 
down every week, and the one 
player Ferguson felt he could 
rely on.

forward to score 20 league 
goals in a season since George 
Best but uncomplainingly he 
has been used in midfield or, 
against sides with dangerous 
attacking full backs such as 
Stuart Pearce, used to fill the 
space in front of them. 

Last season, with Bryan 
Robson injured, be played in 
central midfield, making an 
important contribution, not 
least with nine goals.

Howey lets title 
slip from grasp 
in last seconds

BRITAIN won its firsi medal 
at the world judo champion¬ 
ships here in Canada when 
Kate Howey took silver in the 
women's light-heavyweight 
division late on Thursday. 
Only a last-minute flurry of 
exceptional strength by 
Howeys Chinese opponent. 
Leng Chin'Hui. prevented the 
Briton from winning the final. 

Howey was one of the four 
Britons, out of a team of 14, to 
win an Olympic medal in 
Barcelona last year. Yester¬ 
day, she fought with the same 
composure and penetrative 
skill, reaching the final by 
beating Laetitia Meignan. the 
European champion from 
France. 

In the final, she opposed 
Leng, whom she had beaten at 
the Olympics when they were 
middleweights. “A year ago. 
she was nowhere near as 
strong as she is now," Howey 
said after their bout “I felt like 
a rag doll early in the fight" 

The Briton is remarkably fit 
and. in training, regularly 
squats down to a chair and 
gets up with 150kg on her 
shoulders. Yesterday, howev¬ 
er. she was tugged this way 
and that by Leng. who looks as 
if she shares some of the 
training secrets of her athletics 
and swimming c ol lea g ues, 
who so startled foe world with 
their reoent performances. 

Howey fdt her opponent 
tire midway through the bout 
scored a knockdown and was 
within six seconds of victory 
when the pair rose from 
tussling on the ground. The 
Chinese launched another at¬ 
tack and Howey, distracted, 
was dumped on to the mat 

At the age of 20. with three 
European junior titles behind 
her as well as a duster of other 
successes, Howey has plenty 
of time to win an Olympic or 
world title, provided she does 
not get bored with the endless 


driving up and down the M3 
from her home in Andover for 
training sessions. 

This seems unlikely, bear¬ 
ing in mind her attitude: “I 
love judo. I love the competi¬ 
tion; h’s the wanning, the 
standing on the rostrum.” 
With her employer, the book 
publisher ITPS, being consid¬ 
erate with time off for train¬ 
ing, and with a maturity and 
composure remarkable for her 
age. she seems certain to 
achieve the ultimate success. 
First though, she must under¬ 
go an exploratory operation 
this winter on damaged ankle 
ligaments. Then she hopes to 
be ready to resume her quest 
for an Olympic title. 

Much of her training has to 
be done with men because 
there are too few women with 
sufficient resilience to practice 
with Howey. “Sometimes, if 
men cannot throw me they 
lose their rag and I get 
battered." she said. “I would 
like to train abroad more often 
to get a variety of female 
partners." 

Diane Bell, who won a gold 
medal at the 1988 Olympic 
Games when the women's 
event was a demonstration 
sport was Britain's most im¬ 
pressive performer on the 
second day yesterday. Bell.

ens this year, began by 
throwing Cami Williams, of 
Sweden, within 15 seconds 
with an inner-thigh throw. 

In the next round, in a 
difficult contest against Mia 
Janosikova, of Slovakia. Bell 
was always dominant and 
deservedly took the decision. 
She repeatedly attacked with 
her favourite left-shoulder 
throw and almost earned a 
score with a sudden leg-grab. 

In the third round, ’she 
fought Jenny GaL of Holland, 
and although the Dutch¬ 
woman proved a stubborn 
opponent Bell gained one 
decisive knockdown with an 
ankle sweep to reach the semi¬ 
finals. 

The remaining British per¬ 
formances yesterday were dis¬ 
appointing. Ryan Birch, from 
Hull, lost his first bout on a 
split decision to Jason Morris, 
of the United States. Birch 
scored an early knockdown 
but then tried to defend his 
lead, conceded a penalty point 
and lost foe verdict 

Chloe Cowan, the British 
middleweight defeated Anne 
Pepper of Australia on a 
decision before meeting Wu 
Mei-ling of Chinese Taipei. In 
the later contest Cowan never 
looked liked scoring and lost 
the verdict 

However. Dave Southby. 
Britain’s middleweight from 
Cambridge, won his first bout 
by defeating Georgio 
Vismara. He scored two deci¬ 
sive knockdowns with leg 
grabs and held on. despite 
conceding a throw himself, to 
reach the next round. 

Elsewhere, the Japanese 
were still desperately trying to 
make up for their dismal start 
to the championships- Their 
men have failed to win any 
medal in the heavyweight or 
light-heavyweight divisions.

McManus compiled a 50 
clearance to steal the frame on 
the black. Swail’s confidence 
was shaken and the Scot then 
won the next three frames in 
succession, all comfortably, to 
earn a second round meeting 
with Martin Clark, who had a 
first-round walkover because 
of the serious illness of Doug 
Mountjoy. 

“Even when I was 31 be¬ 


hind 1 fancied winning" said 
McManus, who refuses to 
become impatient in his at¬ 
tempt to win a leading tourna¬ 
ment for the first time 
following appearances in five 
finals this year alone. 

Nigel Bond, the world No 9, 
became the first top-16 player 
to be eliminated. Bond was 
surprisingly beaten 54 by 
Andy Hicks, a former British 
junior champion from Tavi¬ 
stock, after establishing a 4-2 
lead. 

49, 35 and 
36 helped Hicks, an aggres¬ 
sive left hander who figured in 
the semi finals of last season's 
European Open, to win the 
dosing three frames.

European squash 
Open cancelled 

THE European Open squash championship, which was 
due to be held in Germany next month, has been scrapped 
because of the lade of sponsorshipThe previous sponsors 
withdrew after last year's event and the organisers have 
been unable to find any replacements for the tournament, 
which had been scheduled for Kiel between November 2 
and 7. It is the second European event to be called off for the 
same reason this year, the Dutch Open being the first 
Roger Eady. the chief executive of the Professional 
Squash Association, said yesterday "The loss is particularly 
disappointing, as it was one of our Super Series events, but 
the recession is biting hard in Europe and we appreciate the 
problems of finding sponsorship. 

"It would be wrong to say the news is all bad. We have just 
completed the first-ever big event in Dubai. Next month we 
have the second Qatar international and there are prospects 
of a subs tantial circuit in file Gulf and Middle East" 

Jordan call up Irvine 

MOTOR SPORT: Eddie Irvine, a forgotten man of British 
motor racing, will bolster the country’s five-strong Formula 
One contingent when he races for Jordan in the last two 
races of the season, in Japan and Australia, the team 
announced yesterday. Irvine, 27, who won the British 
Formula Ford title m 1987 — he was a contemporary of 
Johnny Herbert, Damon Hill and Mark Blundell — will 
become the fifth driver to partner Rubens Barricheflo in the 
Silverstone-based team. He has raced this season in the 
Japanese Formula 3000 championship. “I’ve got lots of 
experience at Suzuka,” Irvine said, “and that must be in my 
favour. 1 don’t particularly like h. but 1 go well there." 

Fogarty needs double

THE Turkish champions.

“Hopefully it is a good draw 
for us." Alex Ferguson, the 
United manager, said. “Turk¬ 
ish football has improved a lot 
in recent years, but Steaua 
Bucharest and Feyenoord 
were in our half of the draw, 
so it could have been much 
harder." 

European riches, though, 
will be that much harder to 
come by for England’s other 
three contestants. In the Cup 
Winners’ Cup. Arsenal will be 
fully tested by the Belgian 
side. Standard U£ge. while 
Aston Villa — and especially 
Norwich City — face demand¬ 
ing ties in the Uefa Cup. Villa 
were drawn against one of the 
better non-seeded teams in 
Deportfvo La Coruna, of 
Spain, while Norwich have 
the toughest task of all against 
Bayern Munich. 

It will be United’s first 
match against a Turkish side, 
and Ferguson admitted that 
he knew little about 
Galatasaray. “Well know 
enough by the time we play 
them." he said. He was hoping 
to have them watched this 


weekend, and said that speak¬ 
ing to Gordon Milne, the 
former Leicester City manager 
now in charge of 
Galatasarays Turkish rivals. 
Besiktas, “will be a priority*. 

Galatasaray, who complet¬ 
ed the double in Turkey last 
season, secured their ninth 
championship an goal differ¬ 
ence at Besiktas "s expense 
after winning their final 
game 8-0. but failed to impress 
while beating Cork City 3-1 on 
aggregate on Wednesday. 

Having started their cam¬ 
paign in Hungary. United wiD 
this time be at home in the first 
leg. “Obviously we would

THE VOYAGE SO FAR 



A fter an encounter with two Inland 
Revenue heavies, who demand 
£28.000 in unpaid tax. Nigel 
Wiliams decides to take to the Thames 
in a sculling skiff with two companions 
and a dog, as Jerome K. Jerome did 
more than a century before. “They can’t 
get you on the river," he says. 

TWo and a Half Men in a Boat tells 
the story of this echo of Jerome’s 
journey, details strange encounters with 
jobsworth lock-keepers, deviants in 
public lavatories, odd hems of Thames 
lore and history — and goes off at more 
comic tangents than die Thames has 
backwaters. 

He chooses companions to match 
George and Harris, the pair who 
accompanied Jerome in Three Men in a 
Boat They are JP. an anthropologist 
television star and traveller, who has 
been everywhere, including halfway up 
Everest and Alan, a BBC mandarin so 
grand that people say he sleeps in an 
Armani suit Williams also takes his dog 
Badger, a rough-coaled lurcher. ■ 
Wiliams and JP do aD the prelimi¬ 
nary work, hire a skiff of almost Jerome 
vintage from Constables of Hampton, 
and set out up the Thames from 
Kingston upon Thames. Alan, beset by 
meetings on the hour and telephone 
caDs to all parts of the globe, agrees to 
meet them further upriver, provided he 
can bring his mobile phone. 

Eventually Alan manages to join

Williams and JP on the skiff for a short 
time But after a gargantuan picnic near 
Henley. Alan departs in his chauffeur- 
driven limousine, feeling he has played 
his part in the adventure, and offering a 
champagne toast: To two and a faff 
men in a boat — and to half a man wefl 
out of it!" 

Williams's 1 byear-old son Ned takes 
Alan’s place and the skiff more or less 
follows Jerome’s journey, with the trio 
abandoning die boat, as Jerome did his. 
at Pangboume. On the way Williams 
reflects on Jerome: how be escaped from 


genteel East End poverty by becoming 
an actor, then a journalise bow he was 
never sure he was a comic writer how 
the critics hated Three Men and die 
public loved it how he became “the 
voice of the suburbs". 

In this extract Williams and JP-have 
completed the first leg of the journey, 
have argued over who rows, and have 
tied up for the night at Shepperton Lock. 
Sleeping on a leaky Lilo in foe skiff, 
Williams discovers that JP snores. A 
difficult night ensues. Next morning... 

FRANK JEFFERY 


J P was making breakfast 
He was crouched over 
foe camping gas stove, 
peering at it in a puzzled 
manner. He thrust his head 
down to die level of the floor 
and gave it a sidelong glance. 
Then, pursing his lips, he 
edged round it in a half-circle 
like a sheepdog, making abso¬ 
lutely sure the thing wasn’t 
going to leap up and bite him 
on the nose. 

“I’m trying to see if its on," 
he said, squinting at it from 
foe other side. The only way 
to teD if a camping gas stove is 
on is to stick your fingers in it" 
For a few moments I thought 
he was actually going to do 
fois. Instead he put a small 
kettle on top of the flame and 
hopped over to his rucksack. 

Prom it he took a small 
cylindrical object about the 
size of a pepper mill. It had a 
handle to one side. "Coffee 
grinder." he said. “A sherpa 
on Everest had to mind this 
every day as his daily duty.” 

I did not comment on fois. 
Nor did I say anything as he 
unpeeled a pack of bacon and 
put three or four rashers in a 
frying pan. Cooking in foe 
open air is a serious business. 
Cooking in the open air by 
men is a very serious business, 
and there are as many tribal 
taboos associated with it in the 
Thames Valley as there are 
among some tribes of Ameri¬ 
can Indians. Anyone who has 
ever been to a barbecue will 
testify to the truth of this. 

By foe time the lock-keeper 
had returned from taking his 
son to school, JP had managed 

to make and serve breakfast 
The coffee was good. too. I said 
I would wash up. White JP 
robed the pale green awning 
up away from the metal 
hoops. I packed away the 
rubbish, and by eight we were 
pulling the skiff into the lock. 

From Chertsey. where the 
river runs under foe M3 
motorway, up past Laleham 
and Staines, the Thames runs 
among flat meadows. There 
are bungalows, then long 
stretches of meadows, in 
which foe cows are arranged 


unroraantically against a 
background of distant roads. 
Here and there, faraway fac¬ 
tories shimmered in foe sum¬ 
mer haze. Beyond Laleham, 
on the west bank, is one of the 
marinas that have, since Je¬ 
rome’s day, more or less 
displaced the old boathouses. 

As we rowed upstream (we 
were doing half-hour shifts), 
we agreed foal there was 
something obscene about 
these places. 

“Gin palaces." said JP stern¬ 
ly. as we passed 30 or 40 white¬ 
hulled launches. “What is foe 
point of them?” 

A gigantic cruiser the size of 
a small minesweeper pulled 
up behind us an the port side 
and a rush of water slapped on 
the side of foe skiff. Sprawled 


out in the July sun on foe aft 
deck was a girl in a bikini. At 
foe helm, a man of about 50. 
pot-bellied, in large blue 
shorts. looked rather like Cap¬ 
tain Birds Eye in the fish- 
finger advert His craft 
seemed to be equipped with 
every conceivable aid to 
communication. 

“irs got radar!" said JP. 
“Presumably for spotting 
skiffs in the fog." 

I told him Matthew Arnold 
was buried at Laleham. He 
did not seem interested. Once 
on the subject of gin palaces, 
he would not be shifted. 

I had been rowing for only 
20 minutes. I said, and my 
hands were developing blis¬ 
ters. My neck felt as if some¬ 
one had just injected it with 
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Jerome K. Jerome’s comic masterpiece points the way 


concrete. JP said there was no 
fixed rule about how long we 
each rowed for. If I wished to. 
he said, smiling quietly, I 
might row on for hours. 

On the port bow another 
launch came level with us. We 
were both agreeing that this 
was a particularly stupid way 
of seeing the river when foe 
young man in charge of it 
leant out and called over to us. 

That looks like hard work," 
he called. “Fancy a tow?" 

The ethics of rowing are 
curious. Jerome acknowledges 
at least two occasions when he. 
George and Harris were 
towed, but people on foe river 
are still distinctly cagey abort 
it. It goes an. In some circles it 
is openly discussed. After a 
few drinks, rowing men will 
admit that they, or at least 
acquaintances of theirs, have 
been towed, but they are 
guarded on the subject 

Exactly how far you have 
bean towed (assuming you 
admit to having been towed in 
foe first place) is very tricky. It 
is obviously something that, in 
foe wrong hands, could wreck 
foe whole spirit of the river. If 
one did not keep a very careful 
watch on it. every single skiff, 
single and double, even canoes 
would be pimping along, wav¬ 
ing towlines and leering invit¬ 
ingly at passing cabin 
cruisers. 

The fact of the matter is this. 
Sometimes, if you have been 
rowing for three or four hours 
upstream in the blazing heat 
of a July morning, an offer of 
mechanical assistance can be 
very welcome. 

But you must never, when 
approached by a gin palace, 
launch, barge or cruiser., 
break down and ay with relief 
in front of them. You must 
never ask how far they are 
going or babble things along 
the Imes of how kind they are. 
or how nobody else on the 
river understands the agony 
that you are going through. 

Never say things like: 
“Christ yes, thanks. I’m 
knackered.” 

You should let them know 
by the way you carry yourself 




that although it might seem 
that they are doing you a 
favour, it is in fact the other 
way round. 

They are dull little people, 
plodding up from Marlow to 
Oxford, with nothing but the 
steering to worry about Fbr 
them the river is no more than 
a means to an end. By allow¬ 
ing them to hitch their miser¬ 
able rope to your boat you are 
letting them in on some an¬ 
cient ritual 

I will confess that I found it 
quite difficult to stifle my sobs 
of gratitude when this particu¬ 
lar pleasure craft made us its 
offer. But JP, who was steer¬ 
ing. saw the thing in the right 
perspective. 

“What do you think?" he 
said. “Is it ethical?" 

I let foe sweat trickle down 
on to my chest Then I said I 
thought it probably was. The 
launch came about our prow 
and idled about upriver. Now 
I was closer to it, -1 could see 
that foe man in charge was not 
your usual, pot-bellied, gin- 
swilling oaf, got up in some 
ghastly parody of a Royal 
Naval uniform. He was a 
bright and attractive young 
man who. if foe cards of life 
had been dealt differently, 
would have been hard at the 
sculls, as we were. There was 
something. I derided, almost 
saintly about him. He had a 
rugged, open, honest look. 

“How far are you going?” he 
said. 


“Oxford!" I said, before JP 
could reply. 

“We coiud take you as far as 
Windsor." 

JP got out foe Nicholson 
Guide to the Thames. While 
he was wondering, out loud, 
about the whole business of 
towing and airing some of foe 
important issues discussed 
above, I crawled to foe prow of 
file boat and, simpering at foe 
man’s two companions (who 
appeared to be Swedish), flung 
exit our towline. 


T he young man in 
charge bed us up. 
smiling slightly in a 
way that inspired 
total confidence. He was a 
muscular lad of about 25. 
s tripp ed to ffie waist in a way 
that suggested that he might 
be somebody who worked in 
foe open air. But an artist of 
some kind. too. Possibly, 1, 
thought, a landscape gardener 
or a manual labourer who 
wrote poetry. 

He seemed to combine phys' 
ical and mental grace in a way 
I could not remember having 
seen before. Was this, I won¬ 
dered, the beginning of my 

homosexual phase? My feel¬ 
ings tor him were intensified 
as the towiine snapped taut 
and we started to glide 
through the water. He rad, I 
thought a sort of heroic quali¬ 
ty as he stood at foe wheel 
scanning foe river ahead as 
Runnyirtede slid away behind. 


I waved brightly at him. Our 
prow bounced against foe 
wash from his boat 

“You all right?” said JP. as 
we tied up at Old Windsor 
Lode, tidily floating in behind 
the launch with the ease of a 
swan in motion. 

“Fine," I said. “Fine." 

The young man turned out 
to be an estate agent 

I confess that previously I 
had not had a high opinion of 
estate agents. But he was an 
exception. Property values are 
not always an interesting topic 
for discussion, but in his 
hands they became something 
exciting. 

“A two-bedroom house in 
Staines,” be said, as I watched 
our two boats rise up the kick, 
“is beyond belief. Prices are 
ridiculous.” 

I looked lovingly at foe rope 
that tied our two craft together 
— a symbol (I thought) of co¬ 
operation between different 
forces on foe river—and tried 
to take in foe depth and 
complexity of what he had just 
said. When the lock gates 
opened and we jerked to life 
behind the launch and started 
to slide up towards DatchetJP 
said to me “Are you fright¬ 
ened he will cast us adrift?” 

I thought it rather low of 
him to have spotted this. 

The launch ahead of us 
slowed. On foe starboard side 
was Eton College: we were at 
Romney Lock. The launch 
went into neutral and foe 


young Swedish girl leaned 
over foe stem, ready to untie 
our towline. 

Our skiff, still underway, 
ran for their stem. With foe 
oars shipped there was very 
little we could do to stop her. 
The Swedish giri went over the 
stem of their boat, and before 
JP or I could warn her that the 
skiff was too heavy for anyone 
to check, she reached desper¬ 
ately for our towline. The prow 
drove her hand into foe stem 
of their launch. 

I still don't know how badly 
she was hurt While we shout¬ 
ed our sympathy, her compan¬ 
ions put the boat round and 
headed bade for Windsor as 
test as they could. 

As they passed us the young 
man in charge of the boat told 
us not to worry. But he looked 
worried. 

JP and I pulled in below the 
lock and reflected upon the 
unfairness of life. How often is 
kindness rewarded in just this 
way. When the Good Samari¬ 
tan got to the next town, he 
was probably beaten up as a 

troublemaker. 

We- both got quite heated 
about this as we took the skiff 

through foe lock. 

"Anyway,” said JP, “you’ve 
saved yourself half an hours - 
rowing."

At first travellers were 
snooty. They already had 
quite enough to carry with all 
their hat boxes, parasols and 
painting equipment Most 
would not have considered 
staying at a hotel and were 
more interested in patronising 
the local casino than the locals 
in the bistro. 

However, more than 175 
years later, we have all be¬ 
come guidebook junkies, little 
caring that by strolling 
around with a guidebook we 
are screaming “gullible tour¬ 
ist", or that the most exotic 
creatures we are likely to meet 
are clutching the same sec¬ 
urity blanket 

The market seems limitless. 
More than 11 million indepen¬ 
dent travellers leave Britain 
each year, and the annual 
turnover in guidebooks is 
worth £23 million. As the 
travel market has expanded, 
so has the scope of the mod¬ 
em-day cultural cartogra¬ 


phers, until only Beirut has 
escaped their attentions. 

“People always want the 
latest guide with the latest 
cover and the most fashion¬ 
able format" says Sally New¬ 
man, buyer at The Travellers’ 
Bookshop, in London’s West 


Smaller publishers have 
gone for niches, such as Have 
Kids. Will Travel by Susan 
Grossman. There are hearty 
walking tours such as The 
Haute Route by the energetic 
Kev Reynolds, and even cat- 
lovers’ guides.

Other publishers have 
moved to overgrown holiday 
anecdotes, in which the author 
tells you how to get a stomach 
bug and meet a cartload of 
pygmies while on your moun¬ 
tain bike. Virago tried the 
women-only approach with 
hints on where to get your legs 
waxed in Rome The Lonely 
Planet guides sent off their 
researchers to listen to the 
lonesome cry of the go-away 
bird and find the cheapest 
phut-phut in Bangkok.

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Just as we thought the 
market was saturated, two 
new sets of guidebooks are 
trying to musde in on the 
shelves. One comes from the 
publishing house.Dorling 
Kindersley. which is bringing 
out its own series of Eyewitness 
guides. 

The other, one of the most 
innovative creations in years 
has been cloned above a 
pornographic magazine shop 
in London's Soho. Three years 
ago, David Campbell set 
about revitalising Everyman, 
which publishes hardback 
classics on cream paper in a 
doth binding at old-fashioned 
prices. 

Now Mr Campbell has 
bought the rights to a French 
guidebook extravaganza cre¬ 
ated by Pierre Marchand. a 
passionate autodidact who 
heads Gallimard. one of the 
most dynamic enterprises in 
publishing. 

The French five-year plan is 
for 200 titles, split 50-50 be¬ 
tween France and the rest of 
the world, with each book a 
collaboration by at least 40 
experts. Brittany has seven 
guides, while Paris, with typi¬ 
cal French modesty, is consid¬ 
ered too extraordinary to fit 
into a mere ten guides, let 
alone one. 

So far. Mr Campbell has 
concentrated on adapting the 
city guides that explore, 
through words, every sort of 
map. aerial photography and 
gold-leaf illustration, their 
history, natural world, cul¬ 
ture. art, architecture, music 
and food. 

“The whole principle is that 
locals can vise the guides as 
well, just as they did with 
Pevsner 50 years ago. which is 
why we will need at least ten 
in Britain. These are the Rolls- 
Royce of guidebooks, seven 


colours. 200,000 words and 
2.000 illustrations, all for £17," 
Mr Campbell says. 

“Few guides satisfy me, 
although 1 like the Cadogan 
series. When in Russia 1 use a 
1904 Baedeker, but now we 
will have Everyman. I think 
publishers will have to re¬ 
spond to a challenge that 
could be as influential as 
Baedeker was." 

But is this glittering vision 
of graphic design really a new 
breed of travel guide? Sir 
Simon Hornby, chairman of 
W.H. Smith, John Julius Nor¬ 
wich and Bernard Levin have 
all written effusive letters to 
Mr Campbell. Jan Morris, the 
travel writer, enthuses about 
the guide to Venice: “It is 
scholarly and mteQectua] 
enough to satisfy the serious 
traveller, colourful and excit¬ 
ing enough to attract the 
casual tourist" 

The publishers at Dorling 
Kindersley also fed that its 
travel books are breaking new 
ground. “Everyone wants 
visuals nowadays, and travel 
struck us as lagging behind 
gardening and cookery. While 
tiie French books are stylish 
and romantic, we are stylish 
and practical. Often travellers 
buy two guides, and we are an 
obvious second choice." 

Others are more cautious. 
Douglas Schatz. guidebook 
reviewer and director of 
Standfords map and travel 
bookshop, warns: “It is a 
crowded market A lot of 
people might buy them wire 
for the illustrations, but they 
will have to prove tbonselves 
in the field.

Louise Nicholson, guide- 
writer and author of The India 
Companion, is less im¬ 
pressed. Her main concern 
about the new guides is that 
they are produced to an 
agreed formula and by com¬ 
mittee. So you never get to 
know or trust your author. 
“The best guidebooks are one- 
offs from fanatics like Michael 
Haag's book on Egypt or 
Venice for Pleasure by 
J.G. Links. There are also far 
too many illustrations. It 
means you always arrive 
somewhere with preconcep¬ 
tions and are own disap¬ 
pointed." 

But if, as Robert Louis 
Stevenson remarked more 
than a century ago. to travel 
hopefully is a better thing than 
to arrive, the new guides will 
be perfect for whetting our 
appetites.

A utumn has been a 
time of celebration 
and merrymaking 
since the earliest 
days of humankind. The last 
sheaf of com was carried 
home triumphantly by the 
harvesters, -dressed up in 
many ancient cultures as a 
woman — a com mother or 
earth goddess. Commerce also 
had its comer in these celebra¬ 
tions; there were fattened 
sheep and cattle to be sold, 
cakes and songs to be 
bought, and necessities to 
be stocked fbr winter. 

From medieval times. 
Britain had its great au¬ 
tumn fairs, most of them in 
early October. One of the 
largest and most typical 
was the horse and cattle 
fair which took place every 
October 10 at Weyhill in 
Hampshire. Among its 
various rituals was the 
“homing of the cattle’, an 
initiation rite for young 
newcomers to the fair. The 
victim had a hat adorned 
with boms placed on his 
head, with a cup of ale 
inside ft. A verse was sung: 

So swift runs thejftx 
And so cunning runs the 
Jbx 

Why shouldn't this 

heifer 

Grow up to be an ax 
And get his living 
among the briars and thorns 
And drink like his daddy 
with a large pair of horns? 
Then the initiate drank the 
ale, and had to pay for half a 
Ion to be drunk by the 


The ancient 
harvesters* fairs 
have up-dated 
their appeal. 
Derwent May 
reports 



Thomas Hardy based the 
fair in The Mayor of Caster- 
bridge an Weyhill. It came to 
an end about 30 years ago; 
there are other ways of doing 
business now. 

But one survivor is to be 
found each year at Notting¬ 
ham: the great Goose Fair. 
First mentioned in the bor¬ 
ough records of 1541. it is 
thought to gets its name from 
the hundreds of fat geese that 
were herded in from Lincoln¬ 
shire and Norfolk to be sold. 

Now it is a classic funfair on 
the grand scale, with IS acres 
of amusements, showmen's 
caravans and the raucous

music of the fairground organ. 
This year's fair will be opened 
by the Lord Mayor of Notting¬ 
ham ringing a pair of silver 
bells at noon next Thursday, 
and continues until Saturday. 

Later, from October 28 to 31, 
Nottingham will host the Rob¬ 
in Hood Pageant at the castle. 
This event is only four years 
old. but tries to look 400. with 
its floodlit jousts, minstrels, 
jesters and banquets, mead, 
ale and rider. 

A more authentic celebra¬ 
tion that has been going on for 
more than 100 years is the 
Afwinton Border Shepherds 
Show, in Northumberland, 
which takes place next Satur¬ 
day. It is sometimes called the 
Rose and Thistle Show, 
because this lonely part of 
Northumberland abuts the 
Scottish border, and from both 
sides come participants whose 


ancestors fought each other. 
Surprisingly, the show has 
changed little over the years. 
Competitions are still held to 
find “three blanch leeks", “best 
four dropped scones", “best 
three dyed eggs". In the sheep 
section you can still find “best 
Blackface female sheep”—the 
candidates have their noses 
powdered as carefully as any 
woman's, and the winner gets 
£5 now compared with £1 
before the war. Among the 
few items dropped from 
the prize list is the evoca¬ 
tive “best mended worn 
article". 

The hounds race over the 
hills following an aniseed 
trail the young fanners 
wrestle or join the fell race, 
just as their fathers did. 
There are dressed walking 
sticks and shepherd’s 
crooks to be bought, some 
with a handle of polished 
sheep’s horn. 

Shows and fairs die. but 
new ones arise, oftenessen- 
tially the same in spirit A 
good example is the series 
of Craft and Design shows 
that have grown up over 
the past 20 years under the 
eye of Anne Beswick of 
Crossgates. Powys, and 
her mother before her. 
There are four shows a 
year, and the autumn one 
is the Southern Counties 
show, to be held at the 
Makings. Farnham, Surrey. 
October 22-24. The aim is to 
provide a shop window for ■ 
craftsmen. This year you can 
buy or commission work from 
100 exhibitors: stationery 
made from hand-marbled 
paper by Ann Muir, down 
mobiles by Sue Shepherd, 
marble jewellery from Annette 
Gabbedey, and cutlery, furni¬ 
ture and leather goods. 

Nobody quite knows when 
children started playing conk¬ 
ers wrtf\ the fruit of the horse- 
chestnut tree. The first 
recorded game was at New¬ 
port Isle ofWight in 1848, but 
long before, a similar game 
was played with hazel nuts. 

For the past 28 years there 
has been a World Conker 
Championship, which takes 
place this year on October 10 
on the village green at Ashton,

near Oundle in Northampton¬ 
shire. The competitors, with 
their conquerors (which is 
what “cankers", seems to 
mean) are appropriately sur¬ 
rounded by a fine group of 
horse-chestnut trees. There is 
an entrance fee of £5, and 
conkers and strings are pro¬ 
vided by die Ashton Conker 
Club. They must be large and 
round — “cheesers" or flat- 
topped conkers are no use. 

The winners so far have all 
been British, except for a 
Mod can in 1976. About 4.000 
spectators are expected.

other starlings flew overhead. 
Ir was persisting with its 
daytime behaviouT. defending 
its nest-hole against possible 
invaders. Doubtless a few 
minutes later it flew up to join 
them in Trafalgar Square. 

Many of the birds come 
back to the same spot ot a 
ledge every evening. There 
they shuffle about and quarrel 
and chatter all night. On very 
cold nights they huddle wing 

to wing. They cannct & l ™ , 
unbroken sleep, but they feel 
safe. They began this roosting 


in London on a large scale at 
about the beginning of the first 
world war. and they have also 
invaded many other towns. 
They whitewash every build¬ 
ing they sleep on, and at¬ 
tempts are always being made 
to gel rid of them. Some years 
ago. in Belgium, an immense 
flock started roosting in some 
cherry orchards. They were 
blasted out with dynamite, 
and three-quarters of a million 
birds were killed- Within a few 
years, their numbers had com¬ 
pletely recovered. 


Starlings also form big 
roosts in the country, in woods 
and copses, especially among 
prickly blackthorn and haw¬ 
thorn. Here the woodland 
floor is devastated by their 
droppings. In the country, 
you can see spectacular sights 
before they settle down. The 
flocks unite and part and meet 
again in the sky, sometimes 
catching up a passing 
woodpigeon in their aerial 
dives, leaving it bewildered. 
From a distance, they look like 
swirling plumes of smoke. 

IN THE morning, starlings 
do not leave their roosts with 
one ear-cracking roar of 
wings, but set out in groups, 
flying in all directions, at 
about three-minute intervals. 

They go back to their own 
localities, forage, keep an eye 
on their nest-holes, sing in a 
desultory way. They may de¬ 
scend on a garden or field and 
leave the grass full of holes 
where they have been digging 
for insects. Now you can see 
that their plumage is not just 
blade, but spangled with 
lighter dots, with a glossy 
green or purple sheen when 
they catch the light 

They are energetic and suc¬ 
cessful scavengers, and often. 
have time to spare, sitting in 
idle groups on a bare branch. 
But as the winter sun sinks, 
they are off again — for 
another long night on the tiles.

David Frost left the City to seek his fortune in the country. Fiona Beckett reports on the swap of balance sheet for food scales 

Pasta with a slice of Pavarotti 


C irenoester is a pleas¬ 
ant market town in 
Gloucestershire, the 
kind of place where 
you might imagine finding 
rosy-cheeked butchers and 
well-bred women shopkeepers 
selling hand-made chocolates; 
not a place where you'd expect 
to come across a flamboyant, 
bow-tied showman selling 
three different types of risotto 
to the strains of Pavarotti from 
a tape. Bui then. David Frost 
is not your average deli owner. 

A former merchant banker, 
Cambridge graduate with a 
diploma from the elite Lnsead 
business school at Fontaine¬ 
bleau. France, sax player and 
former co-director of the Ox¬ 
ford and Cambridge Shake¬ 
speare Company, Mr Frost at 
46 has as varied a set of 
qualifications as any shop¬ 
keeper in Britain. 

Mr Frost's deli is small. 
Called Number One, it occu¬ 
pies half of a traditional bow- 
fronted shop on the comer of 
Cirencester's main market 
square. The other half is 
occupied by a wine merchant. 
Wind rush Wines, which also 
benefits from the Pavarotti. 

Crammed into the deli's 125 
square feet are a profusion of 
salamis, cheeses, p&igs. olives, 
oils and vinegars, home-made 
pasta sauces and salads, fash¬ 
ionably grilled vegetables, spe¬ 
ciality breads from the Hobbs 
House bakery at Chipping 
Sodbury, Avon, and patisserie 
from Maison Blanc in Witney. 
Oxfordshire. The selection has 
a strong Italian bent reflecting 
Mr Frost's passion for Italy (he 
speaks fluent Italian, picked 
up from a part-time job as a 
student tourist guide). 

He bounds Floyd-like 
among his stock, brimming 
with enthusiasm. “These sar¬ 
dines are amazing," he says. 
"Haricots des Landes: now 
these are really gorgeous. You 
wouldn’t believe they were 
tinned... Calabrian sun-dri¬ 
ed tomatoes — much better 
than the Californian cates 
which are kiln-dried and don’t 
have that sunshiny taste; these 
are marinated in oil and herbs 
and are really magic. We sell 
huge quantities.'* 

Mr Frost even raves about 
his meat sticer. "This is a 
chain-feed meat slicer. I saw it 
in Harrods and vowed I was 
going to have one. It cost 
£5.000 and I love it." 

The deli is the latest outpost 
of a food group that includes a 
cafe takeaway and catering 
business. It all began 14 years 
ago when Mr Frost dropped 
out of a fast-track career as a 
merchant banker. “I suddenly 
had enough. I could never 
quite get behind taking large 
amounts of money for not 
doing anything.” He went to 
help a showbiz friend to ran a 
cafe at the arts centre in 
Cirencester for £4,000 a year, 
a fraction of his former salary. 
“I had always been interested 
in food. I cooked my first

really 


proper meal when I was 13. 
We eventually ate about 9pm. 
which was just before my 
bedtime. I remember it was 
gazpacho and wiener schnitzel 
and I thought it was very 
sophisticated." 

It was while he was at die 
cafe that he had a chance 
encounter with the late Jane 
Grigson. the cookery writer 
who was then living nearby. 
"One of our specialities was a 
chocolate biscuit cake. This 
lady walked in and said: ‘My 
daughter says I must try this’. 
She asked for the recipe for an 
article she was writing. When 
I found out who she was I said. 
‘Oh God, you’re my favourite 
food writer — of course you 
can have the recipe’. 

“Later, when I started my 
own cafe and catering busi¬

Next followed a sandwich 
bar and takeaway, a few 
minutes walk away, which 
dispenses sandwiches and 
filled baguettes freshly baked 
on another first-rale gadget at 
the back of the shop. This is a 
retarder/prover/bake-off 
unit.” Mr Frost says proudly. 
Tt turns from a fridge into a 
warming oven, injects steam 
into the loaves and then 
switches itself into an oven.” 
He also has a pasta machine 
and a coffee roaster, which he 
picked up from a grocer who 
had gone bust 

The sandwich bar and 
takeaway, which las proved 
die most financially successful 
part of the empire, has en¬ 
abled him to indulge another 
childhood enthusiasm: hot salt 
beef. “During the school holi¬ 
days in north London 1 used to 
work at a place called Leslie’s 
Salt Beef Bar in Golders 
Green which did the most 
wonderful salt beef." He is 
disappointed that die locals 
prefer a baguette to the tradi¬ 
tional rye sandwich. 

The most glamorous part of 
the business is the catering 
side, which handles a range of 
functions from private dinner 
parties to weddings, and ham¬ 
pers to hunt balls: "very higft- 
dass catering for people who 


are prepared to pay for it" as 
Mr Frost puts it His special¬ 
ities are pig roasts, and early 
morning breakfasts at which 
he stages his Great Omelette 
Show, a theatrically lit spec¬ 
tacular with uniformed chefs 
producing a range of five 
different omelettes for up to 
2.000 at a time. 

He regularly caters for the 
Cirencester Polo Chib, which 
must be the only polo'dub in 
the country to have themed 


lunches. They have induded 
Tales of the Raj. an American 
Independence Day lunch and, 
never tar from Mr Frost’s 
heart nuava curina Italiana. 

Mr Frost admits that he is in 
his element with the catering 
side, frequently starting the 
night at one function and 
ending up cooking breakfast 
at another. The thing about 
outside catering is that every 
night's a first night. I suppose 
it satisfies the histrionic in 


me... What I would 
like is to be on TV."

Winning whey with curds 


AS A schoolboy I often spent 
weekends in Cambridge with 
my Polish grandparents. After 
their initial questions, always 
the same, and my replies, 
usually the same, that neither 
my school grades nor my 
health were in decline, the 
plats du jour were served. 

Among my favourites were 
cheese-flavoured kluski (simi¬ 
lar to gnocchi), pancakes filled 
with cheese, or pieroszki 
(cheese-filled ravioli). These 
were followed by endless 
glasses of lemon tea accompa¬ 
nied by cheesecake, or per¬ 
haps rye-bread topped with 
my favourite cheese and drip¬ 
ping with honey. 

It did not really occur to me 
that it was almost a case of 
cheese with everything. Nor 
efid it matter in the lease that 
the same type of cheese, curd, 
was used in each instance. 
Curd cheese, or twarog to my 
grandparents, is a traditional 
and versatile element of Polish 
cooking. 

Curd cheese gained its pop¬ 
ularity for reasons of practical¬ 
ity. Along with soured cream 
and soured milk, curd cheese 
offered a reasonably long shelf 
life, when that meant a shelf in 
a larder without any refrigera¬ 
tion. Another asset, and a 
more modern consideration, is 
that curd cheese has only 
about 50 calories an ounce, 
which undercuts even certain 


Curd cheese is versatile and tasty — 
and it is surprisingly low in calories 


“light" versions of popular 
cheeses. 

Cheesecake is undoubtedly 
the best known use for curd 
cheese, and while Polish-style 
cheesecake is my particular 
favourite, there are many oth¬ 
er delectable versions. York¬ 
shire curd tart for example, 
uses curd and cream cheese 
mixed with other ingredients 
such as grated lemon rind and 
currants, baked in a 
shortcrust pastry case. 

However, curd cheese is 
also useful for achieving more 
instant results- Mashed with 
yoghurt, chopped onion and 
olives on rye bread, it can 
provide quick canapes. Once 
mashed, curd cheese can also 
be thinned with yoghurt milk 
or olive oD to give a runnier 
consistency: seasoned with 
freshly chopped herbs such as 
dill (effectively Poland’s nat¬ 
ional herb), it provides a fresh 
salad dressing. 

Making curd cheese is not 
difficult, especially as the only 
equipment needed is muslin. 
Once the milk has soured and 
the curd separated from the 
whey, the curds are drained 
by Hanging them in a muslin 
bag — overnight should be 
long enough. 


It is, of course, much sim¬ 
pler for someone else to pre¬ 
pare the cheese. Many 
continental delicatessens stock 
it. as do supermarkets. Salis¬ 
bury's, for example, sells it 
loose at the delicatessen 
counter or packaged at 89p 
for 8oz.

Neither redpe books on the 
niceties of baking nor arcane 
theories about aphrodisiacs 
are any help here. Wit passion 
and stunning ingredients are 
called for. 

Whether this is a new love 
or old, it is worth cooking 
,5 seductively rather than dining 
out The heart is supposed to 
be the seat of love, according to 
a popular misconception. 
Cooks know better. Capture 
the stomach and the body and 
soul will follow. Every cooing 
couple has had meals which 
brought them closer together. 

The logistics of home enter¬ 
taining can be tricky. Today 
we do not have servants to 
shuck the oysters and scatter 
rose petals while we bathe in 
asses* milk. Today we have to 
sit at computer terminals and 
speed to the supermarket be¬ 
fore it doses. The work does 
not stop after shopping and 
cooking. I normally try to dear 
up the kitchen before guests 
arrive so they can imagine the 
food was conjured out of thin 
air rather than packets of 
ingredients and dirty pans. 
This is especially important 
when love is in the air and I 
want to be impressive. More 
importantly, 1 would be ap¬ 
palled if a lover wanted to 
wash up after a romantic 
dinner instead of paying atten¬ 
tion to me. 

Here are some ideas which 
should enable you to get the - 
food ready, find some candles 
and lie scheming in a bath for 
half an hour. 

Rule one: pace yourself. 
Tbrning into a steaming 
wreck, all energy evaporated 
in the effort of making over- 
elaborate food, is worse than 
burning the cakes. Food can 
charm and delight but basi¬ 
cally you want to consume 
each other.

thing incredibly sexy about the 
sweet flesh of strawberries, 
succulent smoked salmon, 
purple figs — all these stand 
on their own without the 
culinary equivalents of flutter¬ 
ing false eyelashes and lip¬ 
stick. 1 even do away with 
knives and forks as much as 
possible. Eat with your fingers 

Rule three: be light. Food 
should never be too heavy 
when the physical imperative 
is stimulation, not somno¬ 
lence. This is particularly true 
of puddings. A straining 
waistband is not sexy. 

Do not be heavy with the 
alcohol. Starting the meal with 
a glass of buck's fizz with 
freshly squeezed orange juice 
is a good but light kick. 
Thereafter, let the wine flow 
but not drown. 

Rule four: be impressive. A 
luxurious touch makes you 
both feel that the boat has been 
pushed out with just the two of 
you aboard- You can do this by 
buying one or two sensational 
foods. Truffle oil, fresh herbs, 
sparkling wine, oysters and 
the best dark chocolate are all 
kitchen Casanovas. 


Here is a menu for autum¬ 
nal seduction which is very 
impressive, but as easy to cook 
as patisserie-bought pie. 

Anyone cooking this meal 
will be considered pretty dam 
hot — but make sure the object 
of your attentions does not 
expea such luxury every 
night Some men are notori¬ 
ously adept at sliding out of 
kitchen chores under the 
smooth guise of admiring 
your skills. 

Tiger prawns are wonder¬ 
fully fleshy, and you can 
unpeel them with your fingers 
to dip them in mayonnaise or 
melted butler. They can be 
cooked straight from the freez¬ 
er in minutes or bought ready 
to eat. 

Serve the prawns on a single 
plate between you with the 
butter also in a shared bowl. 
Put the discarded prawn shells 
on your own plates.

Leave in the fridge in a large 
bowl covered with clin gfilm. 

When you start cooking in 
die evening, flatten the dough 
to a large circle about 2cm 
thick on a baking tray. Brush 
with beaten egg, and scatter 
rosemary and crunchy sea salt 
on the top. Bake at 220C/ 
400F/gas mark 6 for ten 
minutes and 190C/375F/gas 
mark 5 for 30 minutes. Cool on 
a wire rack. 

Truffle ail, available at high- 
class food shops and by mail 
order, is wickedly expensive 
(about £10 for 55ml) but worth 
it and certainly cheaper than 
truffles.

There is 
nothing soft-focused or senti¬ 
mental about this book — one 
redpe begins: “Take some 
pig’s guts”. 

The writer sometimes ends 
an aphrodisiac redpe with a 
brief remark on its effect. 
Broad bean soup is “highly 
recommended"; goose kidneys 
are “admirable for wanning 
cold spirits"; artichoke bot¬ 
toms are “appetising, even if 
not efficacious": and con¬ 
somme is “very stimulating".

Fortified against the gloom 

Jane MacQiiitiy

of madeira

ave some madeira. 
m’dear/You really 

_ _have nothing to 

fear..." is how Flanders and 
Swan’S tribute to this warm¬ 
ing, fortified wine's Victorian 
heyday goes. Since then sherry 
and port have sadly ousted 
madeira from its pre¬ 
eminence. 

Madeira’s remote, isolated 
location, a rocky, yet lush, 
semi-tropical island in the 
Atlantic, some 300 miles west 
of Morocco, has not popular¬ 
ised the wine. Nor has the 
strange, hothouse estufagem 
process it still undergoes. But 
a rich yet dry. nutty, tangy. 
golden brown glass of madei¬ 
ra, especially during our cold, 
damp winter, is delirious. 

New EC regulations that 
took effect from January 1993 
have forced the Madeira pro¬ 
ducers to take a giant step 
forward in quality. By law. no 
longer may any bottle of 
madeira bearing the noble 
grape varieties of serrial (the 
driest), then verdelho, through 
to buai and malmsey (the 
sweetest), contain anything 
less than 85 per cent of the 
grape named. The remaining 
15 per cent is likely to be tinta 
negra mole, a widely planted 
but ordinary madeira variety. 

Anyone who has tasted ma¬ 
deira regularly over the past 
decade will instantly spot 
1993Y uplift in quality and 
depth of flavour. Even lesser, 
own-label madeiras such as 
Salisbury's Full Rich Madei¬ 
ra no longer have that 
confected, baked flavour of 
previous decades. 

Like most of the world’s

fortified wines, madeira was 
originally strengthened to pre¬ 
serve it and make it more 
stable for its sea journeys. By 
the 18th century the English 
living in Madeira and control¬ 
ling its sea trade had realised 
that placing madeira barrels 
in estufas . or hot rooms, to 
undergo the estufagem heat¬ 
ing process successfully imi¬ 
tated the oxidised “cooked” 


effect their wine acquired dur¬ 
ing long, hot sea voyages. 

Today, a more refined ver¬ 
sion of estufagem still exists on 
Madeira. The most basic level, 
used for the cooking madeiras 
so beloved by France, 
Germany and Benelux, heats 
up die base (not fortified) wine 
in a large tank fitted with hot 
water coils to 50 degrees or so 
for a minimum of 90 days.

After these cheaper wines have 
cooled down they are fortified 
and bottled. Better, already 
fortified madeiras are placed 
in large casks above the hot 
tanks, and the finest madeiras 
of all go into small barrels in 
specially heated attic rooms 
that feel the effect of the sun. 

. There are four quality levels 
of madeira produced now, all 
of which have an alcohol level 
of about 18-21 per cent — 
roughly the same as port The 
lowest receive a minimum of 
18 months’ up to three years’ 
ageing. Superior five-year-old 
reserves and finally ten-year- 
old special reserves, up 
another notch, are exactly 
what they say they are. Vin¬ 
tage wines are indeed the 
highest quality madeiras, and 
must spend 20 years in cask 
and two years in bottle. 

Start your madeira appreci¬ 
ation by tasting Salisbury's 
Bill Rich Madeira (half bottle 
£2.99). a lesser tinta negra 
mole wine from Cossart & 
Gordon but with good nutty, 
raisiny fruit Drier madeira 
devotees should try Salis¬ 
bury's Dry Serrial five-year- 
old (bottle for £8.99) from the 
same firm, whose golden or¬ 
ange colour offers elegant 
light dry, tangy appley fla¬ 
vours. as does foe slightly 
richer Gossan & Gordon ver¬ 
sion at Thresher.

More tangy, salty and spicy 
in flavour is foe also dry C & G 
Ten-Year-Old Verdelho 
(Thresher Group, £13.99).

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An autumn 
harvest of 
vegetable 
vitality 

Francesca Greenoak visits a health farm 
to discover the secrets of good eating 

E very morning throughout spinach. In the greenhouse, ranks

E very morning throughout 
summer and far into au¬ 
tumn. petals and flower- 
heads are gathered from 
violas, marigolds ana primulas in 
the gardens of Champneys health 
resort, in Hertfordshire, and taken 
to the kitchen, together with vegeta¬ 
bles in season. The flowers are used 
as garnish for dishes which have to 
lode enticing as well as being 
health-giving. 

Adam Palmer, the head chef, has 
built up a repertoire of fresh 
vegetable dishes and accompani¬ 
ments: celeriac. led; and sage soup 
is an autumn speciality. 

Most of the vegetables and green 
salads served at Champneys are 
grown in the old walled garden, 
which has been producing food for 
the household since 1874. Since 1989 
Gerald Smith, a former farmer 
turned estate manager and head 
gardener, has had Soil Association 
approval for his use of organic 
growing techniques. 

I adore the taste of freshly picked, 
home-grown vegetables and I went 
to Champneys to find out about the 
choice of varieties and cultivation 
methods. I was lucky to pick a 
sunny break in a gloomy week, and 
the garden, warm and humid, was 
sparkling with the radiance that 
you get only after rain. 

The flowers are grown in small 
beds and borders on the south side 
of the walled garden where, in past 
times, there were extensive glass¬ 
houses. There are trained wall 
fruits here and herbs, including 
unusual ones such as bronze fen¬ 
nel, salad bumet and six kinds of 
mint, all in die shelter and reflected 
warmth of the high brick wall. 

Regiments of leeks make a large, 
blue-green L-shape in nearby bor¬ 
ders lining the walls. Florence 
fennel in rows of feathery plumes 
contrasts with the dark leaves of 


spinach. In the greenhouse, ranks 
of recently harvested Turk’s head 
gourds darken to a deep marma¬ 
lade colour as they ripen. 

Mr Smith has to meet exacting 
requirements: courgettes very 
young, each with its flower still 
attached; leeks, similarly of finger- 
thickness only; carrots tiny, spin¬ 
ach leaves minute, beet the size of 
golf bails. The chef and head 
gardener meet weekly to discuss 
the produce, and the choosing of 
varieties is a critical business of the 
autumn months. 

Salad greens and garnishes are 
chosen with care. The decorative 
loose-leaf Salad Bowl lettuce is 
grown in red and green varieties, 
and the frizzled-leaf Lollo Rosso is 
always used. This year PaWo. a 
new Iceberg-type variety, was tried. 
It looked handsome in mixed 
purple and green, with a good 
flower and texture, but was less 
dramatic on the table than in the 
garden and did not impress guests. 
Sugar-loaf chicories, such as Palla 
Ross a. and the curly endive Golda 
are well-flavoured and ornamental 
late-season mainstays. 

Even a century-old 1 walled 
garden in continuous cultivation 
has its problems: continuous use of 
a rotovator over a long period 
during the early 1980s caused the 
day soil to compact into a hard, 
impervious barrier just beneath the 
reach of the rotovator blades in one 
portion of the Champneys plot A 
mole plough run through it allowed 
drainage and aeration. 

This was followed up by spread¬ 
ing a green manure, dug in later to 
improve soil fertility and texture. 
This is a method which is just as 
successful on a small scale in a 
domestic garden; even as late as 
mid-October, for example, mustard 
can be sown. 

Behind the walled garden are

several poly-tunnels where cherry 
tomatoes and autumn and winter 
salads grow (with several kinds of 
Japanese leaf vegetables). Late 
baby carrots (Amsterdam Forcing) 
and an uncommon purple-blade 
sweet pepper crop (Mavras) are 
ready to harvest 
Mr Smith is proud of his work, 
and a guided walk round the 
walled garden and the orchard, 
with its old apple varieties, rich 
wildlife park and woodland is part 
of the activities programme for 
guests at Champneys.

WEEKEND TIPS 

• Raise the blades of the 
lawnmower slightly for the last few 
cuttings of the season. 

• Start taking leaf mould, 
raking the leaves into a wire bin or 
large, perforated, polythene 

bag. Or, use one of the new. 
mechanical garden woes, which 
also shred leaves. 

• Roughly rake an established 
fawn, or use a scarifying machine 
to remove moss and the thatch 
of roots and organic debris. 

• Take hardwood cuttings 
from gooseberry bushes. 


IF YOU want wallflowers and 
forget-me-nots for a fate-spring 
display next year, buy good-sized 
plants now and plant them with¬ 
out delay. Do the same with other 
hardy biennials, such as daisies, 
sweet Williams and primulas. The 
roots should become established 
before the soil cools, and the plants 
should grow on stronger when 
spring arrives. Keep them watered 
if the weather is dry, and make 
sure they are still firm in the 
ground after frosts. Covering with 
fleece will prevent the plants being 
battered in bad weather.

! HAD been told 
there would be no 
liturgy or music at 
this meeting of the 
Society of Friends, 
commonly known 
as Quakers, five 
miles from Birming¬ 
ham's dry centre. There would be 
nobody who could accurately be 
described as minister, vicar, pastor 
or even leader. Quite possibly, 
nothing at all would be said. It 
presented quite a challenge. 

Entering the red-brick Hall 
Green meeting house, with its 
exposed wooden rafters, wooden 
floor, an old piano in the comer, 
and plastic seats arranged in a 
circle, felt like stepping back in 
time to a village primary schooL 
The meeting was deemed to have 
begun when the first Quaker 
arrived and sat down, at about 
IDJOam. Silence was maintained 
in the hall from the beginning. 
Those who wished to talk stood m 
the lobby, but within 15 minutes the 
room was frill, with equal numbers 
of young, middle-aged and old 
sitting with heads bowed and eyes 
dosed, contemplating in silence 
broken only by the sound of traffic 
passing on a main road nearby.

man with glasses and in a smart 
suit, a retired headmaster, stood to 
speak. He had intended to address 
the children present but unusual¬ 
ly. none had come- “ \ was going to 
say to the children that prayer is a 
very difficult thing. These are my 
humble thoughts. 1 think when we 
pray, we have to be practical. It is 
no good praying for a safe journey 
in our car if the fan belt is on the 


way out What is the point of 
praying to be safe on your bicyde if 
the brakes are not working?" 

He finished, and there was 
silence for a few minutes before 
another elderly man stood. “I 
thank God that Geoff has spoken to 
us as children," he said. “If we 
speak in a way that children would 
not understand, then adults will 
not .understand either." More si¬ 


lence, then a young woman in 
sandals and scarf stood to speak: “I 
find it very encouraging that the 
disciples had to ask Jesus about 
prayer. They had him to hand and 
still did not know what to do." 
There was more silence, another 
speaker, then the end of the 
meeting was marked by everyone 
shaking hands. Announcements 
followed, with a report from the 


Birmingham “monthly meeting" 
on local “preparative meetings". 

The name "Quaker” is thought to 
have come from foe trembling 
evinced sometimes at the meetings 
founded by George Fox in the mid- 
17th century. Today's name, the 
Religious Society of Friends, dates 
from the late ISth century, when the 
Friends held that consecrated 
buildings and ordained ministers 
were irrelevant. 

Quakers uphold a belief in the 
“inner light", which shows up the 
darkness within and prompts to¬ 
wards knowledge and truth. Out¬ 
wardly. calm reigned at Hail 
Green but inwardly, there were 
thoughts as intense as those at any 
public meering. Afterwards, over 
tea. there was quiet but passionate 
talk of redundancies at foe Quaker 
central meeting house in London 
and debate about the society’s 
Christian roots. 

Many might question the point 
of spending up to an hour sitting in 
silence but, spiritually, members 
relish foe opportunity to be quiet in 
a society where noise is omnipres¬ 
ent. Such a meeting must be one of 
the few places left where peace and 
quiet can be found and enjoyed.

COLLECTING/RIVER LIFE 




I ram nursery sketches and 
childhood letters to army 
commissions and posed 
photographs, the British 
royal family provides a rich source 
of material for collectors. 

Provenance in collecting is al¬ 
ways important, and the three 
main sources for royal literary 
material are sound: the families of 
former governesses, ladies-in-wait- 
ing and those to whom commis¬ 
sions were sent Unlike other fields 
of antique collecting, faking is 
unknown, according to Ian Hodg¬ 
kins of Stroud in Gloucestershire, a 
dealer for 37 years — although he 
warns that, with ever higher prices, 
“it might come". 

Most collectors are British or 
American, but there is also keen 
interest from Germans — particu¬ 
larly where there is a link with 
Queen Victoria — and Italians. 

Tudor autograph material would 
make a marvellous start to any 
collection- A letter on vellum, dated 
1513. to the Keeper of the Great 
Wardrobe from Hairy Vin and 
signed "Henry R" is for sale at 
£7,500 from John Wilson, an Ox¬ 
ford-based dealer. Ten years ago it 
would have cost about £3.500. 

The contents of a document can 
significantly alter Its price. A one- 
page folio finely signed by Eliza¬ 
beth I, given at Greenwich in 1574, 
costs E&500 today from John 
Wilson, but cost nearer £4.500 a

decade ago. Another letter signed 
by Elizabeth I, with an autograph 
docket by Lord Burghley, counter¬ 
signed by Roben Cecil and the Earl 
of Essex and dated March 18.1506, 
was sold at Sotheby's in London for 
£6,200 in 1979 and would now 
command £20,000-£30.000. This is 
because of the subject — giving 
authority to muster a fleet and an 
army to resist the renewed threat of 
a Spanish invasion — and the 
additional autographs. 

Property transactions feature in 
such royal collecting. A signed deed 
of sale of Grayhurst Manor, dating 
from 1582. given by Elizabeth I to 
Sir Frands Drake in recognition of 
his voyage around the world, was 
sold in New York in 1979 for E7.000. 
again in 1984 for £9,300, and would 
today make El5,000£20.000. 

Stuart material can similarly 
give historical insights. Warrants 
for payments signed by Charles I 
fetch about £1.200 (up from £400- 
£500 five years ago). Sophie Duprfc 
of Caine in Wiltshire, a specialist 
dealer, has a document signed by 
Charles I seeking to raise troops a 
week after the Civil War started- 
Issued in Nottingham on August 
31. 1642, it costs £2,750. compared 
with £1,500 five years ago. 

-Material from the Hanoverian 
dynasty can be quite modestly 
priced. A commission from George 
I can cost about £500. An appoint¬ 
ment signed by George n in 1727. 
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the first year of his reign, makes 
about £350. A letter from George III 
to the Bishop of Norwich dated 
August 1805 is to be sold at Phillips, 
the London auction house, an 
November 11 with an estimate of a 
few hundred pounds. 

Some royal material is decora¬ 
tive. A seal and revenue stamps 
enhance George ID’s signature on 
a folio which appoints Charles 
Gordon to the rank of lieutenant in 
the 76th Regiment of Foot Dating 
from December 1794. it is for sale 
from Mr Wilson for £185. 


Counter-signatures can raise the 
value considerably. Look particu¬ 
larly for three prime ministers: the 
Duke of Devonshire (1756-57), the 
Earl of Bute (1762-63) and Pitt the 
Elder, the Earl of Chatham (1766- 
68). A Bute counter-signature to 
that of George III on vellum, 
commissioning a second lieuten¬ 
ant more than doubles the price. 
Ms- Dupre has one from 1762 for. 
£475, up from £250 five years ago. 

William IV* signature, even as 
Prince of Wales in January 1809, 
has added appeal because of his 


association with royal scandal An 
autograph letter from, him at 
Carlton House to “My Dearest 
Maria” (Mrs Htzherbert). which 
discussed the education of “their 
‘darling child’. Minney”. was sold 
at Christie* for £2,400. 

A 19th-century collection might 
begin with an inexpensive military 
commission signed by Queen Vic¬ 
toria for about £125. This would 
have cost £40-£50 a decade ago. 
Even a portion of a letter can be 
saleable. Mr Hodgkins has one 
written at Balmoral from Queen 


Victoria to Princess Louise in 1853, 
commencing “My dearest little 
Lowyse". and including the fact 
that her father had shot 22 stags, on 
sale for £225. 

Royal children's material certain- 
has a fascination. An 1879 letter 
m the future George V to his 
mother, the Princess of Wales, 
signed “Georgie". will be in 
Phillips’s auction in November. . 

An early sketch, probably drawn 
by a governess but coloured by the 
future George V when 12 years old, 
and dedicated “From George to

dear Johnnie, 1877", would make 
£400-£500 as there are relatively 
few examples from his childhood 
available. A coloured drawing of a 
train by Louise, one of Edward 
VIT* children, would make less 
than £200. 

Signed photographs have great 
appeal. Lawrence Fine Art, of 
Crewkeme, Somerset, has sold 
studies of Edward VIII with a dog 
under his arm and. separately. 
George VI as a midshipman. 
Sometimes a photograph of Vic¬ 
toria with three other generations 

— the future Edward VII, George V 
and Edward VIII at his baptism — 
duly signed, would cosi about 
£3.000*£3500. A coronation photo¬ 
graph of George VI and the Queen 
Mother, signed by both, with their 
children, the present Queen and 
Princess Margaret, costs about 
£4.000, reflecting the scarcity of 
modem material. 

Literary items relating to royal 
consorts are also very collectable. 
Typical 19th-century examples 
would be a letter from Prince Albert 
to the Bishop of Gloucester in 1S47. 
which costs £275. 

Souvenirs relating to Edward 
VIII and Mrs Simpson are very 
much in demand, boosted by 
interest from the United States. 
Even a Christinas card from Mrs 
Simpson can cost £150 and a long, 
chatty letter about £500. A Suffolk 
family sold the visitors’ book of the 
yacht S Y Nahlin, and related 
material from the romantic cruise 
undertaken by the king and Mrs 
Simpson three months before the 
abdication, for £2,875 in July 
through Phillips. The king had 
chartered the ship for a private 
holiday but, according to Sir Henry 
“Chips" Channon, it became “a 
press disaster. Such royal records 
today make a valuable collection.

Tales from the riverbank 


T he Thames lock-keep¬ 
er's life seems so easy. 
All you have to do is 
stick a pipe in your mouth, 
lean torpidly against a wooden 
: lock-gate or some other beguil¬ 

ing riverside fixture, and let 
the day go by until a boat 
makes its way slowly into view 
and you have to throw a few 
perfunctory levers to let the 
thing through. 

In the winter, there is even 
less work, and you pass the 
time plotting a great novel or 
perfecting your elderflower 
wine. One lock-keeper, David 
Wilson at Godstow Lock, near 
Oxford, has even published 
two books of river history and 
is working on his third. Ufe on 
the river is so uneventful and 
Easy-going, surely there can- 
, not be murfi else to it? 

According to George Field¬ 
er, however “You're up at six 
in the morning doing the 
chores. You then work a ten- 
hour day during the summer 
months and in the winter, 
when it rains hard during the 
night, you can be up half a 
dozen times, attending to the 
weir.” Mr Fielder should 
know: he has been a lock- 
keeper for 21 years, the past 18 
at Mapledurham Lock, just 
outside Reading. 

In between working ms 
lode, mowing the grass, check¬ 
ing the weir (which controls 
the height of the water in the 
river and averts flooding m 
winter and spring), and keep¬ 
ing the hundreds of bedding 
plants which adorn the 
lockside in good shape, Mr 
Fielder has also built a green¬ 
house, a kiosk selling sweets, 
books and postcards, and has 
now erected an open-air art 
gallery selling paintings of 
river scenes. 

“I used to be an electrician," 

he says, “but one day I realised 
• that this was the one job that I 
would love to do. And I was 
right" 

There are 45 locks on the 
Thames between Richmond in 
west London to Lechlade in 
Gtoucesiershire. each with a 
tied cottage. Seventy-five per¬ 
manent lock staff are em- 
■ pfoyed at an annual salary of 
between £13^00 and £16^00 
for those nearer London. Only 
45 lock-keepers live in the tied 
cottages; the rest must find a 
place of their own. 

To get where they are, most 
of them will have paud their 
dues in someway, doing years 
of summer assistants* jobs. 


The life of a lock-keeper involves 
more than watching the river flow 


which last for the six months 
of the busy season and involve 
only lock* (rather than weir) 
work, subsequently progress¬ 
ing to relief work, in which 
they fill in for the permanent 
lock-keepers on a rotating 
basis, so that the permanent 
keepers can work a five-day 
week, take a summer holiday, 
be ill and so on. Only then 
does a would-be lock-keeper 
come before someone such as 
John Powell, navigation man- 


up to them." says Mr 
POwell. eager to show the 
authority's democratic values. 

“Most of them see lock¬ 
keeping as the peak of their 
career. I look for the man 
rather than the qualifica¬ 
tions."

There are no full-time 
women lock-keepers as yet, 
although they may come up 
through the ranks. The in¬ 
struction after you have been 
granted a lock of your own is 
comparatively straightfor¬ 
ward and concentrates on weir 
maintenance, record-keeping 
and safety procedures. 
“They’re usually working after 
11 days of training." says Mr 

Powell. . 

What really matters is mat 
you should love the river and 
be utterly dependable when a 
flood comes, necessitating a 
sodden race out to attend to the 
weir sluices, frequently in the 
dark and in the small- hours. 
You also need an almost 
limitless capacity to get on 

with people. . . . 

Brian Butcher minds the 
Whitchurch Lock, near Ptoig- 
boume in Berkshire, and was 
once a marine engineer. Bur 
after a childhood spent around 


the lode at Cookham, he had 
the bug too badly not to 
become a lock-keeper himself. 
“I’m 42 now. and I’ve been 
here 20 years. IH stay another 
20. if they'll let me. It’s an 
idyllic life,” he says, surveying 
his Victorian Gothic cottage, 
his neat garden and the broad, 
placid bosom of the river, with 
the air of a man who has 
found the answer. 

“I don't even get people 
falling in that often. It’s only 
when you get the hundredth 
person that day coming along 
in their boat and saying, 'What 
have you done to the weather, 
then? Ha, ha,’ that I feel 
like..but here Mr Butch¬ 
er’s fundamental decency pre¬ 
vents him from saying exactly 
what he feels like. He confines 
himself instead to a series of 
gentle strangling motions in 
the air. 

U nsurprisingly, mem¬ 
bers of the general 
public are the biggest 
headache. They need constant 
attention, either because they 
are walking through and want 
the address of the nearest pub; 
or because they want to know 
where to launch their hot-air 
balloon; or because they are 
boating through and have got 
themselves in a terrible mess. 
“I get about one person falling 
in a month," says Mr Fielder. 
"Fbr some reason, women 
seem to foil in more than men, 

I don’t know why. 

“It's easier when children 
fell in. easier to get them out: 
when an adult falls in, for 
some reason you tend to get 
the rest of the boai jumping in 
to save them. This means you 
end up with three or four 
people all swimming around 
the lock." 

At other times and in other 
locks, it has been a woman 
walking her borer dog (the 
dog. the woman and the lock- 
keeper all fell in, but were 
saved) and, worst of all, a bull 
(which drowned). Mr Fielder 
even had the novel experience 
of having to assist a stricken 
launch belonging to the NRA 
itself. “The boat was carrying 
all these dignitaries and got 
caught in the weir current and 
smashed against the wall at 
the end of the lock. The fellow 
driving didn't know where to 
put himself. The sharp end 
was completely blunt by the 
lime he’d finished."

The holiday nearly killed 
me, but I’m fine now 


NOW where were we? Oh yes, 
l decamped to the coast half 
way through the August 
training programme. 

Having left behind the 
office and all Wunmin’s 
Work (ie. domestic chores 
that men insist they are not 
genetically programmed to 
do), I assumed it would be 
easier to fit in my thrice- 
weekly training sessions on 
holiday. However, what I also 
left behind was a home rou¬ 
tine where, helped by British 
Summer Time, clement wea¬ 
ther and a following wind, I 
always left lots of time to 
stretch, jog and collapse on to 
the bed. 

Psychologists have always 
maintained that holidays can 
cause tension and stress. 
They are right The stop 
watch was running, and I 
found myself rushing 
through the stretching exer¬ 
cises like Charlie Chaplin on 
speed and then zooming off 
far too quickly, forgetting it 
was how long 1 could jog, not 
how fast Result: disaster, 
burn-out This was obviously 
not an atmosphere conducive 
to serious training. There¬ 
after l jogged for ten minutes, 
just to keep ticking over until 
I returned to the comfort of 
my own royal park 

And what do 1 find on my 
return in September? The 
“brisk walking" blip has en¬ 
tirely disappeared from the 
screen.

We have now en¬ 
tered the second phase. 

On the other hand, 1 have 
stepped through the looking 
glass into the true jogging 
world-Those who also walked

suddenly l am exchanging 
smfles with passing female 
joggers, and studious nods 
with die chaps. 

September training starts

The first week 1 manage the 
two 20-minute 
jogs, but only 
complete a 23- 
minute session 
instead of a 28.

determination as 
winter sets in 


G ood performances in 
the 1994 NutraSweet 
London Marathon 
will depend on regular run¬ 
ning this winter. As daylight 
hours shorten and the weather 
grows colder, extra determ¬ 
ination will be needed to com¬ 
plete your training. The finish 
line in the Mall on April 17 
may seem a long way off. but 
every strideyou take brings you 
closer to fulfilling your 
potential. 

The hallmark of a runner is 
the ability to withstand dis¬ 
comfort. As my contemporary, 
Peter Snell, the New Zealander 
who won Olympic gold medals 


at both 800 and 1500 metres, 
once said: “Sometimes when 
you are bowling along in the 
dark and the rain, you have the 
satisfaction of knowing that 
you are out there and some of 
the others are not.” 

As you gradually increase 
your training over the winter, 
you will find that you are in a 
permanent state or slight tired¬ 
ness. Do not worry. This is 
quite normal. You are building 
up the reserves necessary for 
running more than 26 miles. 
However, if you become exces¬ 
sively tired and frequently feel 
listless, then you should reduce 
your training a little. 

Listen to your body, as 
Eamonn Martin, winner of the 
1993 London Marathon, does. 
Some people ignore a twinge in 
a muscle or joint, instead of 
resting. These are the people 
who breakdown with injury. 

Frequently, injuries are 
caused by slightly worn-down 
shoes, which make your bal¬ 
ance uneven. Have two pairs of 
shoes and alternate them. 

If one pair becomes exces¬ 
sively worn, throw it away. 
Otherwise you risk injuring 
yourself. Another reason for 
having at least two pairs is that 
during the winter your shoes 
are more likely to get wet and 


may take 24 hours to dry t, 
even if they are sniffed v - 
newspaper to help keep*!, 
shape.

Ever since then Mr Jeffes has 
been being creatively random 
(arranging strings for Sid 
Serous's version of M My Way", 
arranging PCQ music far the 
Royal Ballet's Still Life at the 
Penguin Cafe), ami journalists 
have had the headache of 
trying to describe the Penguin 
Cafe Orchestra's music. Twen¬ 
ty-one years later, people are 
still not sure on which shelf to 
look for their records. 

"It sounds roughly like a 
string quartet letting its hair 
down at some mysteriously 
located bam dance of the 
future," wrote Robest Sandall 
in The Sunday Times, getting 
as dose to putting it into words 
as can be done. 

Mehyn Bragg had an easier 
time with his South Bank 
Show about them, because at 
least he could show dips and 
let the music speak for itself. 

“It is difficult." Mr Jeffes 
concedes. His own definitions 
have included “the sort of 
music you want to hear”, 
which is not very helpful but 
may well be true. What is hard 
to define is not always hard to 
listen to. There is a quality in 
all PCO music as strong as its 
indefinability, and that is the 
way it affects moods. It cheers 
people up. Even the sad tunes 
have joy. and the funny ones — 
such as “Discover America'*, in 
which Mr Jeffes 
realised that play- — 1 — ■ 

ing “When The 


music is so hard to explain is 
that Mr Jeffes hears music m 
everything, and absorbs influ¬ 
ences from everywhere. Not 
just places and musical tradi¬ 
tions — Irish folk music. Afri¬ 
can drums. Cajun rhythms, 
baroque strings — but every¬ 
thing. Most tracks on the new 
album (Union Cafe, released 
on Zopf today) feature selec¬ 
tions from the usual PCO 
motley line-up of cello, violin, 
viola, ukdde, melodics, penny 
whistle, piano and guitar, but 
the sweetest, saddest track is 
made up of telephone noises, 
with a mournful harp die only 
musical instrument. 

“Raw electronic sounds con¬ 
vey an emotion." says Mr Jeffes 
and. listening to a wistful, 
unanswered telephone ringing 
quietly on and on among the 
spooky static sounds of the 
long distance between the 



The tap is “a surprise, an 
unannounced bit" on Union 
Cafe. The kitchen tap was 
dripping, and so Mr Jeffes 
“put my DAT machine next to 
it". He says: “The quality of 
spontaneity seems to be the 
source of everything." The 
result is a sprightly, refreshing, 
intricate, rhythmic little tune. 
You might. think that the 
sound of a tap dripping had 
been sampled on a computer 
and played to some complicat¬ 
ed African rythms. but no. It is 
just a tap being musical all on 
its own. except that Mr Jeffes 
happened to be there with ears 
to hear and recognise it. “It's 
going on all the time. We are 
99 per cent water anyway, so 
we can relate. It is genuinely 
chaotic, bin like all manifesta¬ 
tions of chaos, it has order. You 
can dance to it" 

So who, apart from the 
kitchen tap. is in the PCO? 
“Anybody," says Mr Jeffes. 
“It's all very eclectic and seren¬ 
dipitous. If somebody came by 
with a Norsh-worgling tuba 
and were sympathique. then 
there'd be something for them 
to da I write for people rather 
than for instruments.” 

Mr Jeffes composes the 
music, and it is played by him 
and a shifting group of musi¬ 
cians, some of whom (Helen 
Leibmann on cello. Neil 
Rennie on ukdele. Geoffrey 
Richardson on viola. Julio Se¬ 
govia on percussion) have been 
with the band since the 1970s. 
Mr Rennie is a lecturer in 
English ax the University of 
London.

T WO years ago, after read¬ 
ing an article about French 
property in the Weekend 
section of The Times, John 
and Julia Phocus decided to look for 
a house in France. They found a six- 
bedroom red-bricked house, with 
stables, in two acres of land about 
25 minutes' drive from Dieppe, in 
the Seine Maritime region of 
Normandy, price £90,000. 

“We both loved France, the 
wonderful food, the wines, the 
unspoilt countryside and the civi¬ 
lised French way of life, and 
wanted a home there for weekends 
and holidays," Mrs Phocus says. 
“We chose the area for its scenery, 
rolling green hills dotted with small 
stone houses, and because it is 
within about six hours of our home 
in London. 

“We have a flat in Fulham, 
convenient for my husband’s wort: 
as a management consultant but 
with two growing children we 
needed a proper family home." 

The difference between English 
and French property prices influ¬ 
enced the couple's decision. A 
comparable country house in the 
south of England would have cost 
about £ 200 . 000 , which was beyond 
their means. France offered more 
house for less money, and the 
opportunity for their daughters — 
Camilla, 11. and Charlotte. 13 — to 
learn to speak French.. 

After a month's search. Mr and 
Mrs Phocus found their new home 
in the village of Sassetot Le 
Malgarde. and took out a French 
franc mortgage to pay for it 
“We bought the house when the 
exchange rate was favourable and 
the repayments seemed reason¬ 
able," Mrs Phocus says. “When the 
pound dropped in value last au¬ 
tumn our repayments increased by

20 per cent, and all the household 
bills cost more." 

Exposing beamed ceilings and 
open stone fireplaces (boxed in by 
the previous owners and covered in 
psychedelic- 1960s wallpaper), put¬ 
ting in a new kitchen, buying 
furnishings and planting an Eng¬ 
lish cottage garden cost £30,000. 

“The roof needed £500 work." 
Mrs Phocus says. “We didn't have a 
cellar and the place flooded every 
lime it rained, so we had to have a 
trench built at a cost of about 
£2,000. Our next big expense is 
centra] heating and a new bath¬ 
room, which are more expensive to 
install in France." 

When furnishing the house. Mrs 
Phocus discovered that the days of 
France being a cheap place to buy 
had gone. “By scouring the local 
brocantes, which sell a mixture of 
antiques and junk, we have made 
some good finds." But most of the 
furniture, curtains and wallpaper 
were brought from England. 

“Setting up a second home is ex¬ 
pensive," Mrs Phocus says. “You 
need two sets of everything: wash¬ 
ing machines, ovens, fridges, beds, 
linen, crockery, cutlery, pots and 
pans. There are also two sets of 
household bills to pay." 

The couple do not intend to rent 
out their French property to recoup 
some of the running expenses: “It is 
our home, fill] of personal things." 
Mrs Phocus says. “Although we are 
happy for friends to use it now and 
then, the prospect of having strang¬ 
ers staying there does not appeal." 

The family visit their French 
home every three weeks, usually 
for long weekends. Travelling via 
the Newhaven-Dieppe ferry it takes 
about six hours, and using the 
Seal ink service off peak costs about 
£68 for a car and five people.

“The travelling takes a lot of 
organisation, but the house is in 
such an idyllic setting that we feel 
relaxed as soon as we arrive," Mrs 
Phocus says.

Liverpool —15 girls plus then- 
leader — noting faults that 
seemed invisible to the un¬ 
trained eye. He was looking 
for loose threads, different 
slrirt lengths, dirty marks or 
jewellery other than plain gold 
ear studs 

The inspection complete, the 
girls rushed off to the main 
hall to prepare for their 15- 
minute routine in the British 
Open Rose Bowl Champion¬ 
ship. one of the major competi¬ 
tions in the calendar. 

Surprisingly, in a decade 
dominated by the high-tech 
hobbies of computer games 
and compact-disc players, the 
number of girls joining major¬ 
ette and baton-twirling 
troupes is on the increase. 

With the decline in the 
number of marching bands, 
as the cost of musical instru¬ 
ments becomes prohibitive, 
many small towns now sup¬ 
port their own majorette 
troupe. From three years old, 
when thqr become eligible to 
compete in the “dinkies" sec¬ 
tion, girls start to leant the 
essential concentration, coor¬ 
dination and tuning of dance 
routines no longer dominated 
by military-style marching. 
Then comes the hard part — 
learning to twirl the baton. 

In the car-park of the North 
Bridge Leisure Centre in Hali¬ 
fax. the venue for the Rose 
Bowl Championship, girls 
found a spare patch of grass to 
practise complex twirling 
routines, in the air, behind the 
back, changing hands. 

Inside, Doreen Haigh, 
organiser of the event and 
secretary of the Yorkshire 
Carnival Association, which 
covers England and Wales, 
was announcing the next 
troupe to take centre stage. 
“Just watch the concentration 
on their faces." she said. “It 
needs a lot of discipline, and 
•creates a great team spirit" 

To sped aHy taped music, 
which varied from Jeremiah 
Clarice'S “Trumpet Voluntary" 
to The Swinging Blue Jeans’ 
"Hippy Hippy Shake", the 
troupes foliovved each other, 
watched closely by three 


judges. “If a girl drops a baton, 
she must not pick it up herself. 
She must wait for a judge to 
hand it to her. or she will lose 
marks," Mrs Haigh said. 

lisa Scott. 15. leader of the 
Speke Rockettes junior troupe, 
led her team off the floor and 
straight outside to cool off. 
Red-feced. and with socks now 
round her ankles, she thought 
they had performed quite well. 

“I*m always nervous before 
we start, but once I’m over the 
starting line, I feel OK,” she 
said. “I first went down to the 
troupe with my cousin and I 
thought they were brilliant. 
It’s hard because we practise 
twice a week and we’re out 
nearly every weekend. But I 
like toe competition and I’ve 


that the Yorkshire Militaires 
had won the junior section. 
The Speke Rockettes also 
missed bang placed in the 
military freestyle section, won 
by the East Leeds Comets, 

But the girls know that the 
results can change dramatical¬ 
ly at the next competition. The 
Wirral FaJcorvettes, based in 
Bebington.

Sarah, 
who joined at nine, likes “all of 
it". “We practise three nights a 
week. Sometimes I don’t want 
to go, but I always do." 

They had a long wait before 
the results were announced, 
and were disappointed to hear 


which includes high-class 
training for the twirlers. Frank 
South, the chairman, has ar¬ 
ranged for both American and 
European trainers to teach his 
members new baton skills. 

“The youngsters get a tre¬ 
mendous amount of enjoy¬ 
ment and personal satisfaction 
out of toe sport" says Mr 
South, whose association in¬ 
creased its membership by 
more than 13 per cent last year. 
“They have to be dedicated, 
but toe troupe environment 
teaches them to work for each 
other." 


In the same week, at 
Bridlington. Humberside, the 
Yorkshire Carnival Associ¬ 
ation stages its Universal 
Championships, attracting 
troupes from Wales, Scotland 
and toe north of England. 

Altboughbatontwiriers and 
majorettes are adamani there 
is a difference between toe 
two. both find if hard to define. 
Twirlers place more emphasis 
on the techniques of handling 
toe baton and often compete 
individually. Majorettes prac¬ 
tise and compete as a troupe. 

The cost of preparing 
troupes for major competi¬ 
tions — costumes, travel re¬ 
hearsal space — is almost 
wholly borne by the dedicated 
volunteer organisers and an 
army of fund-raisers. When 
troupes perform at carnivals, 
fetes or football matches, they 
receive a fee. Organisers feel 
that while sponsors are happy 
to support local sports' teams, 
mainly for boys, they are 
reluctant to pm their names to 
girls’ majorette troupes. 

The Kendalians marching 
band of Kendal. Cumbria, 
which indudes three majorette 
troupes, was lucky enough to 
persuade its local McDonald’s 
to provide the members with 
60 red jogging suits — and a 
display cabinet in its ham¬ 
burger restaurant for toe 
prire-winning band’s trophies. 

11 troupes make a 
charge for each prac¬ 
tice session, between 
■50p and £2, and 
while some charge up lo £10 
for a uniform, others provide 
them out of accumulated 
funds. Batons range in price 
from a practice baton at about 
£8 to a top-of-the-range “Inter¬ 
national" at more than £20.

An opera by Salvador Dali is about to be released on CD. But is the surreal work really what it seems? Ellen Cranitch reports 


Divine Dali goes 
on the record 


G enius, lunatic, visionary. 

dandy — all these terras 
can justly be applied to 
die Catalan painter. Sal¬ 
vador Dali- Few people, however, 
would credit him with being author 
of an opera. Yet now, with the 
imminent release in Britain of the 
compact disc. Etre Dieu — “an 
opera-poem in six-parts by Salvador 
Dali" — it looks as if the arch- 
controversialist will spark a pass¬ 
ionate debate once again. However, 
the genesis of Etre Dieu remains 
strangely obscure, and this has 
raised questions about die work's 
authenticity. The opera’s plot and 
characters certainly seem sufficient¬ 
ly Dalinian. Characters indude The 
Divine Dali. Androgynous Dali 
(female). Androgynous Dali (male), 
Anne of Britanny and an angeL 
The work opens with Dali creat¬ 
ing die world. Tired after the 
creative effort. Ik lies down lor a 
nap and dreams. Waking, he de¬ 
cides that creation is, after ah, pretty 
insignificant, whereupon the world 
goes into a rage and Dali narrowly 
escapes with his life. 

The mind boggles as to how this 
opera could ever be staged. One 
scene requires an angel to tear five 
million paintings out of their picture 
frames. Another has Catherine the 
Great and MarQyn Monroe doing a 
striptease. Brigitte Bardot appears 
as an artichoke and the Vatican is 
inundated with the waters of the 
Niagara Falls. 

So what was Dali’s role in 
creating Etre Dieit! The German 
recording company. Eurostar, 
which has already released the CD 
in Germany (in Britain it can be 
obtained from Sine Qua Non. 0473 
828494) is not claiming that Dali’s 
prodigious talents included a gift for 
musical composition. According to 
the managing director. Wolf Urban, 
Dali had the idea for the opera and 
wrote the scenario. He also took the 
part of the Divine Dali in the 
recording. However, he was not 
responsible for the libretto or the 


score. He commissioned two collab¬ 
orators to bdp him on those. The 
co mp oser is Igor Wakhevitch. a 
pupil of Messiaen, the libretto is by 
the Spanish writer, Manuel 
Vazques Montalban. 

Some of Dali's closest friends and 
colleagues during the 1960s and 
1970s — such as the journalist and 
photographer Robert Descharnes 
and the Austrian painter, Ernst 
FUchs — say they can remember 
Dali talking about the work. 
Descharnes. who as president of the 
Paris-based organisation Demart 

The mind boggles 
as to how this 
opera could ever 
be staged.

Pro Arte is concerned with matters 
relating to the Dali estate, believes 
the opera is authentic. Flichs agrees; 
Dali’S voice on the recording sounds 
exactly as he remembers it. More¬ 
over. Fuchs speaks,of the central 
place the theme of tbe work held in 
Dali’s thoughts. 

"I remember Salvador taking 
notes for the opera as far bade as 
1962. It was very important to him. 
He had a great hangup about not 
being God. He was extremely afraid 
of death, of physical annihilation. 
He found consolation in the thought 
that if he were God. he would not be 
Dali and to be DaH was surety the 
greatest thing of aH" 

Further evidence that creating 
such an opera was a venture dose to 
Dali's heart can still be found in his 
novel, Hidden Faces, where be 
describes sitting at the Caffe Regina 


in Madrid in 1927 with the poet 
Federico Garda Lorca, and develop¬ 
ing the plan for a "highly original 
opera-poem": “Opera," he writes, 
“was our common passion, being 
the only art form in which all the 
lyrical arts can be connected into a 
perfect and triumphal unity." Lor¬ 
ca’S sudden and tragic death may 
explain Dali’s abandoning tbe idea 
for almost 30 years. 

Though sane of this evidence is 
persuasive, it is difficult to obtain 
information about the actual record¬ 
ing of the opera. Apparently ft took 
place at the Paths Marconi studios 
in Paris in 1974. Wakhevitch. the 
composer, hit the hippy trail for 
northern India in die late 1970s and 
has not been heard of since. Neither 
Descharnes nor Fuchs know any¬ 
thing about the recording. 

The singular Captain Peter 
Moore, private secretary to the 
Dalis during toe 1960s and early 
1970s — who keeps pet ocelots and 
wears flowers in bis shoes—refuses 
to speak to those curious about the 
work. And the author of one of the 
most recent and exhaustive biogra¬ 
phies of Dali, the writer and 
journalist Meredith Etheringtotv 
Sraith. declares she has never beard 
of Etre Dieu. 

Wolf Urban says he was as 
sceptical as anybody else when the 
work was first brought to his 
attention- To satisfy himself it was 
genuine, he hired German and 
Spanish lawyers to investigate. They 
discovered contracts including one 
between Dali and his creative 
collaborators and the French re¬ 
cording company, upon which Da¬ 
li's signature appears. According to 
Urban, the reason so few people 
have beard of the opera is because 
Dali lost interest in tbe work and so 
it was only ever released in limited 
quantify in Spain. 

Now there are plans to mount the 
first ever production of Etre Dieu in 
St Petersburg in 1995—the centena¬ 
ry of Dali’s birth. The performance 
is to be directed by Fuchs. He is not

remotely daunted by tbe task; 
Brigitte Bardot can easily be turned 
into an artichoke, he explains, if you 
make use of film and projection. 

He intends using as much of 
Dali's work as possible for tbe stage 
design, and believes the opera is 
interesting enough musically to 
bold its own. The score canters 
through Western music — embrac¬ 


ing rock, brass bands. Gregorian 
chant and Catalan nursery rhymes. 
We also hear mirrors cracking, 
clocks ticking, numerous chaotic 
bouts of improvisation and Dali 
himself joining in the chorus of 
“Singing in the Rain". 

If definitive proof should emerge 
that Etre Dieu is by Dali, the master 
of the metamorphosis wiS have 


effected one of tbe most extraordi¬ 
nary transformations of his career 
— turning himself into an operatic 
figure four years after his death. If. 
on the other hand, it should be 
proved that the entire work is a fake 
after the opera has received a grand 
premiere in St Petersburg, this 
would be a surreal twist that Dali 
himself would have appreciated. 


CONCERT REVIEW 

Unlikely playmates 


BBCSO/Davis 
Queen Elizabeth Hall 

NOBODY with even the faint¬ 
est musical literacy needs tell¬ 
ing that Strauss and 
Stravinsky are the most un¬ 
likely musical bedfellows. But 
when these chaps at the BBC 
get an idea into their heads 
they pursue it to its end. 

Or so 1 used to believe. Here 
were the two composers at 
possibly their most diverse: 
serial (or serialish) Stravinsky 
and late Romantic (no ish 
about it) Strauss, ri^e for an 
assumption-challenging colli¬ 
sion, to see if there was any 
point of contact — other than 
that both were fairly old when 
they wrote these pieces and 
that both were interested, as 
old and young men generally 
are. in self-renewal They nev¬ 
er caught sight of each other, 
for between them was erected 
a solid, high brick wall: the 
interval. 

So in the end l found myself 
at two different concerts. The 
first, the one of Stravinsky, 
began with a rather tame 
account of the Septet he fin¬ 
ished in 1953. It is a work of 
complex patterns, and so it is 
scored for a deliberately di¬ 
versely coloured group. The 
sharply pointed rhythms cry 
out for touches of judiciously 
theatrical accentuation. But 
possibly because (he clarinet¬ 
tist, Damans Wollen, was a 
mite fazed fcy leading a group 
that included the BBC Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra’s usual lead¬ 
er, Michael Davis, dyna¬ 
mic variation was limited 


and colours were blurred. 

For tiie ballet Agon, com¬ 
pleted for Balanchine in 1957' 
but begun three years before, 
the whole of the BBC Sympho¬ 
ny Orchestra had to cram 
itself onto the stage. They 
seemed reasonably comfort¬ 
able with this radrcal music, 
written for a “measured con¬ 
struction in space", although 
the strings sounded distinctly 
tired and unwilling to invest 
more than the necessary mini¬ 
mum effort A case of post- 
Proms fatigue, perhaps, or of 
missing the dry humour in 
Alison Wells's well-placed 
singing — twice — of Stravin¬ 
sky^ “The Owl and (he Pussy^ 
car. where Davis himself 
genially took on the unchal¬ 
lenging piano part a single 
line in octaves. 

After all this, and with the 
BBCSO evidently in less than 
brilliant shape. I did not relish 
tbe prospect of late Strauss. 
But in the Oboe Concerto, 
Maurice Bourgue’S edgy tone, 
very much the French style, 
did much to make this fiend¬ 
ishly challenging work digest¬ 
ible: the sheer force of his 
personality also helped. 

Again there were problems 
with the strings, but they at 
least showed that they loved 
the music. Equally high in 
their affections were file Four 
Last Songs, where the young 
Finnish soprano Sofle Lso- 
fcoski, save for one note at the 
end of the second scrag, 
showed the abundant richness 
of voice and strength of per¬ 
sonality that is in the process 
of taking her far.

T he bad old days when 
musical instruments, 
comic, curious and ex¬ 
tremely precious, were dis¬ 
played in museums to be seen 
and not heard, are fast reced¬ 
ing. There were enlightened 
exceptions, of course. like 
Fenton House to Hampstead 
and Fmchcocks in-Kent, where 
bona fide students could tin¬ 
kle away at the odd fragile 
keyboard. But arts museums 
have lagged behind their 
hands-on science counterparts 
such as Richard Gregory’s 
pioneering Bristol 

Exploratory. 

Now music really is calling 
the tune. Yesterday the 
Homiman Museum in Forest 
HUl opened its new Music 
Room, a unique hands-on 
display of 1.500 instruments 
from its worldwide collection 
of 6.000. When Frederick 
Homiman. file great tea mag¬ 
nate and philanthropist of the 
last century, travelled the 


world collecting his animals, 
plants, geological specimens 
and musical instruments, his 
intention was to gather them 
together as “a gift to the people 
of London forever, as a free 
museum for their recreation, 
instruction and enjoyment". 
Were his wishes still being 
honoured? I went along to find 
out 

In a dark, upper room, past 
tbe Navajo sand-paintings 
and the Buddhist home 
shrine, is a network of what 
appeared to be conventional 
display cases, cluttered with 
instruments of every shape, 
size, purpose and ethnological 
origin imaginable- When the 
eye adjusts to the holy gloom, 
it becomes dear that each case 
has its own computer terminal 
with earphones, and that 


everything converges on a 
central open area, in which a 
small group of schoolchildren 
are almost sure to be tinkering 
with some of the less valuable, 
more disposable specimens. 

U ndeterred by the 
ram’s horn that was 
blown in my ear, I 
hearted for the brass section, a 
comfortingly traditional glass 
case, busy with everything 
from a conch shell to a dragon¬ 
headed trombone. Panicking 
slightly. I pressed the word 
“Help" on the screen; touched 
the word “Contents”; and 
chose my instrument The 
snakeskin serpent looked 
promising. Up flashed die 
picture, the provenance; and 
through the earphones came 
the sluggish drone of file beast 


I pressed "Sound off*. Then, 
again. “Contents*. What about 
that long, thin worm-like crea¬ 
ture on the left? It turned out to 
be the KakaJti long hom. from 
the Hausa tribe of northern 
Nigeria. 

I moved to tile plucked 
instruments, and a case full of 
zithers and dulcimers. I want¬ 
ed to find the kantele , the 
ancient pentatonic zither of 
Finland, its prototype made by 
a god from a fishbone. This 
proved difficult The complete 
collection is not yet 
documented on computer, and 
the public access terminals 
will not be in place for quite 
some time. But pull out one of 
the drawers under the generic 
display case, and you might 
just strike lucky. Half expect¬ 
ing to find rows of impaled 


moths. I opened the top one 
and there, miraculously, were 
three of the most exquisitely 
carved kanteles ever to have 
come out of Karelia’s forests. 

The Homiman’s new Music 
Room is not yet foolproof, but 
it certainly sets new standards 
for the display and care of 
musical instruments. Simple 
graphics, touch-screen tech¬ 
nology and interactive com¬ 
puter displays enable visitors 
to explore tiie history, geogra¬ 
phy. techniques and sounds of 
instruments from first millen¬ 
nium BC Egyptian dappers, 
to a 1991 Fender guitar. With 
funding from the Museums 
and Galleries Improvement 
Fund, and the Foundation for 
Sport and the Arts, among 
others. Dr Frances Palmer, 
keeper of musical instru¬ 
ments. has at last realised a 15- 
year-old dream of preserving 
her unique collection for pos¬ 
terity and giving the instru¬ 
ments voice as well. 



Rossini 
with all 
the fizz 


T he Rossini bicentenary 
celebrations are run¬ 
ning late. A year and a 
half after the anniversary of 
his birth, four of his operas 
arrive simultaneously on disc- 
The pick is Decca’S Ceoer- 
entola (436 902-2. two CDs) 
with the company’s reigning 
mezzo. Cedb'a Bartoll. as Cin¬ 
derella. There is a smoky. 
Mediterranean qualify in the 
voice which makes her Teresa 
Berganza's natural successor 
in the part — no praise could 
be higher. 

Bartoli is also gaining a 
sense of humour. It is there in 
abundance in Enzo Dare's 
gloriously pompous Don 
Magnifico and in Alessandro 
Corbelli’s crisply sung 
Dandini- Walter Matteuzzi’s 
Don Ramiro, Cinderella’s 
Prince, is more questionable. 
He has a genuine high tenor, 
but there is a tendency to bleat 
when the voice should caress, 
as in “Pagno adorato", when 
Ramiro dutches the bracelet 
Cenerentola has left behind. 

Fizz and precision, those two 
essential Rossini ingredients, 

■ are the hallmarks of this set 
and they are provided above 
all by the conductor, Riocardo 
Chaflly, and his Bologna Or¬ 
chestra. Cenerentola went on 
stage at the Teatro ComunaJe 
before going into the studios 
and it shows in the meticulous 
ensemble work, with Chailiy 
proving that he is Abbado’s 
only serious contemporary ri¬ 
val as a Rossini conductor. 

A bbado himself has a 
second bite at U 
viaggio a Reims (Sony. 
S2K 53 336, two CDs), the 
“celebration" opera he un¬ 
veiled at the Pesaro Festival 
ten years ago. Then he record¬ 
ed it for DG with the Chamber 
Orchestra of Europe; now he 
is turning the Berlin Philhar¬ 
monic into good Rossinians. 
That presumably is the main 
reason for the new recording, 
because several members of 
the original team, who meet at 
the Golden Lily Inn and swap 
songs on their way to the 
coronation of Charles X of 
France, are still playing. 

Samuel Rainey, the English 
milord who only knows “God 
Save the King", is irreplace¬ 
able. So too are Enzo Dark the 
German baron who rudely 
interrupts him with un-Germ¬ 
anic cries of “Basta! BastaT. 
and Ruggero Raimondi as an 
Italian antiquarian. Many of 
their ladies are new. Cheryl 
Studer cannot match Katia 
Ricriarelli as Madame Cor- 
tese, patronne of the lily, but 
Sylvia McNair is a deliciously 
silvery Corinna and Luriana 
Sena vocally spat on as the 
Contessa di Folleville. 
Abbado’s return to Reims may 
be an indulgence but it is a 
highly diverting one. 

EMI’s new Barbiere di 
Siviglia (0777 7 54863 2, three 
CDs) has an Italian conductor, 
Gianluigi Gelmetti. and was 
made in Florence but is other¬ 
wise heavily American weight¬ 
ed. Thomas Hampsoh repeats 
the assured, swaggering . 
Figaro Covent Garden heard 
this year. But his high spirits 
bypass the rest of the cast. 

Jenry Hadley's Almaviva. 
despite some sweet notes, is 
unduly cautious and he does 
not appear a natural Rossini 
tenor — although well able to 
take on virtuify any other 
composer. Susanne Mentzer 
(Rosina) also sounds a strang¬ 
er to opera buffo. Bruno 
Pratico’s Bartoio is totally 
overshadowed by Samuel 
Ramey's Basilio. Gelmetti 
himself has for once lost his 
sense of fun on the way to the 
studios.

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THANKS in part to that 
television commercial for 
jeans, a new audience of 
millions has made tbe ac¬ 
quaintance of Dinah Wash¬ 
ington. As we approach the 
anniversary of her death in 
1963 — she was only 39 — the 
question remains of how 
much she may have achieved 
had she lived longer. 

The evidence amassed on 
77te Dinah Washington Story 
(Mercury 514841-2) — all 46 
tracks of it—suggests that she 
would probably have flour¬ 
ished in the soul and R&B 
boom of fiie mid-Sixfies. 


A singular blend of gin and vinegar 


Washington could hold her 
own as a performer of blues, 
gospel. jazz and the flimsiest of 
pop ephemera. 

But her versatility was al¬ 
most a handicap. There is no 
shortage of memorable perfor¬ 
mances on this thoughtful 
compilation — her tribute to 
Fats Waller and her live 
version of Bessie Smith’s 


“Backwater Blues" spring to 
mind — but there is the 
impression that her producers 
were never quite sure of the 
ideal showcase for her talents. 
The voice itself, a singular 
blend of gin and vinegar, was 
undimmed, but the settings 
did not match. 

Poles apart from Washing¬ 
ton’s down-home persona, 
Bobby Short has long been 
the urbane prince of Manhat¬ 
tan’s cabarets. A quarter of a 


century after he took up his 
post at the Cafe Carlyle, the 
singer-pianist turns up in 
straight-ahead jazz company 
on Swing That Music fTelarc 
CD-83317), a studio session 
with the sleek mainstream 
quintet, co-led by guitarist 
Howard Alden and trombon¬ 
ist Dan Barren. 

The title gives a misleading 
impression: this is a typically 
cultivated display — though 
too mannered for the unini-

This fairly deft political satire 
starts with a good premise: 
what could happen if a cynical 
(Tory) prime minister in the 
middle of a general election 
campaign were to hear the 
word of God and begin to tell 
the truth? (God, it seems, is a 
wet — He goes on about 
compassion.) Added to this is 
tiie Faustian tale of a young, 
ambitious political opportun¬ 


ist who exchanges his last few 
scruples for the promise of 
power. Richard Wilson plays 
tiie PM gone a little batty. The 
Mephistopheles of the piece is 
the party chairman (Derek 
Jacobi under a Chris Patten 
wig), and the young opportun¬ 
ist (Nathaniel Parker), who 
has lost Jus soul, does the 
narrating. 

The Vision Thing is particu¬ 
larly good on the secret, com¬ 
fortable relationship between 
political leaders and their 
favourite newspaper editors, 
and chi the disparity between 
politicians’ public image and 
private practices. 

Jacobi steals the show as the 
often oily, sometimes coarse, 
always on-tofvof-tiiings party 
boss (and is wonderfully good 
at the sinister whisper)- Too 
many of the characters are 
stereotypes — sleazy spies, a 
long-suffering political wife, a 
sexy upper-class binr. indeed, 
the young opportunist and the 
Mephistophelean politician 
are straight out of the Hand¬ 
book of Two-Dimensional 
Characters. The play works as 
satirical journalism rather 
than drama, but does the job 
amusingly. 


Red Dwarf VI 

Thursday. BBC2.9430pm 
“I’m a tasteless, uncouth..." 
Lister (Craig Charles) shouts, 
“...randy, blokish. semi-Lit¬ 
erate space bum.” The hugely 
popular science fiction comedy 
returns for another season. 
Along with Lister, the rest of 
the crew is bade, as Rimmer 
the holograph. Kryten the tidy 
robot and the skittish ship’s 
cat do battle with the evil 
PSirens (giant space cock- 
roadies that telephathically 
create themselves as seductive 
women in order to suck vic¬ 
tims’ brains out through a 
straw), and negotiate asteroid 
belts in search of their stolen, 
eponymous space ship. 

The reason for Red Dwarfs 
success is that it works well 
both as science fiction adven¬ 
ture story and as comedy. Iris 
good, coarse, clever stuff.

Each monk shares his living 
quarters with a dog. is on call 
to worried owners, and sees 
the obedient relationship be¬ 
tween dog and owner as not 
too dissimilar from that be¬ 
tween man and God. 

There is the wonderfully 
surreal sight of a grinning 
Brother Mark hopping up and 
down in front of one disobedi¬ 
ent dog as part of his method 
of teaching it to sit. It’s an odd. 
entirely successful method 
which does make you wonder 
what happens when God and 
Russian Orthodox monks get 
together. 


There Now Follows... 
Friday. BBC2.7.137.45pm 
As the political party confer¬ 
ence season nears its end, 
here’s a reminder of a time 
when politicians appeared 
more rnnocent- 
This entertaining history of 
the party political broadcast 
begins with the first in 1951 — 
Lord Samuel nervously read¬ 
ing an election address for the 
Liberals and taking so long 
between words that the broad¬ 
cast ended before he did. Only

Surfing on the Short Wave

THE reshuffle 
at Radio 1 has 
been the week's 
radio news. A 
lot of the old 
men are going, 
or have gone. 
New boys and 



girls take their place. But it 
has all passed me by- The 
point of Radio 1 was always 
the top 20. and the top 20 is no 
fun without Mud. Fun radio 
is now far away, on the outer 
readies of the airwaves. 

I first fell the pull of Short 
Wave as a ten-year-old; my 
transistor picked up one end of 
police transmissions. I used to 
write down car registrations 
and home addresses in a little 
book. This was pointless, but 
exciting. I felt pretty lawless 
with my little book. 

The real glamour of Short 
Wave, though, was as a battle¬ 
ground of the Cold War. There 
was an indefinable, illicit thrill 
in tuning to the metallic voice 
of Radio Moscow and its 
monotone litany of five-year 
plans. Politburo pronounce¬ 
ments and imperialist aggres¬ 
sion. Across the wire was 
Voice of America — down- 
home values, doughnuts. God 
and the American Way. There 
were great forces at work. 

Twenty-five years later ft is 
strange how little the Short 
Wave has changed. The Berlin 
Wall has fallen, and not even 
Radio Tirana now believes 
that the last banker will be 
strangled with the guts of the 
last broker. But it takes more 


than a few broken bricks to 
change the radio voice of 
eastern Europe. 

The continuity announcer 
on Radio Bulgaria has learnt 
English pronunciations from 
a Dalek. She reads a letter 
from a listener in Ruislip: “1 
have always found your pro¬ 
grammes interesting, but I 
would like more facts on the 
economy of Bulgaria." On 
Radio Bulgaria, this is the 
equivalent of: “And here’s a 
request from Steve in Catford; 
he'd like to hear some 
Showaddywaddy." Uncharac¬ 
teristically, Radio Bulgaria ig¬ 
nores Ruislip's request In¬ 
stead, we nave a detailed 
report on stone preservation in 
a pre-Roman amphitheatre 
outside Sofia. 

The announcer on Czech 
Radio has more the intonation 
of a Vulcan. The price of meat 
is causing concern. The 
Prague pig market is experi¬ 
encing seasonal difficulties. 
On Radio Warsaw. Tuesday 
night is "Frequency News” 
night The station has received 
its 107th letter on reception 
quality from Fred Wakeford of 
Bognor Regis. 

Voice of America, too. is 
stuck with its Cold War deliv¬ 
ery. It is still the voice that air¬ 


lifted margarine into iron- 
curtain Berlin. The VOA pre¬ 
senter still speaks like an 
arcade computer-game ex¬ 
pressing sympathy over a 
small, dying household pet. 
VOA is strong in two areas: 
sport and politics. In politics, 
its line is dear. A five-year-old 
girl with a squeaky voioe 
pledges allegiance to the Uni¬ 
ted States and explains the 
development of representative 
democracy. For tiie older lis¬ 
tener "Coming up later on 
VOA, the role that young 
people can play in promoting 
world peace." The big enemy, 
of course, is gone. Now the 
message is pure love. 


IN SPORT, the meaning is not 
so dear. Tuesday night fea¬ 
tured the baseball game in 
Atlanta. I came in at the end of 
a “strike-our-sacrifice-for- 
play" with “the count l-O-l to 
Gonzales", in time to catch a 
“right field swinging fly-ball"- 
Biouser picked ft and spun on 
to Guss. Justice had it, but lost 
out to the wall. 

While VOA has gone soft 
and incomprehensible. Radio 
Free America still stands for 
Nebraska and the Great Am¬ 
erican- Conspiracy Theory. 
Time is short and there are 


traitors in high places. “Amer¬ 
icanism" is in danger. Free 
America is alone in tiie face of 
a plot by "international finan¬ 
ciers to destroy our jobs, our 
family and our way of life" At 
least someone out there is 
telling it how it is. 

The excitement is just as 
intense on the home airwaves. 
As tiie night wears on, the talk 
on the phone-in shows be¬ 
comes strangely beautiful. On 
LBC a Londoner rings to say 
that "my best friend is Peter, 
and the reason he’s my best 
friend is he gave me his 
house". "Well, who are you?" 
asks the presenter. “Oh. my 
name's Brian." 

The news comes through 
that Bud. the worlds richest 
tortoise, has died at the age of 
35 in Humberside... If you 
feel run down, contact the 
Tally-Ho diruc for hormone 
replacement treatment 

Over on Radio GAY., a 
listener is discussing a book 
on circumcision. In the studio. 
Jeremy is not interested. 
“Who’s this book going to 
appeal to?" “Well." the listener 
says, “probably people inter¬ 
ested in circumcision." 

Nearing dawn the mellow 
music becomes mellower on 
the easy-listening stations. It is 
a strange thing but. very late 
at night, music that would be 
sickening in daylight becomes 
almost too sad to bear. Radio 2 
claims to be the "mellow 
alternative”, but it is scream¬ 
ing dustbins compared to 
Melody Radio. Melody is so 
“light and easy" that it drops 
the words from “A Kind of 
Hush” before walloping you 
with tiie Clarke Sisters singing 
“I Got a Guy in Kalamazoo" 

For all I care. Radio I can 
recruit its new presenters from 
the hospital delivery-room. 
For me. tonight, there is news 
on the grain harvest from 
Radio Bucharest
